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INDIANA MEDICAL LAW OF 1897, WITH AMENDMENTS 

OF 1899, 190! AND 1905. 



Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, That it shall hereafter be unlawful for any person to 
practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics in this State without first 
obtaining a license so to do, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. After this law goes into effect, any person desiring to 
begin the practice of 'medicine, surgery or obstetrics in this State, 
shall procure from the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination a certificate that such person is entitled to a license 
to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indi- 
ana ; and in order to procure such certificate the applicant shall sub- 
mit to the State Board of Medical Eegistration and Examination 
his diploma, with an affidavit setting forth the time and number of 
terms, duration of each term, applicant was required to be in at- 
tendance at said school in order to complete said course of study, 
and that the affiant is the person to whom such diploma was issued. 
Such application shall be accompanied by the affidavit of two free- 
holders resident in the same county in which the applicant resides, 
stating that the applicant is the person named in the accompanying 
diploma and application for certificate. All diplomas received by 
the Board shall be returned to the person owning the same, and 
for failure to return any diploma to its lawful owner within a 
reasonable time the secretary of said Board shall be liable on his 
bond for damages in the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25). Such 
applicant shall pay to said Board the sum of ten dollars ($10) at 
the time of making such application. All persons who were prac- 
ticing medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana on 
March 8, 1897, and have not complied with the provisions of the 
law, and desiring to continue the same, shall, on or before July 
11, 1899, obtain a certificate that they are entitled to do so by 
presenting to the State Board of Medical Eegistration and Ex- 
amination the license possessed by them at the time of the passage 
of this law, together with an affidavit that they are the legal pos- 
sessors of the same, and the persons mentioned therein, and such 
applicant shall pay to the Board the sum of one dollar ($1) at the 
time of making such application. The Board shall thereupon issue 
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to such applicant a certificate, which, when presented to the county 
clerk of the proper county, shall entitle the holder to a license 
to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana. 
In the event an applicant for a certificate from the State Board of 
Medical Registration and Examination shall present a diploma 
from a medical college which is not recognized as maintaining a 
sufficiently high grade or standard of medical education as defined 
and fixed in the records of the Board, the applicant shall have the 
privilege of being examined at to his qualifications to practice 
medicine, surgery and obstetrics in such maimer as the Board shall 
provide, and if he shall pass an examination satisfactory to the 
Board he shall receive a certificate, the same as if he had presented 
a satisfactory diploma and other evidences and qualifications for 
the practice of medicine. But if he should fail to pass such exam- 
ination he shall be permitted to submit to another examination 
within twelve months from the time of the first examination. He 
shall pay to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25) : Provided, however, 
That payment of said sum of twenty-five dollars ($25) shall entitle 
him to a re-examination in ease" of failure at the first or any subse- 
quent examination. And provided further, That if such applicant 
shall fail to pass the examination prescribed by such Board of Med- 
ical Registration and Examination, he shall have the right to an 
appeal to the Circuit or Superior Court of the proper county, re- 
quiring such Board to show cause why such applicant should not 
be permitted to practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics in the 
State of Indiana, upon the applicant giving a good and satisfactory 
bond, to be approved by the court, to secure all costs of suit should 
the appeal be determined against him. Upon the receipt of the 
certificate by the applicant from the State Board of Medical Regis- 
tration and Examination, the applicant shall; upon the presentation 
thereof to the clerk of the county in which he resides, receive 
from the county clerk a license to practice medicine, surgery and 
obstetrics within the State of Indiana. Tho persons receiving such 
license shall pay to the county clerk fifty cents ($0.50) as his fee 
for issuing and recording such license, as hereinafter provided. 
In case of change of residence from one county to another within 
this State, the holder of a physician's license- shall obtain a new 
license in the county where he proposes to reside, by filing with 
the county clerk the license obtained by him in the county in 
which he last resided, in the same manner as provided for on the 
presentation of his certificate from the State Board of Medical 



Registration and Examination, and the clerk shall issue him a new 
license. (As amended March 3, 1899, Acts 1899, p. 247.) 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the clerk of the county in which 
an applicant resides to issue the person presenting such certifi- 
cate, as hereinbefore provided for, a license under his official seal 
in the following form:

with the laws of the State of Indiana relating to the practice of 
medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the county and State aforesaid.

The county clerk shall enter of record the name, age, place of 
birth, address, school or system of medicine to which said applicant 
belongs, and the person so registering shall subscribe to and verify 
by oath before such clerk an affidavit concerning such facts, which, 
if willfully false, shall subject the affiant to conviction for perjury. 
The county clerk shall furnish annually, on the first day of Jan- 
uary, to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
upon blanks furnished by said Board, a duplicate list of all certifi- 
cates received and licenses issued by him during the preceding year, 
and shall include therein the date of issue of said license, and the 
name, age and residence of the person receiving the same. 

Sec. 4. Within thirty days after this law goes into effect, it 
shall be the duty of the Governor of the State of Indiana to ap- 
point a State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
composed of five (5) members, who shall serve, two for one year, 
one for two years, one for three years and one for four years ; and 
their successors for a term of four years each. No school or system 
of medicine shall have a majority representation on such Board. 
Said Board shall be nonpartisan, and not more than three shall be 
members of any one political paitty. The Governor shall select 
members of said Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
from reputable physicians in this State who are graduates of any 
college of medicine of good repute: Provided, That no professor 
or teacher in a medical college shall be appointed as a member of 
such Board: Provided, further, That each of the four schools or 
systems of medicine having the largest numerical representation 



in the State shall have at least one representative on said Board. 
Should a vacancy occur in said Board by death, resignation, re- 
moval or otherwise, then it shall be the duty of the Governor to 
fill the vacancy from the school or system entitled to representa- 
tion by virtue of such vacancy. The Governor shall have power to 
remove any member of said Board for ineompeney, gross immor- 
ality, for any abuse of his official power, or for other good cause, 
and may fill any vacancy thus occasioned by appointment. Any 
person appointed to fill any vacancy on such Board, whether occa- 
sioned by death, resignation, removal or otherwise, shall hold for 
the unexpired term of the member whose place he is appointed 
to fill. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the dutv of the members of the State Board 

of Medical Registration and Examination to meet in the city of 
Indianapolis within thirty days after their appointment, and or- 
ganize by the election of a president, secretary and treasurer, 
who shall serve until the second Tuesday in January following, 
and their successors shall be elected on the second Tuesday in 
January annually thereafter. The said Board shall hold regular 
meetings on the second Tuesday in January and July of each year, 
and as often in addition as mav be necessarv for the transaction 
of such business as may properly come before it under the pro- 
visions of this act, and shall have power to make all necessary rules 
and regulations for the transaction of its business. 

For their services the members shall receive the sum of six dol- 
lars ($6) per day, and their traveling expenses necessarily incurred 
in the attendance upon the business of said Board. It shall be the 
duty of the secretary of said Board to keep a record of all appli- 
cations for certificates, and such record shall contain all the facts 
set forth in such application, including the action of the Board 
thereon, and shall execute all orders of said Board, and the secre- 
tary shall have for such service the sum of twQ hundred and fifty 
dollars ($250) per annum to be paid from the funds of said Board, 
and said Board may employ a clerk and fix his salary at not more 
th^n five hundred dollars ($500) per annum. 

It shall be the duty of the treasurer of said Board to pay quar- 
terly all moneys received by the Board to the Treasurer of State, 
which moneys shall be credited to a separate and permanent fund 
for medical registration and examination, which is hereby created. 
All moneys so paid to the Treasurer of State shall remain and bo 
a separate and permanent fund for the maintenance of the said 
Board of Registration and Examination. The said Board shall, by 
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its president and secretary, from time to time, certify to the Au- 
ditor of State the necessary expenses incurred by the said Board, 
including salaries and per diem of the members, and the Auditor 
shall issue his warrant for the same, which shall be paid out of the 
fund so established for the maintenance of the said Board: Pro- 
vided, That no order shall be drawn by any State official on any 
fund other than the above-named fund for any salaries of the 
Board incident to the administration of this act. 

The treasurer and secretary of said Board shall each give bond 
in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000), with sureties to be 
approved by the Governor, which bonds shall be filed with the Au- 
ditor of State. The members of the State Board of Medical Reg- 
istration and Examination are authorized to administer oaths in 
matters relating to the discharge of their official duties. The State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination is charged with 
the duty of enforcing this act, and it shall be the duty of the 
prosecuting attorney, upon the complaint of the Board, to prose- 
cute any violation of this act. 

It shall also be the duty of the grand jury of the proper county 
to investigate all violations of this act and return indictments 
therefor in proper cases, and it shall be the duty of the prosecuting 
attorney to prosecute violations of this act by information when- 
ever a proper affidavit is filed by any one, as in other cases of vio- 
lations of the law; or to prosecute offenders before the justice of 
the peace in proper cases. 

The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall, 
from time to time, establish and record, in a record kept by them 
for that purpose, a schedule of the minimum requirements which 
must be complied with by applicants for examination for license 
to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics, before they shall be 
entitled to receive such license. The said Board shall also, in like 
manner, establish anfl cause to be recorded in such record a schedule 
of the minimum requirements and rules for the recognition of 
medical colleges, so as to keep these requirements up to the aver- 
age standard of medical education in other States. After the year 
1897 no change shall be made in such schedules of requirements in 
any year after the month of January of each year, nor shall any 
change be made to have any retroactive effect, or that shall affect 
students theretofore matriculated. Such record shall be at all 
times open to examination by the public, and the said schedules of 
requirements, after they have been established and recorded, and 
all changes made therein, shall be printed in circular form, and 



mailed to all medical colleges in the State, and shall also be fur- 
nished to any person upon application. Said Board shall not, in 
the establishment of the aforesaid s?hedule of requirements, dis- 
criminate for or against any school or system of medicine, nor shall 
it prescribe what system or systems or schools of medicine shall 
be taught in any of the colleges, universities or other educational 
institutions of the State. 

It shall have power to make and establish all necessary rules and 
regulations for the reciprocal recognition of certificates issued by 
other States, and to prevent unjust and arbitrary exclusions by 
other States of graduates in medicine from this State who have 
fulfilled its requirements. When an application for a certificate is 
made, and a diploma submitted, as herein provided, it shall be the 
duty of the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
to determine, upon the evidence presented, whether such diploma 
rightfully belongs to and was issued to the person making applica- 
tion for a certificate, and whether the medical college that issued 
the diploma maintains a standard of medical education conforming 
to that fixed by the State Board of Medical Registration and Ex- 
amination, and whether the application otherwise complies with 
the rules of the Board. * 

If these facts are shown by competent evidence, it shall be the 
duty of the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
to issue a certificate, signed by its President and Secretary, and 
under its official seal, stating that the person applying for such cer- 
tificate and possessing such diploma is entitled to a license to prac- 
tice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana: Pro- 
vided, Said application shall be filed prior to January 1, 1905: 
And provided, further, Said applicant shall have, prior to January 
1, 1901, matriculated in a reputable medical college in Indiana, 
maintaining a standard of medical education conforming to that 
fixed by said Board, and shall have graduated from said college 
and received his diploma therefrom prior to January 1, 1905. 
Except, as last above provided, no certificate shall be issued to any 
person whomsoever until he shall have satisfied the said Board that 
he has graduated at a reputable medical college as in this section 
set forth, maintaining a standard of medical education as above 
prescribed, and shall have passed before said Board a satisfactory 
examination as to his qualifications to practice medicine, surgery 
and obstetrics. Such examination shall be had upon payment of 
the same fees and upon the same terms and conditions as are pro- 
vided in section 1 of said act, approved March 8, 1897, but the 
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applicant shall have the right to designate, in writing, at the time 
he files his application, the member of the Board who shall con- 
duct his first examination in materia medica, therapeutics, theory 
and practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics and gynecology. 

The Board at its discretion may authorize the Secretary to issue 
a temporary permit to an applicant for the interim from date of 
application until the next regular meeting of the Board. The State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall have the 
right to review the evidence upon which a license has been ob- 
tained, and if it shall be found that a license has been obtained by 
fraud or misrepresentation, the Board may revoke such license. 
The Board [may] refuse to grant a certificate to any person guilty 
of felony or gross immorality, or addicted to the use of liquor or 
drug habit to such a degree as to render him unfit to practice med- 
icine or surgery. 

If any person holding a license under the provisions of this act 
shall be guilty of any of the above enumerated acts or shall have 
procured a certificate or license by fraud or misrepresentation, said 
Board may, after notice and hearing, revoke any license which has 
heretofore been or may hereafter be issued to him, together with 
the certificate upon which such license has been or may be issued. 

A specific written charge, verified by affidavit, must be presented 
to the Board, making definite and specific charges of such facts 
against the holder of such license. The Board shall thereupon fix 
a time and place for the hearing of such charges, at which the 
person charged may appear and defend against the same. A copy 
of such charges, together with a notice of the time and place fixed 
for the hearing, shall be served upon the person so charged at least 
twenty (20) days before the time set for the hearing of the same. 
If, after such hearing, the Board revokes such certificate and 
license, such order shall be by said Board entered upon its record. 
A copy of such order of revocation, certified by the Secretary of 
such Board, shall be by it at once delivered to the clerk of the 
Circuit Court of the county in which such license was issued, and 
such clerk shall record the same upon the margin of the record of 
such license. If the Board shall refuse to grant a certificate for 
any of the reasons above stated, it shall enter such refusal upon its 
record, together with a statement of the grounds for such refusal. 
An appeal may be taken from the action of the Board to the Cir- 
cuit or Superior Court of the county in which such license was is- 
sued in case of revocation, and to the county where the applicant 
lives in case of a refusal of a certificate, upon the licensee or ap- 
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plicant filing with the clerk of such court, within thirty days from 
the entering of such order of revocation or refusal by said Board, a 
good and sufficient bond in the sum of two hundred dollars ($200), 
to be approved by said clerk, to secure the payment of costs of 
such appeal, should the appeal be determined against him. It 
shall thereupon be the duty of such clerk to notify the said Board 
of the filing of such/bond, and said Board shall thereupon forward 
tQ said clerk the charges, together with a copy of the order of rev- 
ocation, where there has been a revocation, or the application for a 
certificate and a copy of the order of refusal where there has been 
a refusal to grant a certificate. The clerk of said court shall there- 
upon docket the same as a cause pending in said court. Said 
verified charges shall be treated as a complaint. The accused may 
plead to said charges and issues may be formed thereon as in any 
civil case, and the same shall thereupon be tried by the judge of 
the Circuit Court. It shall be the duty of the prosecuting attor- 
ney of the circuit to which said county belongs to appear in such 
case and represent the Board. The only finding and judgment in 
such case shall be " guilty' ' or "not guilty," the same to be ren- 
dered separately as to each of the charges. If the finding and judg- 
ment of the court be "not guilty' ' as to each of said charges, the 
same shall be by the clerk of said court certified to said Board, and 
it shall thereupon make an order setting aside its order of revoca- 
tion, and forward to the clerk of said court a certified copy thereof, 
which shall be entered upon the margin of the record of said 
license. If judgment of guilty of any of said charges be awarded 
in said case, the costs of such proceedings shall be recovered of the 
accused and a fee of ten dollars ($10) shall be taxed therein in 
favor of the prosecuting attorney, and the order of revocation 
made by said Board shall be and remain in effect. During the 
pendency of such appeal the accused shall not be entitled to prac- 
tice by virtue of such license. Where the appeal is from a refusal 
to grant a certificate, the same shall be heard upon the application 
and certified copy of the order of refusal without any other issues ; 
the same to be tried by the judge of said court, who shall, upon his 
finding, enter a judgment that the license shall or shall not be 
issued as the facts may require, and upon such order the clerk of 
such court shall issue the proper license showing therein the au- 
thority by which it is issued, and shall report the same to the State 
Board. The prosecuting attorney shall represent the Board in 
such appeal, and if the court snail refuse the license judgment shall 
be entered against the applicant for costs, including ten dollars 
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($10) fee for the prosecuting attorney. Appeals from the judg- 
ment of said court may be prosecuted to the Supreme Court as in 
other civil cases, cither by said 3oard in its own name or by the 
applicant or holder of such license or certificate, where the judg- 
ment may be against him. No fees other than the fees of its own 
witnesses shall be taxed against said Board in any event. Where 
the applicant shall appeal from a refusal to grant a certificate, the 
cause shall be docketed in the name of the applicant against the 
State Board of Medical Registration anci Examination. Where 
the license or certificate shall have been revoked, - the cause shall 
be entitled The State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion against A B (the holder of the license). (As amended March 
11, 1901.)

Sec. 6. All persons practicing midwifery in this State, and 
who have practiced it for ten years last preceding March 8, 1897, 
and desiring to continue the same, shall on or before July 11, 1899, 
make application to the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination by submitting an affidavit, fully attested, giving the 
name, age, residence, the length of time during which, and the 
place or places at which the applicant has been engaged in such 
practice, and the special education, if any, which the applicant has 
received for such practice. Such application shall be accompanied 
by the affidavits of two freeholders, duly attested, that the appli- 
cant is known to them as the person applying for a certificate to 
practice midwiferj", and that such applicant has been engaged in 
the active practice of midwifery, giving the location or locations 
of such practice for the last ten (10) years previous to the passage 
of this act. Upon such application and the payment of one dollar 
($1) the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
shall issue to the applicant a certificate which shall, when presented 
to the county clerk, entitle the holder to a license to practice mid- 
wifery in this State. All persons desiring to enter upon the prac- 
tice of midwifery in this State after this law goes into effect shall 
present to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion their diplomas, duly attested, and procured from an obstetrical 
school of such standing as shall be recognized and determined by" 
the Board. Such applicant shall pay to said Board the sum of {\vo 
dollars ($5) at the time of making such application; or such appli- 
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cant shall submit to an examination in midwifery as the Board 
shall require, and pay a fee of ten dollars ($10). Such evidence 
of qualification being satisfactory to the Board it shall issue a cer- 
tificate entitling the holder to a license from the clerk of the county 
in which the applicant resides, which license shall entitle the holder 
to practice midwifery in this State. The license thus issued shall 
conform to all requirements of registration imposed upon physi- 
cians' licenses in section two of this act and shall be subject to rev- 
ocation for the same cause as provided in section five in case of 
license to physicians. *(As amended March 3, 1899, Acts 1899, 
p. 252.) 

Sec. 7. Nothing in this act shall be (so) construed as to dis- 
criminate against any school or system of medicine, or to prohibit 
gratuitous service in cases of emergency, or to the administration 
of family remedies. This act shall not apply to any commissioned 
officer of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital serv- 
ice in the discharge of his official duties ; nor to any physician or 
surgeon who is legally qualified to practice in the State or Terri- 
tory in which he resides, when in actual consultation with a legal 
practitioner of this State ; nor to any physician or surgeon residing 
on- the border of a neighboring State and duly authorized to prac- 
tice under the laws thereof, whose practice extends into the limits 
of this State : Provided, That such practitioner shall not open an 
office or appoint a place to meet patients or receive calls within the 
limits of this State. This act shall not be construed to prevent 
medical students from practicing medicine and surgery under the 
immediate and direct supervision of a licensed physician for a lim- 
ited period of two years: Provided, however, That the said stu- 
dent had not practiced medicine, surgery or obstetrics prior to the 
passage of this act ; in the event the amount of time said student 
has practiced medicine, surgery or obstetrics shall be deducted 
from the said two years herein mentioned; and in no event shall 
the said student open an office or offer to engage in the practice of 
medicine, surgery or obstetrics. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall subject the offender to a fine of 
not less than twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more than two hundred 
dollars ($200). (As amended March 3, 1899, Acts 1899, p. 253.) 

Sec. 8. To open an office for such purpose or to announce to 
the public in any way, a readiness to practice medicine in any 
county of the State or to prescribe for, or to give surgical assist- 
ance to, or to heal, cure or relieve, or to attempt to heal, cure or 
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relieve those suffering from injury or deformity, or disease of 
mind or body, or to advertise, or to announce to the public in any 
manner a readiness or ability to beal, cure or relieve those who 
may be suffering from injury or deformity, or disease of mind or 
body, shall be to engage in the practice of medicine within the 
meaning of this act: Provided, That nothing in tilts act shall be 
construed to apply to or limit iu any mauner the manufacture or 
sale of proprietary medicines. It shall also be regarded as practic- 
ing medicine within the meaning of this act, if any one shall use 
in connection with his or her name the words or letters "Dr.," 
"Doctor," "Professor," "M. D.," or "Healer," or any other title, 
word, letter or designation intending to imply or designate him or 
her as a practitioner of medicine or surgery in any of its branches: 
Provided, That this act shall not be construed to apply to nonitin- 
erant opticians who are at this time engaged in, or who may here- 
after engage in the practice of optometry in this State, nor to pro- 
fessional or other nurses. In charging any person in an affidavit, 
information or indictment with a violation of this law by practic- 
ing medicine, surgery or obstetrics without license, it shall be suf- 
ficient to charge that he did, upon a certain day and in a certain 
county, engage in the practice of medicine, he not having any li- 
cense to so do, without averring any further or more particular 
facts concerning the same. (As amended March 11, 1901.) 

Sec. 9. Any person who shall practice medicine, surgery or 
obstetrics in this State without having a license duly issued as here- 
inbefore provided, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be fined not less than twenty-five dol- 
lars ($25) nor more than two hundred dollars ($200). 

Sec. 10. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed, and also an act entitled "An act regulating 
the practice of medicine, surgery and obstetrics, providing for the 
issuing of license to practice, defining certain misdemeanors and 
providing penalties," approved April 11, 1885, and all amend- 
ments thereto be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Additional Section 3. Three thousand (3,000) copies of the 
annual report of the Board to the Governor shall be printed in the 
same manner as the report of the State Board of Health ; and the 
printing and stationery of the Board shall be paid out of the print- 
ing fund. (Added in 1899 and amended March 11, 1901.) 

Additional Sec. 4. The said Board may grant limited certifi- 
cates which shall authorize the proper clerk to issue to the holder 
thereof a license to practice osteopathy only. Such certificate 
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shall be issued on the same terms and conditions as others, except 
that the applicant therefor shall not be required to pass an exami- 
nation in materia medica, nor shall the college from which he 
presents a diploma be required to conform to the standard fixed 
by said Board as to instructions in materia medica, but such col- 
lege shall so conform in all other branches of instruction. Such 
license shall not authorize the holder thereof to administer or pre- 
scribe or use on one other than himself any drugs or medicines, 
and any such administration, prescription or use of any drug or 
medicine by the person holding such limited license shall be prac- 
ticing medicine without a license, and sueh person shall be pun- 
ished therefor as others are punished for practicing medicine with- 
out a license: Provided, further, That any person now holding 
a diploma issued from any college of osteopathy in the United 
States, and [who] is [now] a resident of the State of Indiana, 
shall be granted a certificate and license^ to practice osteopathy 
upon presenting his diploma to said Board and clerk and paying 
the fee required by this act. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, That within sixty days after this law goes into effect it 
shall be the duty of the Governor to appoint an additional mem- 
ber of the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
which Board shall thereafter consist of six members, each of whom 
shall serve as heretofore for a term of office of four years, and 
until his successor shall have been appointed and qualified. The 
additional member so appointed shall be a reputable practicing 
physician and a graduate of a reputable school or college of the 
system by which he practices, and shall belong to some school or 
system of practice other than those which are now represented 
upon said Board, and his successor shall in the future always be of 
some school different from that of the remaining members of the 
Board : Provided, That any osteopathist now practicing in and a 
resident of the State of Indiana, and holding a diploma from a 
reputable college of osteopathy, as determined by the State Board 
of Medical Registration and Examination, shall be eligible to an 
examination on proper application to the said Board, and should 
he pass this examination, that he shall be granted a certificate for a 
license forthwith to practice osteopathy in the State of Indiana. 

This law is constitutional.

An act describing the standard of scholarship to be maintained 
by medical schools, whose diploma the State Board of Medical 
Examiners shall be authorized to accept, as that prescribed from 
time to time by an association composed of colleges devoted to the 
work of preparing persons for the profession, makes the standard 
sufficiently fixed, definite and certain. And the requiring an appli- 
cant for a license to practice medicine to produce a diploma from 
a medical school, the requirements of which shall have been "in 
no particular less than those prescribed ,, by a specified associa- 
tion of medical colleges, does not unjustly discriminate against 
other schools, although such association is composed of schools 
teaching only one system of medicine.

The Supreme Court of Ohio decided recently the case of State 
v. 0. W. Marble, that the practice of Christian Science comes 
within the scope of the State medical laws. Marble was charged 
with taking a $5 fee for practicing Christian Science upon Chris- 
tian Heyl and was found guilty, but the Circuit Court held "that 
what he did was not the practice of medicine within the meaning 
of law." The prosecuting attorney took the case up on excep- 
tions and was sustained by the decision. 

State v. Marble, Ohio Sup. Ct., decided March 1, 1905. 

In the case of State V. Crow, tried at Goshen, January 4, 1905, 
the defendant was accused of practicing medicine without a 
license. Crow was an osteopath and claimed that he was practic- 
ing osteopathy and was not practicing medicine. Judge Dodge, 
however, instructed the jury that the practice of osteopathy was 
the practice of medicine and the jury convicted Crow.

ATTORNEYS' REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1906. 



To the Indiana State Board of Medical Registration and Exami- 
nation : 

Gentlemen — We beg leave to submit the following report for 
the year 1906 : 

Complaints against parties for practicing medicine without a 
license are decreasing, many of the worst violators of the medical 
laws of the state having been heretofore prosecuted and having 
seen the error of their ways. There still remain a few of the old 
offenders, but for the most part these are in communities that 
uphold them and where conviction is very difficult. 

"We have personally assisted in the trial of cases against 
Stephen D. Spees and Effie Watson for practicing medicine with- 
out a license. The former was convicted and the latter acquitted 
on the theory that she was only selling a proprietary medicine. 

Charges have been filed against the following parties and their 
licenses revoked, viz. : 

Nelson B. Ross, February 14th, because of gross immorality in 
agreeing to perform a criminal abortion. 

Louisa Wessel, February 14th, because of gross immorality in 
agreeing to perform a criminal abortion. 

Mary Whery, March 12, because of gross immorality in agree- 
ing to perform a criminal abortion. 

Charles Landfair, May 23d, because of gross immorality and 
conviction of felony. 

Charles S. Morehouse, July 10th, because of gross immorality 

i 

and conviction of felony. 

Charles L. Dickerson, October 2d, because of gross immorality 
in that he fraudulently opened an office, put his brother in charge, 
and allowed this brother, who had no license to practice medicine, 
to hold himself out as Dr. Dickerson. 

Ross, Whery and Wessel appealed from the decision of the 
Board and the action of the Board was reversed in their cases. 

One John M. Rhodes, on complaint of the Circuit Court of 
Marion County, enjoined the Board from hearing and determin- 
ing certain charges of gross immorality that had been filed against 
him. This case was appealed by the Board to the Supreme Court 

(18) 
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of Indiana. The Supreme Court reversed the decision of the 
Marion Circuit Court and held that the Board had the power to 
hear such charges and revoke the license of the defendant if the 
charges were sustained. 

Two mandamus proceedings brought against the Board are 
now pending. John H. Stephens is the plaintiff in one now in 
the Circuit Court of Hamilton County : J. Ambrose Barnett is the 
plaintiff in the other, which is in the Superior Court of Marion 
County. These cases involve construction of the law and will be, 
we think, decided in favor of the Board. 

In addition to these cases which we have personally conducted, 
we have been consulted by doctors and attorneys from various 
parts of the state with reference to violations of the medical 
laws of the state and the methods of procedure to be followed, and 
in many cases have furnished advice and usually forms for affi- 
davits and information.

PROSECUTIONS. 



To open an office for such purpose or to announce to the public 
in any way a readiness* to practice medicine in any county of the 
State, or to prescribe for, or to give surgical assistance to, or to 
heal, cure or relieve, or to attempt to heal, cure or relieve, those 
suffering from injury or deformity, or disease of mind or body, or 
to advertise, or to announce to the public in any manner a readi- 
ness or ability to heal, cure or relieve, those who may be suffering 
from injury or deformity or disease of mind or body shall be to 
engage in the practice of medicine within the meaning of this act : 
Provided, That nothing in this act shall be construed to apply to 
or limit in any manner the manufacture or sale of proprietary 
medicines. It shall also be regarded as practicing medicine within 
the meaning of this act if any one shall use in connection with his 
or her name the words or letters "Dr.," "Doctor," "Professor," 
"M. D.," or "Healer," or any other title, word, letter or designa- 
tion intending to imply or designate him or her as a practitioner 
of medicine or surgery in any of its branches: Provided, That 
this act shall not be construed to apply to nonitinerant opticians 
who are at this time engaged in, or who may hereafter engage in 
the practice of optometry in this State, nor to professional or 
other nurses. 

One who does any of the above acts without a license is guilty 
of practicing medicine without a license, and on conviction shall 
be fined not less than $25 nor more than $200. 

The offense of practicing medicine without a license is a mis- 
demeanor and may be prosecuted either by indictment or by af- 
fidavit and information. The latter method is the quicker and 
surer. 

For the latter method the proper course of procedure is : 

1. Ascertain from county clerk or secretary of the Medical Board 

whether the accused has a license to practice medicine. 

2. Get statements, signed in writing if possible, showing — 

a. Who made first arrangements with accused. What that 

was and when made. 

b. The name of the patient and the character of the disease 

treated.

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c. What examination and diagnosis was made. When and 

where and who present. 

d. What treatment prescribed or given. When and where 

and who present. 

e. How long the treatment continued. 

f. What was the result. 

g. What was the compensation and by whom paid. 

h. What the accused said on first visit, on second visit, on 

third visit, etc. 
i. Any other general information concerning the conduct of 

the case, 
j Copy of any advertisement, 
k. A copy of any sign. 

1. Get original prescriptions and any medicine given if pos- 
sible, 
m. Examine records for birth or death returns. 
The many cases from all parts of the State make it impossible 
for the Board or its attorneys to look up the evidence, and it must 
necessarily depend on the parties locally interested to do this part 
of the work. 

3. Fill out the blanks in the following affidavit, sign and swear 
to same before a notary public :

TO BE ACCOUNTED IN GOOD STANDING 



By the Indiana State Board of Medical. Registration and Examina- 
tion After January, 1907. 

Medical colleges, to be in good standing with the Indiana State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination after January, 
1907, shall require, as a prerequisite to matriculation: 

(1) A certificate of good moral character signed by two repu- 
table physicians of the State in which applicant last resided. 

(2) As evidence of required preliminary education, a diploma 
from a recognized university, or college of arts or science, or 
equivalent degree requiring a four years' course of study as an 
essential to graduation : or a diploma or certificate of graduation 
from a recognized commissioned high school, issued after four 
years of study of at least eight months in each separate year, and 
whose curriculum embraces at least the following:

(a) Two dollars is hereby fixed as the fee for inspecting cre- 
dentials and issuing certificates thereon. 

(b) The fee of three dollars is authorized to be collected by 
the Clerk of the Board in charge of the examination from each 
applicant, payable previous to each and every examination. The 
Hoard of Medical Registration and Examination shall issue to 
applicants who successfully pass such examination, a certificate, 
the form of which shall be furnished by this Board; such certifi- 
cate, when endorsed by the President and Secretary of the Board, 
to be received and recognized by this Board as equivalent to a 
diploma or certificate from a recognized high school, issued after 
four years of study of at least eight months in each separate year, 
or certificate of State Board of Medical Examiners, college or uni- 
versity having a classical course. 

(c) Applicants for matriculation in recognized medical col- 
leges who do not possess a diploma or certificate under and in 
conformity with recognized credentials should take this exami- 
nation. 

The foregoing evidence of preliminary education will be re- 
quired of all applicants to the Indiana State Board of Medical 
Registration and Examination before taking the examination of 
the Board : Provided, Such applicant did not matriculate prior to 
February 1, 1907, in which, event the requirements for matricula- 
tion qualifications in force at the time of matriculation shall 
apply. 

Graduates of medical colleges recognized by this Board at the 
time of their graduation may be admitted to any recognized med- 
ical college without examination or documentary evidence of pre- 
liminary education. 

ADVANCED STANDING. 

1. Graduates of regularly established and recognized univer- 
sities or colleges or art and science, possessing a B. S., A. B. or 
equivalent degree, may be admitted to the sophomore year of a 
four-year medical course in a recognized medical college, pro- 
vided applicants holding such degrees furnish satisfactory docu- 
mentary evidence of having completed all the work of the med- 
ical freshman year, in obtaining such degree. 

2. Students presenting a satisfactory certificate from a recog- 
nized university or college of arts or science, requiring four years 
as an essential to graduation, of having completed three years of 
such course may be admitted to the sophomore year of a four-

year medical course in a recognized medical college: Provided, 
Such certificate from such scientific or literary college shall show 
that the medical degree from such medical college will entitle the 
holder to the bachelor's degree from the institution granting such 
certificate: And provided, Such students have complied with the 
entrance requirements of this Board as herein mentioned, and 
have completed all the work of the medical freshman year before 
advancement to the sophomore year in said medical college. 

3. Graduates of a recognized university or college of arts or 
science requiring a four-year course of study as an essential to 
graduation, may be admitted to the junior year of a medical col- 
lege recognized by this Board : Provided, Such university, or col- 
lege of arts or science embraces in its curriculum, and possesses 
adequate equipment for teaching, all of the subjects taught in 
the freshman and sophomore years of the medical college in which 
matriculation is sought : And provided, That applicants for such 
advanced standing shall present satisfactory evidence of having 
completed all of the work of the freshman and sophomore years 
of such medical course. 

. REQUIREMENTS FOR MEDICAL COLLEGES. 

After January, 1907, only such medical colleges shall be consid- 
ered in good standing by the Indiana State Board of Medical Reg- 
istration and Examination as have : 

(1) Complied with the requirements of this Board heretofore 
in force. 

(2) And that possess an adequate and competent faculty for 
teaching medicine, surgery and obstetrics in all their branches. 

(3) And that afford their students adequate clinical and hos- 
pital facilities. 

(4) And that embrace in their curriculum anatomy, physiology, 
chemistry, materia medica, therapeutics, medicine, surgery, ob- 
stetrics, gynecology, histology, pathology, pediatrics, bacteriol- 
ogy, ophthalmology, otology, laryngology, rhinology, dermatol- 
ogy, physical diagnosis, hygiene and medical jurisprudence. 

(5) And that require attendance upon at least eighty (80) per 
cent, of each course of instruction. 

(6) And that give four graded courses of instruction in sep- 
arate calendar years, the aggregate of which amounts to at least 
120 weeks of at least 36 hours each ; and at least 42 months must 
have elapsed between the student's matriculation and his gradua- 
tion. 
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(7) No matriculation shall be considered valid that antedates 
actual college attendance more than ten (10) days. 

(8) And that require an average grade in each course of in- 
struction of at least 75 per cent, in examinations as a condition of 
graduation. 

(9) And that fulfill all their published promises, requirements 
and claims respecting advantages to their students and courses 
of instruction. 

(10) All medical colleges in good standing with the Indiana 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall pub- 
lish annually a catalogue showing the number of matriculants, and 
the date of their matriculation ; and also a separate list of all gradu- 
ates of the session or year next preceding and shall publish a full 
and comprehensive description of their laboratories, together 
with a specific statement in detail of the equipment and facilities 
of each. 

(11) Colleges may honor the official credentials presented by 
students from other colleges having the standard requirements 
provided herein, excepting for the fourth year of their course, 
but no college shall admit a student to advanced standing with- 
out first communicating with the college from which such student 
desires to withdraw, and receiving from the dean of such college 
a direct written communication certifying to the applicant's pro- 
fessional and moral qualifications, and to the exact work he has 
done in said college: Provided, That all rules in conflict with 
the above are hereby repealed. 

Note 1. Credentials of applicants for entrance to medical col- 
leges will be inspected the third Tuesday in August of each year. 
All credentials for inspection must be sent to Room 120, State 
House, Indianapolis, Indiana, not later than the above date. 

Note 2. The preliminary examination for those desiring to 
enter medical college will be given in Room 120, State House, In- 
dianapolis, Indiana, the first Tuesday in September of each year. 
This examination is given for the accommodation of those who do 
not possess the documentary evidence of preliminary education 
herein set forth. 

Note 3. Those desiring to take this examination must notify 
the Secretary of the Board not later than September 1st. 

Note 4. The State Board will, if requested, inspect the cre- 
dentials of applicants for matriculation and issue certificates of 
entrance qualifications to such as furnish the documentary evi- 
dence of the required education. 
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Note 5. (a) A diploma or certificate required by rule of this 
Board must be a formal and regularly conferred document au- 
thorized by law and issued under the authority of a legally char- 
tered and recognized high school, academy, normal school, college 
or university, or by a State Board of Education, a State Board of 
Medical Examiners or a Board of Preliminary Examiners, and 
such diplomas or certificates must fulfill the minimum require- 
ments of preliminary education as herein set forth. This exam- 
ination must be conducted by or under the authority of the State 
Board of Medical Examiners of the State in which the college is 
located. In no case shall it be conducted by any person connected 
with the faculty, medical or otherwise, of the institution to which 
the student is seeking admission. 

(b) It is worse than useless to send in teachers' licenses and 
informal certificates issued by principals or other officials of high 
schools, collegiate institutes and private educational institutions 
which are not authorized by law, and are not recognized by the 
Board as fulfilling the requirements of the rule relating to the 
legal requirements of preliminary education.

HOW TO OBTAIN A LICENSE TO PRACTICE MEDICINE 

IN INDIANA. 



[Cbcuulb Letieb of Ixfqkmatiok.] 

All applicants must be bona fide residents of the State six 
months before permanent certificates can be issued. 

Every applicant must procure the necessary blank from the 
Secretary of the Board, fill out completely and correctly and make 
affidavit to the same before some officer authorized to administer 
oaths, also have two freeholders, residents of the same county in 
which applicant resides, make affidavit to the moral character and 
to the personal identity of the applicant as the person mentioned 
in the diploma. The application blank when properly filled, to- 
gether with the diploma and fee, must be sent by express or regis- 
tered mail to the State Board of Medical Registration and Exam- 
ination. Examination fee is $25, and can be sent in any form ex- 
cept personal check. 

An examination is required of all candidates. The subjects 
for examination are anatomy, including histology and embryol- 
ogy ; general surgery, materia medica and therapeutics, medicine, 
obstetrics, pathology and bacteriology, chemistry, etiology and 
hygiene, physiology, neurology, gynecology, laryngology, rhinology, 
medical jurisprudence, physical diagnosis, ophthalmology and otol- 
ogy, and pediatrics. 

The examination consists of 100 questions, making a total of 
possible points 1,000; 750 points are required to pass. 

The examination begins the fourth Tuesday in May and October 
of each year, at 8 a. m., and continues three days. All applicants 
must be present from the beginning of the first examination. 
Each applicant will have a table assigned to him by number, and 
he will be expected to use that table during the entire examina- 
tion. 

Only graduates of reputable medical colleges are admitted to 
the examinations. Application for examination, accompanied by 
diploma, preliminary credentials required for entrance into medi- 
cal college and fee, $25.00, should be on file in this office at least 
five days prior to the date for examination. Every applicant is 
required to send to the Secretary of the Board, at least ten days 
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before the date of examination, a recent unmounted photograph 
of himself. 

On the reverse side of this photograph the applicant must have 
written his name in the presence of some official authorized to ad- 
minister oaths, who will certify under the said signature that the 
person whose name appears above is personally known to him to 
be the person shown in the said photograph, and that the signa- 
ture was written in his presence. The seal of the official must 
appear upon the photograph. No applicant will be admitted to 
the examination who has not complied with this rule in every 
respect. 

Any applicant who desires to be examined in a foreign lan- 
guage, should notify the Secretary of the Board of the fact at 
least two weeks before the examination, and forward with the 
said information the translation fee of $15.00. 

Temporary permits to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics 
until one month after the next regular meeting of the Board are 
issued on request, when the application is complete and satisfac- 
tory, diploma recognized and fee paid in full. Permits are issued 
only to applicants not eligible to a former examination. Ap- 
plicants are expected to take first examination after graduation 
or location in this State. No permits are granted during the 
month preceding examination. 

Upon receipt of permanent certificate by the applicant, he shall, 
upon the presentation of the same to the Clerk of the county in 
which he resides, receive a license to practice medicine, surgery 
and obstetrics within the State of Indiana. This license entitles 
the holder to practice in the State so long as he maintains his resi- 
dence in the county in which license was issued. In case of 
change of residence from one county to another within this State, 
the holder of a physician's license shall obtain a new license in the 
county where he proposes to reside, by filing with the County 
Clerk the license obtained by him in the county in which he last 
resided, and the Clerk shall issue to him a new license. Do not 
take out new license unless permanent change of residence is 
made. 

No person is qualified to practice medicine, surgery, obstetrics 
or the healing art in any form, within the State of Indiana, who 
has not first procured a license or temporary permit to do so under 
the acts of 1897, 1899, 1901 or 1905. The law does not require 
that temporary permits be filed with County Clerk, but permanent 
certificate must be exchanged for county license at once. 
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Those who desire to apply for license to practice midwifery 
most follow the same rules as above, except that the fee is only 
$10.00. 

The regular examinations of the Board begin the fourth Tues- 
day in May and October of each year. 

Former sets of examination questions are not sent out, except 
as they appear in each animal report, which will be mailed on re- 
ceipt of fifteen cents for postage. 

THE RULES GOVERNING THE ISSUING OF CERTIFICATES BY 

RECIPROCITY ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

First. The applicant must cause to be filled completely and 
correctly, the official application blank of the State where regis- 
tration and license are sought. 

Second. The applicant must furnish certificate that he has 
been in reputable practice in the State from which he comes, for 
at least one year immediately preceding the application. 

Third. The above certificate must bear the signatures of the 
President and Secretary of the county, State or national medical 
society of the school or system of practice to which the applicant 
belongs and the seal of said society must be affixed. In the ab- 
sence of seal an affidavit must be attached, that such signatures 
are those of the President and Secretary of the county, State or 
national medical society. 

Note. Other evidence than the above will not be accepted. 

Fourth. The applicant must be the legal possessor of a diploma 
issued by a medical college recognized as in good standing by 
the Indiana, State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion. 

Fifth. Certificates by reciprocity are not issued until applicant 
has satisfied the Indiana Board by documentary evidence that both 
academic and medical qualifications are in all essential particulars 
the equal of Indiana licentiates. 

Sixth. Applicants for certificate to practice in Indiana on the 
basis of a diploma must have been graduated and licensed to prac- 
tice medicine prior to March 11, 1901. Applicants graduating or 
receiving license subsequent to this date must have successfully 
passed an examination substantially the equal of examination re- 
quired by Indiana Board of Medical Registration and Exami- 
nation.

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DUTIES OF COUNTY CLERKS EXPLAINED. 



(Section of law requiring county clerks to make annual reports to the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination.) 

The Indiana Medical Law, approved March 8, 1897, makes it 
the duty of the Clerk of each county of the State to submit annu- 
ally on the first day of January of each year, to the State Board 
of Medical Registration and Examination, upon blanks furnished 
by said Board, a duplicate list of all certificates received and 
licenses issued by him during the preceding year, and shall include 
therein the date of said license, the name, age, residence, etc., of 
the person receiving the same. (See section 3, page 57 of the 
Act of 1897.) 

The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination is 
required to make an annual report to the Governor. This report 
can not be completed until all county clerks have made their re- 
ports to the Board as required by law. Much embarrassment to 
both county clerks and the State Board would be avoided by 
clerks making these reports promptly on the first day of January. 
The Secretary of the Board has, in several instances, been com- 
pelled to ask the Attorney-General to take up the question with 
negligent county clerks. 

Upon the receipt of the certificate by the applicant from the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, the appli- 
cant shall, upon the presentation thereof to the clerk of the coun- 
ty in which he resides, receive from the county clerk a license to 
practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics within the State of In- 
diana. The person receiving such license shall pay to the county 
clerk fifty cents ($0.50) as his fee for issuing and recording such 
license as hereinafter provided. * In case of change of residence 
from one county to another within this State, the holder of a 
physician's license shall obtain a new license in the county where 
he proposes to reside, by filing with the county clerk the license 
obtained by him in the county in which he last resided, in the same 
manner as provided for on the presentation of his certificate from 
the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, and 
the clerk shall issue him a new license. (As amended March 3, 
1899, Acts 1899, p. 247.) 

3— Med. Ex. (33) 
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The county clerk should not issue licenses to traveling 
physicians. 

The law plainly states that in case of change of residence only 
shall new license be issued. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the clerk of the county in which 
an applicant resides to issue to the person presenting such certifi- 
cate, as hereinbefore provided for, a license under his official seal 
in the following form :

LAWS AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE PRAC- 
TICE OF MEDICINE I N THE UNITED STATES 

AND ELSEWHERE, t 



ALABAMA. 



Board. — The Medical Association of the State of Alabama constitutes 
the State Board of Health, and the county medical societies, in affiliation 
with the State Association, are the boards of health for their respective 
counties, and are under the general supervision and control of the State 
Board of Health. J he Executive Officer of the State Board of Health, 
known as the State Health officer, is Dr. W. H. Sanders, of Montgomery. 
He is also Chairman of the State Board of Examiners. 

Meetings. — An examination by a County Board can be had whenever 
applied for, and is usually held at the county seat. An examination by the 
State Board can be obtained any time between the first and sixth of any 
month by applying at the office of the State Board of Health, Capitol Build- 
ing, Montgomery. Persons desiring to appear before the State Board should 
give notice a few days in advance. 

Fees. — For examination, $10.00; for registration of certificate in the 
probate office, $1.00. 

Application for Licensure. — In order to obtain a certificate of qualifica- 
tion to practice medicine in Alabama, a successful examination must be 
passed before some one of the authorized boards of examiners — the State 
or county boards. In order to appear before a County Board of Exam- 
iners, the applicant must present a diploma from a reputable medical col- 
lege; non-graduates can be examined only by the State Board. All exam- 
inations by County Boards are reviewed and reported on by the State 
Board. Applicants belonging to different schools of medicine are similarly 
examined. 

Any applicant for licensure must, according to rules prescribed and 
standards established by the Medical Association of the State of Alabama, 
be examined, in writing, in the following branches: Chemistry, anatomy, 
physiology, etiology, pathology, symptomatology, and diagnosis of diseases ; 
obstetrics and obstetrical operations ; gynecology ; minor and major surgery ; 
physical diagnosis; hygiene, and medical jurisprudence. To avoid ground 
on which schools of medicine differ, materia medica and the administration 
of medicines are omitted. A final average of at least 75 per cent, must be 
obtained. 

When an applicant states, in writing, that he has neither studied nor 
proposes to practive major surgery, he will be exempted from examination 
in that branch. His certificate of qualification, if obtained, will not entitle 
him to practice major surgery. 



tWe are indebted to the Journal of the American Medical Association for this sum- 
mary. 
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An applicant rejected by a County Board can not obtain a second ex- 
amination by the same or any other County Board until after the lapse of 
twelve months, but he may forthwith appeal to the State Board and obtain 
a new examination. An unsuccessful applicant, however, may obtain a 
second examination before either a County Board or the State Board after 
having attended another course of lectures of not less than six months' 
duration in a reputable medical college. 

College Standard. — The State Medical Association determines the ques- 
tion of college standing. The law permits the State Board to examine any 
applicant irrespective of his college of graduation or whether he ever gradu- 
ated at all. If the applicant is competent to pass the examination held by 
the State Board, he will receive his certificate. This does not apply to 
County Boards. 

Exemption. — None. 

Reciprocity. — Not provided for by law. 

Definition of Act. — None given. 

ALASKA.* 

Board. — The Board of Medical Examiners of Alaska consists of six 
members, appointed by the Governor, serving two for one year, two for two 
years and two for three years. Members of the Board must be graduates 
in medicine and legally qualified practitioners in the District of Alaska. 

Meetings. — Regular meetings of the Board are held in the City of 
Juneau, Alaska, on the first Tuesday of May and October of each year. 

Fee*.— Registration fee. $25.00 ; recording fee, $10.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicant must produce satisfactory testi- 
monials of good moral character and a diploma from a legally chartered 
medical college, the requirements of which shall have been in no particular 
less than those of the Association of American Medical Colleges at the time 
such diploma was granted: or he must produce satisfactory evidence of 
having possessed a license from some legally constituted institution which 
grants medical and surgical licenses only upon actual examination or satis- 
factory evidence of having possessed such license. He must make a sworn 
affidavit that he is the person named in the diploma or license and that said 
diploma or license was procured regularly by instruction or examination 
without fraud or misrepresentation. 

Applicant must also pass an examination of ten questions each in an- 
atomy, physiology, chemistry, toxicology, bacteriology, pathology, surgery, 
obstetrics, materia medica, therapeutics and theory and practice of medi- 
cine. Should applicant fail in the first examination he may be reexamined 
after not less than six months. If he fails in the second examination he 
shall not thereafter be entitled to another examination in less than a year 
after date of second examination. 

Upon successfully passing the examination a certificate is issued by the 
Board, authorizing the holder to practice medicine and surgery in the Dis- 
trict of Alaska. Certificate of registration must be recorded with the Clerk 
of the United States District Court of the judicial division in which he re- 
sides. On change of residence certificate must be recorded in the judicial 
division into which change of residence is made. Failure to have certificate

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thus recorded before beginning the practice of medicine makes the holder 
liable to a fine or imprisonment 

Colleye Standard. — Medical colleges recognized by the Board must hold 
requirements equal to those established by ,the Association of American 
Medical Colleges. 

Exemptions. — The provisions of the law do not apply to services ren- 
dered in emergency or the domestic administration of family remedies, or 
to any commissioned medical officer of the United States Army, Navy or 
Marine Hospital Service in the discharge of his professional duties, nor to 
physicians from auother State or Territory when in consultation with a 
legal practitioner of medicine and surgery of Alaska if the consulting phy- 
sician is a legal practitioner in the State or Territory within which he re- 
sides. 

Reciprocity. — Upon the payment of the registration fee, $25.00, the 
Board may, at its discretion, accept without further examination a certifi- 
cate issued by the Examining Board of the District of Columbia or of any 
State or Territory of the United States ; provided, however, that the legal 
requirements of such Examining Board shall have been at the time of is- 
suing such certificate in no degree less than those of the District of Alaska 
at the time when such certificate shall be presented for registration in 
Alaska, this to apply only to such Examining Boards which reciprocate with 
Alaska. " • •': I 

Definition. — The following persons shall be deemed as practicing medi- 
cine or surgery: (1) Those professing or holding themselves out to be 
doctors, physicians or surgeons ; (2) those who for consideration prescribe 
medicine, magnetism or electricity ; (3) those employing surgical or medical 
means or appliances; (4) those who for consideration assume the care of 
a woman in child labor. The doing of any of these acts is taken as prima 
facie evidence of an intent to practice medicine and surgery. 

ARIZONA. 

Board. — The Board of Medical Examiners of Arizona consists of five 
members who are nominated and appointed by the governor, by and with 
the consent of the legislative council. The term of office is five years. The 
Board consists of three regulars, one homeopathic and one eclectic. Presi- 
dent, Dr. Chas. H. Jones, Temple ; secretary, Dr. Ancil Martin, Phoenix. 

Meetings. — The Board meets on the first Monday and Tuesday of Janu- 
ary, April, July and October in Phoenix. 

Fees. — Examination, $10.00; license fee, $2.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made in writing, stat- 
ing the name of the applicant, age. residence, name and location of the 
college whence his diploma issued, the lentrth of time, if at all. he his prac- 
ticed medicine, and where, giving sj>ecihc:tlly the places where he h is prac- 
ticed medicine, and the dates between which he practiced at each pl.iee. t'ie 
particular school and department or medicine he practiced ; all this infor- 
mation to be verified by oath. This application must be accompanied by 
the diploma, or an authenticated copy, and the affidavits of at least three 
or more residents of the county and State where the applicant formerly 
resided and practiced medicine, and a remittance of $2.00. 
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This evidence being satisfactory, the applicant is entitled to examina- 
tion on presentation of the examination fee. The applicant has the privilege 
of being examined in the branches of the science and the practice of me- 
cine other than physiology, anatomy, pathology, chemistry, practice, surgery, 
obstetrics, and gynecology, by the member or nfembers of the Board, if there 
be any, of the particular school of medicine specified in his diploma ; and if 
this examination is satisfactory to the member or members conducting it, it' 
will be approved by the Board arid to the exteut thereof be deemed to be to 
the Board's satisfaction. 

College Standard. — The Board recognizes colleges lawfully organized 
In the State or territory in which they are located. Possession of diploma 
does not exempt from examination. 

Exemptions. — Those persons are exempt from examination who present 
a diploma and show a certificate of license granted in Arizona under the 
laws of 1397 or 1901, or who have practiced in Arizona for five successive 
years prior to the passage of this act. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act. — Any person who (a) by advertisement, or any notice, 
sign or other indication, or by any statement, printed, written or oral, in 
public or in private, made, done or procured by himself, or any other, at 
his request, for him, claims, announces, makes known, or pretends, his 
ability or willingness to diagnosticate or prognosticate any human dis- 
eases, ills, deformities, defects, wounds or injuries; (b) or who so adver- 
tises, or makes known, or claims, his ability and willingness to prescribe 
or administer any drug, medicine, treatment, method or practice, or to per- 
form any operation, manipulation, or apply any apparatus, or appliance, for 
cure, amelioration, correction, reduction, or modification of any human dis- 
ease, ills, deformity, defect, wound or injury, for hire, fee, compensation 
or reward, promised, offered, expected, received, or accepted, directly or 
indirectly; (c) or who within this territory diagnosticates or prognosticates 
any human disease, ills, deformities, defects", wounds or injuries, for hire, 
fee, reward, or compensation, promised, offered, expected, received or ac- 
cepted, directly or indirectly; (d) or who within this territory prescribes 
or administers any drug, medicine, or treatment, method bf practice, or 
performs any operation, or manipulation, or applies any apparatus or ap- 
pliance, for the cure, alleviation, amelioration, correction, reduction, or 
modification of any human disease, ill, deformity, defect, wound or injury, 
for hire, fee, compensation or reward, promised, offered, expected, received or 
accepted, directly or indirectly; (e) or who acts as the agent of any per- 
son,, firm or corporation in the practice of medicine as herein before set 
forth; (f) except it be in the advertisement or practice of dentistry, mid- 
wifery, or pharmacy, or in the usual business of opticians, or of vendors of 
medical or surgical instruments, apparatus mid appliances, is considered as 
practicing medicine and surgery within the meaning of this act. 

ARKANSAS. 

Boards. — The law provides for three separate Boards of Medical Ex- 
aminers — a regular, a homeopathic, and an eclectic. Each Board consists 
of seven members, one from each congressional district and no one of whom 
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must be connected with a medical college. The appointments are made 
by the Governor from a list of names presented by the respective medical 
societies. The length of service is four years. President of regular Board, 
Dr. M. L. Norwood, Lockesburg: secretary, Dr. F. T. Murphy, Brinkley; 
secretary of Homeopathic Board, Dr. V. H. Hallman, Hot Springs; secre- 
tary of Eclectic Board, Dr. Jas. L. Vail, Little Rock. 

Meetings. — Each Board holds four regular stated meetings per year, on 
the second Tuesday in January, April, July and October, at such places as 
a majority may agree on, consulting the conveniences of the Boards and the 
applicants. Special meetings may be held on the call of the president 
whenever it is deemed necessary or expedient. 

Fee*. — For examination and registration, $10.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made to the secretary 
of the Board before which the applicant wishes to be examined (Homeo- 
pathic State Medical Board. Eclectic State Medical Board, or State Medical 
Board of the Arkansas Medical Society), accompanied by the fee. If such 
application is satisfactory, the applicant is entitled to an examination, which 
may be written or oral, at the discretion of the Board, and shall be ele- 
mentary and of a practical character, including anatomy, physiology, chem- 
istry, materia medica, theory and practice of medicine, surgery and obstet- 
rics. A certificate will be issued if, in the opinion of the Board, the appli- 
cant possesses the necessary qualifications. This certificate must be re- 
corded in the office of the county clerk of the county in which the applicant 
intends to practice. 

Any member of the Board may grant a temporary permit to practice on 
the payment of the required fee and after a satisfactory examination ; but 
such permit will not continue in force longer than until the next regular 
meeting of the Board. In no case can a certificate be granted within six 
months after the applicant has been refused a certificate by the Board. No 
additional fee is charged any one who has previously paid the amount for 
a temporary permit. 

College Standard. — No medical colleges are recognized by this Board, 
a diploma not being required for admission to examination for licensure. 

Exemptions. — Those who administer domestic remedies without receiv- 
ing any compensation therefor, and midwives, are exempt. 

Reciprocity. — No provision for reciprocity is made in the law. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine in any 
of its departments who appends to his name the letters M.D. or 3LB, or 
who repeatedly prescribes or directs for the use of any person or persons 
any drug, or medicine, or other agency, for the treatment, cure, or relief of 
any bodily injury, deformity, or disease. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Board. — The Board of Medical Examiners consists of nine members 
elected annually by the three State medical societies — five by the Medical 
Society of the State of California, two by the California State Homeopathic 
Medical Society, and two by the Eclectic Medical Society — and serve for 
one year. A provision is made for alternates to fill such vacancies as may 
occur on the Board. Six members constitute a quorum. President, Dr. F. 
B. Carpenter, San Francisco; Secretary, Dr. C. L. Tisdale, Alameda. 




Meeting*. — Regular examinations are held in San Francisco ou tlie third 
Tuesday of September and December nnd In Los Angeles on the thtrd Tues- 
day of June. 

Feet. — Application fee, $20.00. 

Application for Licensure.— The applicant must produce satisfactory 
testimonials of good moral character, and a diploma issued by some legally 
chartered medical school of the prescribed standard, or a license from s 
legally constituted institution which grants medical and surgical licenses 
only ou actual examination, accompanied by an affidavit, stating the history 
of his medical education, and that he is the lawful possessor of the same, 
and thut it was procured in the regular course of instruction, without fraud 
or misrepresentation of any kind. The affidavit Is prescribed by the Board. 
Blanks are furnished by the Secretary. The Board also requires docu- 
mentary evidence of preliminary education. Each applicant who is known 
only by number is examined, in writing, on the following subjects: An- 
atomy, physiology, bacteriology, pathology, chemistry, and toxicology, 
surgery and obstetrics, materia medica and therapeutics, aud theory and 
practice of medicine. Examinations in each subject consist of not less 
than ten questions. An average of 75 per cent, must be obtained at the ex- 
amination, and not less than 00 per cent, ou any one subject. If the ap- 
plicant fails in his first examination, he may, after not less than six months, 
be re-examined. Failing in the second examination, he Is not entitled to 
another in less thau one year after the date of the second examination, and 
he must pay $20.00 for each of said examinations. Certificates authorizing 
practice must be recorded In the office of the county clerk of the eounty hi 
which the holder of the certificate desires to practice. 

Gollepe Standard. — The Board, under the law itself, recognizes oul. 
such legally chartered rncdicsil schools whose requirements are in no par- 
ticular less than those prescribed by the Association of American Medical 
Colleges for that year (year of matriculation and graduation). (See page 
114.) 

Uteewipf /«»*.— Service In case of emergency, or the domestic adminis- 
tration of family remedies; commissioned medical officers in the Unite 
States Army, Nary or Marine-Hospital Service in the discharge of their 
professional duties; licensed physicians or surgeons from another State or 
territory when in actual consultation with a legal practitioner of this State, 
and physicians or surgeons residing on the border of a neighboring State 
and duly authorized under the laws thereof to practice medicine or surgery, 
are exempt, provided that such practitioner shall not open an o 
place to meet patients, or receive calls within the limits of the State. Nor 
does the law apply to any legally qualified dentist when engaged exclusively 
in the practice of dentistry. 

Reciprocity.— "The Board may. in Its discretion, accept and register, 
on payment of the registration fee, and without examination of the appli- 
cant, any certificate which shall have been Issued to him by the inedicnl 
examining hoard of the District of Columbia, or of any State or territory 
of the United States; provided, that the legal requirements of such Board 
shall have been, al the time of issuing such certificate, in no degree a 
tlcular less than those of California at the lime when the certificate shall 
be presented for regi strut ion to the Hoard created by this act; and pro- 
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vided, further, that the provisions in this paragraph contained shall be held 
to apply only to such of said medical examining boards as accept and 
register the certificates granted by this Board, without examination of them, 
of the ones holding such certificate." The registration fee is $20.00. Cali- 
fornia does not yet reciprocate with any other State. 

Definition of Act. — The following persons are deemed as practicing 
medicine or surgery : 1. Those who profess to be, or hold themselves out 
as being, engaged as doctors, physicians or surgeons, in the treatment of 
disease, injury, or deformity of human beings. 2. Those who, for pe- 
cuniary or valuable consideration, shall prescribe medicine, magnetism, or 
electricity, in the treatment of disease, injury, or deformity of human 
beings. 3. Those who, for pecuniary or valuable consideration, shall em- 
ploy surgical or medical means or appliances for the treatment of disease, 
injury, or deformity of human beings, except dealers in surgical, dental and 
optical appliances. 4. Those who, for a pecuniary or valuable consideration, 
prescribe or use any drug or medicine, appliance, or medical or surgical 
treatment, or perform any operation for the relief or cure of any bodily in- 
jury or disease. 

COLORADO. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners is composed of nine 
members appointed by the Governor. The term of service is six years. 
President, Dr. David A. Strickler, Denver; Secretary, Dr. S. D. Van Meter, 
1723 Tremont street, Denver. 

Meetings. — The Board meets in the city of Denver on the first Tuesday 
of January, April, July and October of each year, and at such other times 
and places as may be found necessary. 

Fees. — Examination and registration fee, $25.00. Two-fifths of the fee 
is returned to the applicant in case the Board refuses to grant a license. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made on forms and 
blanks prescribed by the Board, accompanied by evidence of good moral 
character and two unmounted photographs of the applicant. Examinations 
for license are held by the Board according to the method deemed by it to 
be the most practicable and expeditious to test the applicant's qualifications. 
The subjects of written, oral or clinical examinations are as follows : An- 
atomy, physiology, chemistry, symptomatology, toxicology, pathology, sur- 
gery and obstetrics (exclusive of materia medica and therapeutics). The 
credentials of applicants relating to their general reputation, their prelim- 
inary education and the courses of study they have pursued ; the degrees 
they have received; the number of years they have been engaged in the law- 
ful practice of medicine ; their experience in general hospitals, medical de- 
partments of the Army, Navy and Public Health and Marine-Hospital 
Service; licenses granted to them by other states and countries; and their 
experience as teachers of medicine, are given due consideration by the 
Board in conducting its examinations. On investigation of an applicant's 
credentials the Board may, when convinced that the applicant is qualified 
to practice medicine, grant him a license without further examination. 
Licenses must be recorded in the office of the recorder of deeds of the county 
in which the applicant intends to practice. 





College Standard. —The standard of educational requirements adopted 
July 10, 190G, is as follows : Applicants who have received a license to prac- 
tice medicine in at least one of the United States of America or in a foreigr 
country, in wiiicti State, or foreign country, tlie standard of licensure is, i 
the opinion of the Colorado State Board of Medical Examiners, equal t 
that of the State of Colorado, and must have been continuously and actively 
engaged io the lawful practice of medicine since receiving said license, and 
present duly authenticated evidence of either of the following classes of 
credentials which are, wheu the Board is satisfied as to their record for 
reputable practice, licensed without technical examination : 

Class A. — Applicants who graduated prior to July 1, 1803, must have 
been matriculated In and graduated from a medical college in good stand- 
ing with the Board at that time, aud which required a preliminary exam- 
ination for admission, and at least two winter courses of instruction in 
anatomy, chemistry, physiology, pathology, surgery, practice of medicine, 
obstetrics, and materia uiedica and therapeutics. 

Class B. — Applicants who graduated between July 1, 1803, and July 1, 
1895, must have matriculated in and graduated from a college which gave a 
minimum of twenty-six weeks of Instruction in each twelve months of three 
separate years in anatomy, chemistry, physiology, pathology, materia inedica 
and therapeutics, obstetrics, gynecology, surgery, medical jurisprudence, 
theory and practice of medicine and hygiene, aud which Tequired for ma- 
triculation, graduation from some approved university or literary, scien- 
tific, normal or high school, or its equivalent 

Class C. — Applicants graduating between July 1, 1890, and January 1. 
1800, must have matriculated in and graduated from a medical college 
which required for matriculation the evidence mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph, and which gave tour full courses, hi four separate years, in a 
atomy, chemistry, physiology, pathology, materia medica and therapeutics;, 
surgery, theory and practice of medicine, bacteriology and obstetrics. 

Class D, — Applicants graduating alter Jauuary 1, 1900, must have ma- 
triculated in aud graduated from a medical college which enforced the fol- 
lowing requirements : Preliminary Education .—Evidence of preliminary 
education as'a minimum requirement any of the following: (a) A di- 
ploma or certificate of graduation from an accredited four-year high school ; 
(b) a certificate signed by a principal of a regularly organized, approved 
high school, the faculty of a recognized literary or scientific college or uni- 
versity, State superintendent of public Instruction, superintendent of public 
schools, or some duly appointed State board or person to conduct such s 
examination, of having sucessfully passed an examination in all the several 
branches embraced In the curriculum of a four-year high school course. 
The matriculation examination shall not have been conducted by any n 
ber of the faculty of the medical college. Advanced Standing. — (1) Appli- 
cants holding the degree of A.B. or B.S., or an equivalent degree or cer- 
tificate obtained in an elective course from a regularly established and ap- 
proved college of arts or science, which requires an attendance of four years 
as an essential to graduation, may be given credit for work actually done 
In the branches in the medical curriculum of the first year, aud may be ad- 
vanced to the second year of a four years' medical course, on condition t 
they comply with the matriculation requirements of this schedule, i 
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they subsequently complete the work of the first year and prove that the 
work already taken shall not be below the standard required by this Board. 
(2) Graduates of medical colleges, complying with the provisions of this 
schedule may be admitted to any class without examination. Students of 
such colleges, who possess certificates of attendance and of successful ex- 
aminations, can enter without examination the term immediately following 
that previously attended. Medical Education. — (1) The course of instruc- 
tion must consist of a minimum term of four, years in four separate years 
of nine months each, in at least the following subjects: Anatomy, chem- 
istry, physiology, pathology, bacteriology, materia medica and therapeutics, 
theory and practice of medicine, obstetrics, gynecology, surgery, ophthalmol- 
ogy, otology, laryngology, dermatology, neurology, hygiene and medical 
jurisprudence. (2) The number of hours of instruction given in the four 
terms must be not less than thirty-six hundred (3,600). (3) Such colleges 
must possess adequate laboratory and teaching equipment, and ample hos- 
pital facilities for clinical instruction, such as obtain in the majority of 
medical colleges in the United States, and a proper corps of competent teach- 
ers to constitute a faculty, whose salaries are not dependent on the gradu- 
ation of students. (4) Clinical and hospital instruction throughout at least 
two annual terms. (5) A full dissection of at least the lateral half of a hu- 
man cadaver. (6) Regular attendance during the entire lecture course, 
allowance being made only for absence occasioned by the sickness of the 
student or his immediate family, such absence not to exceed 20 per centum 
of the course. Graduation. — (1) A record for sobriety, honesty and in- 
tegrity during the college course. (2) The attendance on the four full 
terms of lectures as prescribed (certain persons to whom advanced standing 
is allowed excepted). (3) Students, graduates as well as undergraduates, 
allowed advanced standing must attend all lectures and stand all examin- 
ations embraced in the last year of the curriculum. 

Glass E. — This class includes all applicants who have been admitted, 
and are duly authorized to practice medicine in any of the medical depart- 
ments of the Army, Navy and Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service 
of the United States, and are in good standing and good repute in such Fed- 
eral service. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit gratuitous service in case of 
emergency, nor the practice of the religious tenets of any church ; nor does 
it apply to commissioned surgeons of the United States Army or Navy or 
Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service while so engaged, nor to regu- 
larly licensed physicians called from other states or territories to attend 
specific cases in this State, nor to the practice of dentistry. (Recent court 
rulings hold that the osteopath and masseur can manipulate and massage as 
such, but must desist from representing themselves as physicians, and they 
must not use the title doctor or any abbreviation thereof in association with 
the treatment of diseased or injured human beings without first procuring 
license to practice medicine.) 

Reciprocity. — It is the policy of this Board to license without examin- 
ation applicants who have been continuously engaged in the lawful practice 
of medicine in other States or countries, provided they qualified in those 
States or countries, by offering in evidence a standard of educational and 
moral qualification which was required in Colorado for the corresponding 
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year. The Board takes this action Irrespective of whether the State or 
country whence the applicant cornea reciprocates or not. Applicant must 
satisfy the Board as to his record for reputable, continuous practice. This 
Board will also register without examination all applicants who have been 
admitted and are duly authorized and empowered to practice medicine in 
any of the regular medical departments of the Army, Navy and Public 
Health and Marine-Hospital Service of the United States of America, and 
who are in good standing and or good repute In such Federal service. 

Definition of Act— "The terms, 'practice of medicine,' 'to practice medi- 
cine,' 'practicing medicine' and 'practice medicine,' as used in this act, are 
each hereby defined to mean holding oneself out to the public as being e 
gaged withiu this State in the diagnosis and treatment of diseases or 1 
Juries of human beings, or the suggestion, recommendation or prescribing 
of any form of treatment for the intended palliation, relief or cure of any 
■ physical or mental ailment of any person, with the Intention of receiving 
therefor, either directly or indirectly, ony fee, gift or compensation whatso- 
ever; or the maintenance of an ofiice. for the reception, examination and 
treatment of any person suffering from disease or injury of body or mind ; 
or attaching the title or 'M.D.,' Burgeon, doctor, or any other word or ab- 
breviation to his name, indicative that such person is engaged in the treat- 
ment or diagnosis of the diseases or injuries of human beings. If any per- 
. son shall bold himself out to the public as being engaged within this State in 
the diagnosis and treatment of diseases or Injuries of human beings; o 
shall suggest, recommend or presenile any form of treatment for the pallia 
Hon, relief or cure of any physical or ineutnl ailment of any person with 
the intention of receiving therefor, either directly or indirectly, any fee, gift 
or compensation whatsoever; or shall maintain an office for the reception, 
examination and treatment of diseased or injured human beings; or shall 
attach the title of 'M.D.,' surgeon, doctor, or any word or abbreviation to 
his name indicative that he is engaged in this State in the treatment of dis- 
eased or injured human beings ; and shall uot in any of these cases, thereto- 
fore have received, or shall not in any of these cases, then possess, in full 
force and virtue, a valid license to practice medicine under the laws of this 
State, he shall be deemed to lie practicing medicine without complying with 
the provisions of this mi and in violation hereof." 

CONNECTICUT. 

Board. — This State has three Medical Examining Boards, each i 
sistiug of live members, appointed by the State Board of Health from n 
Inatlons suhmltted hy the regular, homeopathic and eclectic medical socle- 
ties of the State. Secretary of the State Board of Health, Dr. J. H. Town- 
send. Hartford; Secretary of the medical examiners for the Connecticut 
Medical Society, Dr. Charles A. Tuttle. New Haven; Secretary for the 
Homeopathic Committee, Dr. B. C. M. Hall, New Haven; Secretary for the 
Eclectic Committee. Dr. li. A. Faber, Waterbury. 

Meetings. — The Boards meet on the second Tuesday of March, July and 
November at such places as they designate. 

Fees. — Examination, $15.00; registration, $2.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Permission to appear for examination is 
granted on presentation of satisfactory cvidew-e of having received a diplo- 
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ma from some legally incorporated medical college. Examinations are held 
in anatomy, physiology, medical chemistry, obstetrics, gynecology, hygiene, 
surgery, practice including pathology, diagnosis, and therapeutics including 
materia medica. An applicant failing to pass the examination is not eligible 
to reexamination by the committee of another society until after the ex- 
piration of twelve months. Licenses must be recorded with the town clerk 
of the town in which the applicant intends to practice. 

College Standard. — Preliminary Education. — No medical college will 
be in good standing with the Connecticut Regular Medical Examining Board 
after 1904 that does not hereafter require of each applicant as a condition 
of admission to the college the following: First — A certificate of good 
moral character, signed by two reputable citizens of the State, of which he 
was last a resident Second. — Documentary evidence of preliminary educa- 
tion, the minimum being a diploma or certificate of graduation from a com- 
missioned high school, scientific or literary college or university, the cur- 
riculum of which embraces at least the following: (1) English grammar; 
(2) rhetoric and composition; (3) history of the United States as presented 
in Montgomery's "History of the United States" or equivalent text; (4) 
general history as presented in Myers' "General History" or equivalent text, 
or Greek and Roman history, or English history, in lieu thereof; (5) alge- 
bra, including fundamental rules, fractions, simple equations, involution and 
evolution and quadratic equations as given in Milne's "High School Alge- 
bra" or equivalent text; (6) plane geometry as given in Wentworth's "New 
Plane and Solid Geometry" or equivalent text; (7) physics as presented in 
Gage's "Elements of Physics' or equivalent text; (8) general biology or 
botany and zoology as presented in Sedgwick and Wilson's "General Bi- 
ology" or equivalent text; (9) chemistry as presented in Shepard's "Ele- 
ments of Chemistry" or equivalent text; (10) Latin, including Latin gram- 
mar, prose composition and the translation of four books of "Ofesar's Gallic 
War" or the equivalent 

Medical Education. — Hereafter only such medical colleges shall be con- 
sidered in good standing by the Connecticut Medical Examining Board as 
have (1) complied with the requirements of this Board heretofore In force: 
(2) that possess a full and complete faculty for teaching medicine, surgery 
and obstetrics in all their branches; (3) that afford their students adequate 
clinical and hospital facilities; (4) that embrace in their curriculum an- 
atomy, physiology, chemistry, materia medica, therapeutics, medicine, sur- 
gery, obstetrics, gynecology, histology, pathology, dermatology, bacteriology, 
ophthalmology, otology, laryngology, rhinology, physical diagnosis, hygiene 
and medical jurisprudence: S5> that require attendance upon at least ttO 
per cent, of each course of instruction ; ((>i that scire four graded courses of 
instruction, the aggregate of which amonnts to at least 104 weeks of at 
least thirty-six hours ea'-h, and at least forty two month* most hare elapsed 
between the student's fii>t course of medk-al lectnres and the date of bis 
graduation : * 7 ■ that re#|uire an average srrade in each course of instruction 
of at least 75 per n?nt in examination* as *i condition of graduation, awl 
(8) that fulfill all their ntiMished promises, retirements and claims re- 
specting advantage* to their students and coarse* of instruction. 

In determining the rei*itabil:ty of a medical college; while reserving 
the right to investigate and rn&lce a personal inspection of the same, tni* 
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Board will be governed^by the report of the Board of Medical Examiners 
in the State in which such college is situated, provided the said Board will 
reciprocate such action. 

Exemptions. — The law does not apply to dentists ; nor to any person in 
the employ of the United States government while acting in the scope of 
his employment; nor to any one furnishing medical or surgical assistance 
in case of emergency; nor to persons in consultation with licensed physi- 
cians of the State: nor to practitioners residing outside of the State who 
are employed to come into the State to treat the sick, provided they do not 
open an office in the State ; nor to any actual resident of the State recom- 
mending by advertisement or otherwise the use of proprietary remedies 
sold under trademarks, issued by the United States government in so far 
and to such extent only as the use of such remedies are concerned; nor to 
chiropodists or clairvoyants who do"not use drugs, medicines or poison ; nor 
to persons practicing massage, Swedish movement cure, sun cure, mind 
cure, magnetic healing or Christian Science ; nor to persons who do not use 
or prescribe drugs, poisons, medicines, chemicals, or nostrums. 

Reciprocity. — The Ih-enpe granted by any other State may be accepted 
upon presentation of satisfactory evidence that said license was granted 
after an examination equivalent to that of the Connecticut Board. At 
present this privilege is not exercised by the Board. 

Definition of Act. — The definition given in the law is : No person shall, 
for compensation, gain or reward, received or expected, treat, operate, or 
prescribe for any injury, deformity, ailment, or disease, actual or imaginary, 
of another person, nor practice surgery or midwifery, until he has obtained 
a certificate of registration. 

DELAWARE. 

Board. — Delaware has two Boards of Medical Examiners, one repre- 
senting the regular and the other the Homeopathic State Society. Each 
Board consists of five members, serving two years, appointed by the Gov- 
ernor from lists submitted by the societies. The Medical Council of Dela- 
•ware consists of the chief justice of the State and the presidents of the two- 
Boards of Medical Examiners. The Boards act in the capacity of executive 
officers of the Council. Secretary of the Medical Council, Dr. P. W. Tom- 
linson, Wilmington; Secretary of the Regular Board of Examiners, Dr. J. 
II. Wilson, Dover. 

Meetings.— Examinations are held by the Board of Examiners twice a 
year, one beginning the third Tuesday in June, and the other the second 
Tuesday in December. The Medical Council also holds two stated meetings 
in each year. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00: reciprocal registration fee, $50.00. 

Application for Licmaure. — On payment of the fee and the filing of sat- 
isfactory proof that the applicant is more than 21 years of age, is of good 
moral character, has obtained a competent, common school education and has 
received a diploma from some legally incorporated medical college, such 
proof, if required, to be made on affidavit, lie is admitted to examination 
before such one of the Boards as he may elect. Each Board submits to 
the Medical Council questions in anatomy, physiology, hygiene, chemistry, 
surgery, obstetrics, pathology, diagnosis, therapeutics, practice Qt m.e<Ucine, 
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and materia medica, from which the Medical Council makes a selection. 
Examinations are conducted in writing, and 75 per cent, is considered a 
passing grade. In case of I'ailure. the candidate, after the expiration of six 
months and within two years, has the privilege of a second examination by 
the same Board to which application was first made without the payment 
of an additional fee. If the application is withdrawn, the fee is returned. 
A certificate is issued by the Medical Council to all those passing the exam- 
ination, and this certificate must be filed with the clerk of the peace of the 
county in which the applicant intends to practice. 

Co! lege Standard.— -The Board recognizes diplomas granted on the 
completion of four years of study, including three regular courses of lec- 
tures in different years. The Council recognizes the colleges recognized b^ 
the Illinois State Board of Health. 

Exemptions. — Only legally qualified consultants from other States and 
territories, and dentists are exempt. 

Reciprocity. — The board indorses the certificate of license issued after 
examination by any State Medical Examining and Licensing Board whose 
standard of requirements is substantially the same as that of Delaware or 
higher, irrespective of reciprocity, provided the applicant furnishes satis- 
factory proof of good moral character. A certificate for a license is issued 
by the Medical Council on the recommendation of the Boards of Medical 
Examiners and on the payment of $50.00. 

Definition of Act. — The medical practice act is not defined. 

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Boards. — The District Commissioners appoint three medical examining 
boards — a regular, a homeopathic and an eclectic — and one pharmaceutical 
examining board, consisting of H\e members each, the homeopathic and 
eclectic medical examining boards being selected from lists presented by the 
representative homeopathic and eclectic societies in the District. The presi- 
dents of these four boards and two persons not physicians, one of whom 
must be learned in the law. constitute the Board of Supervisors in Medi- 
cine and Pharmacy, which ha * general control of admission to examinations, 
of the examinations themselves and of the issuance and revocation of li- 
censes. The examining boards subnet the questions to the supervisors, who 
select those for use m the examination. President of the Board of Super- 
visors in Medicine and Pharmacy, Dr. J. B. Gregg Custis, Washington ; 
Secretary, George C. Ober, Washington. 

Meeting*. — Examinations are held on the second Thursday in January, 
April, July and October. 

Fees. — Examination fee. SJO/jO: registration fee, $0.50. 

Application far Lic<n*ur<: — On presentation of a proper diploma and 
6t satisfactory evidence -is to age, moral character and duration of medical 
study, and on payment of the- examination fee, the candidate is entitled to 
an examination in anatomy and histology, physiology and hygiene, chemis- 
try, toxicology and medical jurisprudence, pathology and bacteriology, ma- 
teria medica and therapeutics, surgery and diseases of the eye and ear. 
obstetrics and gynecology, and practice of medicine. The examination i* 
both written and oral. A general average of 75 per cent, entitles the candi- 
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date to a license, If In no section tbe percentage is less than 60. Re-exam- 
(nation in any section Is granted immediately, if requested, unless the a 
plieant has less tlimi GO ])er cent, in more than one section or less than 45 
l>er cent, in any one section. Licenses must he recorded with the clerk of 
the District Supreme Court. 

College Standard. — The diploma must represent a four years' coun 
study in colleges authorized !>J' Inw to confer the degree of doctor of med- 

Exemptions. — The law provides for the exemption of United States 
Army, Navy and Marine-Hospital medical riiiicers, legally qualified, outside 
consultants, and emergency and domestic practice. 
* Reciprocity.— Tiie Hoard is authorized to license, without examination, 
any applicant who lias been engaged in the practice of medicine and surgery 
in any other State, territory or insular jiossession of the United States o 
foreign country for at least two years, and who received his license under 
conditions equivalent to those required in the District of Columbia; 
vided, that the licentiates of the District Board are granted a similar priv- 

Defliiitioii of Act— A definition is not given in the law. 



FLORIDA. 

Boards. — There are two Boards of Medical Examiners appointed by the 
Governor — one regular Board, consisting of seven members, and one homeo- 
pathic Board, consisting of three members. President, Dr. H. B. Palmer. 
Tallahassee; Secretary of the Itegular. Dr. J. D. Fernandez, Jacksonville; 
Secretary of Homeopathic Board, Dr. C. W. Johnson, Jacksonville. 

Meetings. — The Boards meet twice a year, usually in April (or May) 
and October. 

Fees. — Examination fee. $15.00. 

Application for Licensure. — The Boards examine every applicant who 
possesses 1 diploma from ft recognized college in the following subjects: 
Anatomy, physiology, gynecology, surgery, therapeutics, obstetrics and 
chemistry. The Homeopathic Board also examines in materia mediea. 
Any two members o£ either Board may grant o certificate of qualification. 
and any member of either Board may grant a temporary certificate, upon 
examination, which Is effective until the next regular meeting of the Board. 
The certificate must be recorded by the clerk of the Circuit Court iu the 
county in which the holder intends to reside before he is entitled to practice. 

College fitati dim/.— None. 

Exemptions. — All practitioners engaged iu the practice of medicine in 
this State prior to Afny 81, 1S89, will be granted a certificate of qualifica- 
tion without examination or charge upon presentation to the Board of Ex- 
aminers a diploma from a recognized medical college. The provisions of 
this amendment shnll not apply to persons who have heretofore received 
certificates of qualification and have recorded the same as provided by the 
taws of this State heretofore existing, nor to females who follow the prac- 
tice of midwifery strictly as such.

Definition of Act.— None. 
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GEORGIA. 



Boards. — There are three separate Boards of Medical Examiners — 
regular, homeopathic and eclectic — consisting of five members each, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, to hold office for three years. President of the 
Regular Board, Dr. J. B. S. Holmes, Yaldosta; Secretary of the Regular 
Board, Dr. E. R. Anthony, Griffin: Secretary of the Homeopathic Board. 
Dr. R. E. Hinnian. Atlanta ; Secretary of the Eclectic Board, Dr. W. V. 
Robertson, Atlanta. 

Meetings. — Each Board holds two regular meetings a year, one on the 
day following the commencements of the two medical colleges in the State, 
the other on the second Tuesday in October. 

Fees. — Examination fee, SlO.Crf); recording fee, $0.50. 

Application for Licensure. — On presentation of a diploma, the applicant 
is examined by the Board representing the system of practice of the school 
of which the applicant is a graduate, in anatomy, physiology, chemistry* 
therapeutics, practice of medicine, surgery, gynecology, obstetrics and 
pathology. 

If the applicant desires to practice a system not represented by any of 
the Boards, he may elect the Board before which he will appear for exam- 
ination. Certificates to practice must be recorded with the county clerk 
of the county in which he desires to practice. 

College Slandatd. — The Boards recognize colleges that require not less 
than three full courses of study of six months each ; but any person from 
any other State who graduated prior to April 1. 1895, from a medical col- 
lege requiring only two full courses of study, is eligible for examination 
and license. 

Exemptions. — None. 

Reciprocity. — The Geoigia Boards reciprocate with those States requir- 
ing the same standard they do and that recognize Georgia certificates. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine or 
surgery who prescribes for the sick or those in need of medical or surgical 
aid and who charge or receive therefor money or other compensation or 
consideration directly or indirectly. Mid wives and nurses are not regarded 
as practicing medicine or surgery. 

HAWAII. 

Board. — The Governor appoints the Board of Medical Examiners, con- 
sisting of three members, who hold office for three years. This Board re- 
ports the results.of examinations to the Board of Health. 

President of Board of Health, Mr. L. E. Pinkham, Honolulu ; Secretary, 
Mr. C. Charlock, Honolulu ; Chairman of Board of Examiners, Dr. George 
Herbert, Alakea street, Honolulu. 

Meetings. — Meetings are held in January. April, July and October of 
each year. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00. 

Application for Licensure. — No person is recommended by the Board 
of Health for a license to practice medicine or surgery except on the writ- 
ten report of the Board of Medical Examiners, setting forth that the ap-

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plicant has been duly examined and found to be possessed of the necessary 
qualifications. All examinations are conducted in English. 

College Standard. — A diploma from a reputable college of medicine 
whose curriculum embraces not less than four years of study must be pre- 
sented. 

Exemptions. — The act does not forbid any person from the practice of 
any method or the application of any remedial measure under the direc- 
tion or with the approval of a licensed physician. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act. — For the purpose of this act the practice of medicine 
shall be held to include the use of drugs and medicines, water, electricity, 
hypnotism or any means or method or any agent, either tangible or intang- 
ible, for the treatment of disease in the human subject. (Any person who 
shall attempt the cure of another by any practice of sorcery, witchcraft, 
anaana, hoopiopio, hoounauna, hoomanamana or other superstition or de- 
ceitful method, is liable to conviction.) 

IDAHO. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners consists of six mem- 
bers representing not less than three schools of medicine, not more than 
three members to represent any one school. The Board is appointed by the 
Governor, and holds oifice for six years. President, Dr. G. M. Waterhouse, 
Weiser; Secretary, Dr. J. L. Conant, Jr., Genesee. 

Meetings. — Regular meetings are held on the first Tuesday of April and 
October at Boise City, or such other place as the Board may designate. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $25.Qp. In case of failure the applicant is en- 
titled to a re-examination after the expiration of six months and within one 
year without the payment of an additional fee. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicants must submit a diploma, prop- 
erly attested to, issued by a reputable college of medicine, which entitles him 
to an examination in anatomy, physiology, pathology, diagnosis, hygiene, 
chemistry, histology, toxicology, and such other branches of the theory and 
practice of medicine and surgery as are taught in schools of the system of 
medicine to which the applicant belongs and which he intends to practice. 
If the applicant correctly answers at least 75 per cent, of all the questions 
submitted, he will be given a license to practice, which must be recorded 
with the county clerk of the county Xn which he intends to practice. 

College Standard. — None. 

Exemptions. — The act does not apply to dentists and registered phar- 
macists or midwives, nor to commissioned medical officers of the United 
States Army, Navy and Marine-Hospital Service in the discharge of their 
official duties, nor to railway surgeons or legally qualified outside con- 
sultants, nor does it prohibit services rendered in cases of emergency where 
no fee is charged. 

Reciproci t y. — None. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine or 
surgery who advertises in any manner, or holds himself or herself out to 
the public as a physician and surgeon, or either, or who investigates or 
diagnosticates or offers to investigate or diagnosticate any physical or men* 
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tal aliment of any person with a view to relieving the same, as is commonly 
done by physicians or surgeons, or suggests, recommends, prescribes or 
directs for the use of any person, sick, injured or deformed, any drug, 
medicine, means or appliance, for the intended relief, palliation, or cure of 
the same, with the intent of receiving therefor, either directly or indirectly, 
any fee, gift, or compensation whatsoever. 



ILLINOIS. 

Board. — The Board consists of seven members — five regulars, one 
homeopath and one eclectic — and is appointed by the Governor, to hold 
office for seven years. President, Dr. G. W. Webster, Chicago. Secretary, 
Dr. J. A. Egan, Springfield. 

Meetings. — The Board holds regular examinations in Chicago in Janu- 
ary, April, July and October. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00 ; certificate fee, $5.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made in writing, ac- 
companied by the examination fee and with proof that the applicant is 
of good moral character, and that he is a graduate of a medical college 
or institution recognized by the Board. He will be required to present to 
the secretary of the Board, at the examination, an unmounted photograph 
of himself, taken recently, which is filed with the application. On the re- 
verse of this photograph the applicant must have written his name in the 
presence of an official authorized to administer oaths, who must certify 
by hand and seal that the person whose name appears on the photograph is 
known to him to be the person shown in the photograph, and that the sig- 
nature was written in his presence. No applicant will be admitted to* 
examination who has not complied with this rule. 

After January 1, 1905, the applicant must also present documentary 
evidence of preliminary education — the minimum to be a diploma or certifi- 
cate of graduation from a high school ; a certificate signed by the principal 
of a regularly organized high school, or by the examiner of the faculty of a 
recognized literary or scientific college or university, or by the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction, or a superintendent of public schools, of hav- 
ing successfully passed an examination in all the several branches em- 
braced in the curriculum of a four years' high school course. The matricu- 
lation examination must not be conducted by any member of the faculty of 
the college. 

Examinations are conducted in writing in the following subjects : Anat- 
omy, including histology and embryology, 10 questions; chemistry, 5 ques- 
tions ; etiology and hygiene, 5 questions ; physiology, 7 questions ; neurology, 
3 questions; materia medica and therapeutics, 10 questions; pathology and 
bacteriology, 10 questions ; surgery, 10 questions ; physical diagnosis, 5 ques- 
tions; ophthalmology and otology. 3 questions; pediatrics, 2 questions; ob- 
stetrics, 10 questions; gynecology, questions; laryngology and rhinology, 
2 questions; medical jurisprudence, 2 questions; practice. 10 questions. 
An average of at least 75 per cent, is required for a passing grade. The 
examination of those who desire to practice any other system or science of 
treating human ailments who do not use medicines internally or externally, 
-and who do npt practjce oneratfye surgery, is of a character sufficiently 



strict to test ttieir qualifications ns practitioners. The law authorizes t 
Board of Health to exempt graduates of Illinois medical colleges from e 
amluatlon. but by petition of the leading colleges in the state the Board has 
exercised its discretion In the matter and nil graduates :ire examined a 

Certificates to practice must be recorded in the office of the clerk of the 
county In which the bolder resides or practices within three mouths from 
date of issuance. Until such certificate is recorded the bolder thereof can 
not exercise any of the rights or privileges conferred therein. 

On or after January I, l!K»o. the Board will accept as an equivalent of 
part of the examination required satisfactory evidence of five or more years 
of reputable practice, and will allow a credit of 5 per cent, on the required 
average of 75 per cent, for each period of five years of such practice on the 
part of a candidate for a certificate. 

Ootteoe 8 taiulard; Preliminary Education. — (1) A high school diploma 
from a recognized high school, or Its equivalent in the form of a certificate 
showing that the applicant lias passed a satisfactory examination ill all 
branches usually embraced hi the curriculum of a four-year high school 
course, said certificate to be cither issued or passed on by some designated 
state official, such as the Superintendent of Public Instruction, and not by 
any one connected with any medical college. (21 All students matriculat- 
ing after January 1, 1910, must present, in addition to a four-year high 
school education, satisfactory documentary evidence of having completed 
at least one year of not less than nine mouths of work in chemistry, biology, 
physics and languages iu either a recognized institution of learning char- 
tered to confer liberal degrees, or in a recognized medical college havlu( 
a s]ieeial proliaiinary year devoted exclusively to those subjects. Medical 
Education. — The Hoard will not consider Iu good standing after January 
1, 1900, any college which does not require of all students, except graduates 
of reputable colleges of arts nod sciences, dentistry, pharmacy, or veterinary 
medicine, to whom one year's advanced standing may be granted, an attend- 
ance on four full courses of lectures of at least six months In four separate 
years. After January l, 1904, the college shall have a four y 
instruction, consisting of four terms, extending over a period of four cal- 
endar years, and the minimum time between the commencement of the 
work of the freshniau year and the ending of the work of the senior yen 
on which all students are required to he In attendance, shall be not less 
than forty months. No two terms begun on or after Jan. 1, 1004. shall 
commence and end within any consecutive sixteen months. 

The time occupied in each regular term begun on or after Jan. 1. 1004, 
shall be not less than seven months or thirty weeks. Each term shall con- 
sist of not less than eight hundred hours of work, and no student to be al- 
lowed to absent himself from more than 20 per cent of the course, 
branches of medicine to be included in the course shall be at least a 
lows: Anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia niedlca and therapeutics 
theory and practice of medicine. Including ophthalmology, otology, derma- 
tology and neurology, pathology and bacteriology, surgery. Including ortho- 
pedic surgery; obstetries. gynecology, hygiene, medical jurisprudence, dis- 
section of at least the lateral half of a human cadaver, and clinical and hos- 
pital Instruction throughout two annual terms. Xo college c 
be in good standing uutil it has established its claim to such standing t 






be held to

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an active existence of not less than four years; but the Board may after 
personal investigation by a committee, grant full recognition during the first 
year of existence, if it so elects. Colleges must publish in their annual an- 
nouncements a list of matriculates and graduates of the session or year. im- 
mediately preceding. 

Exemptions. — Nothing in this act applies to the administration of do- 
mestic or family remedies in cases of emergency, to surgeons of the United 
States Army, Navy or Marine-Hospital Service, in the discharge of their of- 
ficial duties, nor to any person who administers to or treats the sick or 
suffering by mental or spiritual means without the use of any drug or ma- 
terial remedy. 

Reciprocity. — Illinois now reciprocates in the case of licenses issued 
after examination with Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Nebraska, New Jersey, Ohio, North Dakota (after July 1, 1905, 
only), South Carolina and Wisconsin. This is in effect, however, only in 
the case of certificates issued after examination to graduates of medical 
colleges in good standing with the Board. 

The Illinois Board will accept, in lieu of the examination, satisfactory 
evidence of an examination at least equivalent to that exacted by the rules 
of the Illinois State Board of Health, successfully passed in the United 
States Army, Navy or Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service, by a 
surgeon in the service of the United States at the time of making applica- 
tion for a State certificate to practice medicine in the State of Illinois. 
The application of a physician for a State certificate based on a State li- 
cense issued, after examination, by a State board with which the Illinois 
State Board of Health sustains reciprocal relations, must be accompanied 
by letters of recommendation with regard to the moral, professional and 
ethical character of the applicant: (a) From at least two members of 
the State Board of Examination issuing the original license, who shall 
certify that they have personally known the applicant for one year or more ; 
or (b) From a State, district county or city medical society in the State 
from which the applicant comes; or (c) From at least two of the duly 
elected officers of such State, district, county or city medical society, who 
shall certify that they have personally known the applicant for one year or 
more; or (d) From at least two physicians approved by the State Board of 
Health, who are of national reputation, and who reside in the State from 
which the applicant comes, and who shall certify that they have personally 
known the applicant for one year or more ; and (e) From at least two rep- 
utable physicians, approved by the State Board of Health, of the county in 
which the applicant last resided. Recent graduates in medicine will not be 
required to comply with the requirements of qualifications (a) to (d) in- 
clusive, although they will be permitted to do so. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine with- 
in the meaning of this act who treats or professes to treat, operates on or 
prescribes for any physical ailment or any physical injury to or deformity 
of another. 

INDIANA. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination is 
appointed by the Governor, holds office for four years, and consists of six 
members — two regulars, one homeopath, one eclectic, one physiontedicist 
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and one osteopath. President, Dr. J. C. Webster, Lafayette ; Secretary, Dr. 
W. T. Gott, Crawfordsville. 

Meetings, — The examinations are held in May and October of each 
year, commencing the fourth Tuesday and continuing three days. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $25.00; recording fee, $0.50. 

Application for Licensure. — Every applicant must make application to 
the Board at least five days before the time of the examination which is re- 
quired of all candidates. Application must be fully and correctly filled out, 
the same to be attested before a notary or other official authorized to ad- 
minister oaths. Application must be accompanied by a diploma from a 
reputable medical college ; by affidavit from two freeholders that applicant 
is of good moral character and the identical person named in the diploma ; 
by an unmounted photograph of the applicant, on the reverse side of which 
must be applicant's signature, signed in the presence of and attested to by 
an official authorized to administer oaths, said official's seal to appear upon 
the photograph ; and the examination fee of $25.00. Applicant must have 
been a bona fide resident of the State at least six months before permanent 
certificate is issued. Applicant must pass an examination in the required 
subjects of the medical curriculum (see college standard) with an average 
of at least 75 per cent, in order to obtain a certificate. This certificate must 
be recorded in the office of the County Clerk In the county wherein holder 
intends to reside and a license obtained before full right to practice medi- 
cine is granted. In change of residence from one county to another a new 
license must be secured in the latter, which will be issued on presentation 
of the license from the former county. Only permanent certificates are to 
be filed with the County Clerk. 

Subsequent to April 20, 1905, osteopaths entering the State are not 
eligible to examination unless both they and the college from which they 
come comply, the same as others, with the minimum requirements of the 
Board. (See college standard.) 

College Standard. — Medical colleges, to be in good standing with the 
Board after January, 1900, shall require, as a prerequisite to matricula- 
tion: Preliminary Education. — (1) A certificate of good moral character, 
signed by two reputable physicians of the State in which applicant last re- 
sided. (2) As evidence of required preliminary education, a diploma from 
a recognized university, or college of arts or science, or equivalent degree 
requiring a four years' course of study as an essential to graduation; or a 
diploma or certificate of graduation from a recognized commissioned high 
school, issued after four years of study of at least eight months in each 
separate year. Or, in lieu of diploma : (3) A certificate of qualification 
from a state medical examining board, after a successful eSainination be- 
fore said board, with an average grade of not less than 75 per cent, in the 
following required branches: 1, English grammar; 2, rhetoric and com- 
position; 3, history of the United States; 4, general history, or Greek and 
Roman history, or English history in lieu thereof ; 5, algebra, Including fun- 
damental rules, fractions, simple equations, involution and evplution. and 
quadratic equations; 6, plane and solid (or concrete) geometry; 7, civil gov- 
ernment; 8, physics (or chemistry) ; 9, botany (or zoology) ; 10, Latin, 
including Latin grammar, prose composition and the translation of four 
books of Caesar's Gallic war or equivalent. Elective branches, besides the 
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optional courses above, are: Physical geography, geology, commercial 
arithmetic and bookkeeping. 

Medical Education. — The curriculum must embrace anatomy, including 
histology and embryology, physiology, chemistry, materia medica, thera- 
peutics, medicine, surgery, obstetrics, gynecology, pathology, bacteriology, 
ophthalmology, otology, laryngology, rhinology, dermatology, physical diag- 
nosis, pediatrics, hygiene and medical jurisprudence. Instruction shall con- 
sist of four graded courses, in separate calendar years, tne aggregate of 
which must amount to at least 120 weeks of at least 36 hours each, and at 
least 42 months must have elapsed between the date of beginning study and 
date of graduation. Students must attend 80 per cent, of each course of 
instruction, and receive a grade of 75 per cent, in all examinations. 

Graduates of a regularly established and recognized university or col- 
lege of arts or science, or students presenting satisfactory evidence from 
such institutions requiring four years as an essential to graduation, of hav- 
ing completed three years of such a course may be admitted to the sopho- 
more year of a four-year medical course; provided, such certificate from 
such scientific or literary institution shall show that the medical degree 
from such medical college will entitle the holder to the bachelor's degree 
from the institution granting such certificate ; and, provided, such students 
have complied with the entrance requirements of this Board as herein men- 
tioned, and have completed all the work of the medical freshman year be- 
fore advancement to the sophomore year in said medical college. 

Graduates of a recognized university or college of arts or science, re- 
quiring a four-year course of study as an essential to graduation, may be 
admitted to the junior year of a medical college recognized by this Board; 
provided, such university or college of arts or science embraces in its cur- 
riculum and possesses adequate equipment for teaching all of the subjects 
taught in the freshman and sophomore years of the medical college in which 
matriculation is sought; and, provided, that applicants for such advanced 
standing shall present satisfactory evidence of having completed all the 
work of the freshman and sophomore years of such medical course. 

Matriculation in a medical college must not be dated more than ten 
days before the student actually enters college. Colleges are required to 
publish full and comprehensive descriptions of their several laboratories, 
together with a detailed statement of equipment. 

Exemptions. — The exemptions made by the law are gratuitous services 
in cases of emergency, the administration of family remedies, commissioned 
officers of the United States Army, Navy or Marine-Hospital Service in the 
discharge of their official duties, legally qualified consultants, practitioners 
residing on the border of a neighboring state whose practice extends into 
this State, medical students practicing under the immediate and direct su- 
pervision of a licensed physician for a limited period of two years, and non- 
itinerant opticians. 

Reciprocity. — Indiana reciprocates with Iowa, Kansas. Kentucky, 
Maine, Maryland. Michigan. Nebraska, Nevada, New Jersey, Ohio and Wis- 
consin, and with any other State which will return the favor, and in behalf 
of any applicants who can comply with the Board's requirements. 

Definition of Act. — To open an office for such purpose, or to announce 
to the public in any way a readiness to practice medicine, or to prescribe 
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for, or to give surgical assistnnce to, or to heal, cure or relieve, or to at- 
tempt to heal, aire or relieve, those suffering from Injury, or deformity, 
disease of uiiud or body, or to advertise, or to announce to the public in 
i readiness or ability to lieal. cure or relieve those who may 
lie suffering from injury, or deformity, or disease of mind or body, shall be 
to engage in the practice of medicine within the meaning of this act. Also, 
if any one shall use in connection with his or her name the words or letters 
'"Dr.," doctor, professor, "M.D.," or healer, or any other title, word, letter, 
or designation, intending to imply or designate lilui or her as a practitioner 
of medicine or surgery lu nay of its branches. 

INDIAN TERRITORY. 

Board**— The United States judge of each district (four) appoints a 
Board of Medical Examiners, consisting of three persons, who hold office 
for four years. Secretary of the Central District. Dr. J. B. Smith, Durant : 
Secretary of the Northern District, Dr. D. F. Fortner, Vinita ; Secretary of 
the Southern District, Dr. W. L. Peters, Chicknsha : Secretary of the West- 
ern District, Dr. M. F. Williams. Muskogee. 

Meeting*.— Each Bonrd holds regular meetings at the court house of the 
district in which it has jurisdiction on the first Monday In January, April. 
July and October, and at such other times as may be necessary. 

Fees. — Examination fee, S10.00; certificate of registration, $1.50; ap- 
proval of diploma, $1.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Those holding diplomas and who are resi- 
dents of the Indian Territory should, within sis mouths after the passage 
of the act, present their diplomas to the Board of Medical Examiners in 
and for the district in which they reside, for approval. Undergraduates 
and graduates of unapproved medical colleges are required to pass an ex- 
amination. Non-residents of the territory must pass the usual examination. 
(This paragraph applies to diplomas issued before July 1. 3904.) No per- 
son holding a diploma issued after July 1, lfMM, is permitted to practice for 
pay in the territory, unless the diploma is issued by a medical school re- 
quiring a preliminary examination fur admission to its course of study ill 
all the common branches and the higher mathematics and having a course 
mentioned in the next paragraph. 

College Standard. — Preliminary examination for admission in the com- 
mon branches and higher mathematics; four courses of six months each, 
uo two courses to be held within one year, and the curriculum to embrace 
anatomy, physiology, chemistry, toxicology, histology, pathology, hygiene, 
materia inedica, therapeutics, obstetrics, liricleriology, medical jurispru- 
dence, gynecology, principles and practice of medicine and surgery, with 
clinical instruction in the last two named of not less than four hours per 
week In each of the last two courses of lectures. 

Exemptions. — Surgeons In the service of the United States, in the dis- 
charge of their official duties, qualified consultants, gratuitous service in 
cases of emergency and the domestic administration of family remedies are 
exempted. Osteopathy, massage. Christian Science and herbal treatment 
are not affected by the act. 

Reciprocity. — There Is no provision in the law for reciprocity. 
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Definition of Act. — Any person who prescribes or administers medicine 
for or who in any manner treats disease, wounds, fractures or other bodily 
injury for pay is considered to be practicing medicine under this act. 

IOWA. 

Board.— The State Board of Health is also the Board of Medical Ex- 
humers, and consists of seven members, including two homeopaths and one 
ecleetic, appointed by the Governor, and holds office for a term of seven 
years. President, Dr. J. II. Sams, Clarion; Secretary, Dr. J. F. Kennedy, 
Des Moines. 

Meetings. — The Board meets four times a year, in January, April, July 
and October, and oftener if necessary. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00; recording fee, $0.50; reciprocal licens- 
ing fee, $50.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicant must present a certificate of good 
moral character, signed by at least two physicians of good standing, in the 
State from which applicant comes. He must send his diploma, together 
with the examination fee. to the Secretary- The approval of the former en- 
titles the applicant to an examination in anatomy, 8 questions ; embryology, 
2 questions; chemistry, 8 questions; materia medica and therapeutics, 10 
questions; obstetrics, 10 questions; gynecology, 5 questions; pathology, 8 
questions ; bacteriology, v 2 questions ; histology, 2 questions ; physiology, 8 
questions ; hygiene, 2 questions ; • practice, 8 questions ; surgery, 10 ques- 
tions ; medical jurisprudence, 2 questions ; etiology, 3 questions ; neurology, 
2 questions ; pediatrics, 2 questions ; physical diagnosis, 3 questions ; larnyg- 
ology and rhinology, 2 questions: ophthalmology and otology, 3 questions. 
A general average of 75 per cent, is required. In lieu of a diploma, the 
Board accepts a certificate from the dean of the college attended by the ap- 
plicant showing that he will be awarded a diploma at the approaching com- 
mencement. In that case the certificate is withheld until the diploma is 
verified by the Secretary. 

College (Standard. — Preliminary Education. — A diploma or certificate of 
graduation from an accredited 4-year high school, or such as will admit 
the holder to the College of Liberal Arts, University of Iowa, without ex- 
amination; or a certificate of successful examination equivalent to the 
matriculation examination by any reputable university or college, or by the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction. This examination must be con- 
ducted by one especially qualified and must not be conducted by any mem- 
ber of the medical faculty. A condition is allowable in Latin, but must be 
removed before the student begins his sophomore medical course. 

Advanced Standing. — After July 1, 1900, no medical college will be 
regarded as in good standing that does not require as a condition for gradu- 
ation not less than four courses of lectures of not less than seven months 
each, no two of which shall begin or end in the same calendar year, or that 
grants any advanced standing because of the possession of a literary or 
scientific degree; nor will the graduates of such colleges after the date 
above given be admitted to examination by the Iowa State Board of Medical 
Examiners. 

Medical Education. — Branches of medical science to be included in the 
course of each medical college recognized by the Board are as follows : 1. 
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Anatomy, 690 hours, including general anatomy 450, histology 120, embry- 
ology 90 and osteology 30. 2. Chemistry, 340 hours ; including chemistry 
and toxicology 300 and medical jurisprudence 40. 3. Materia medica and 
therapeutics, 150 hours. 4. Pharmacology, 60 hours. 5. Obstetrics, 320 
hours, including general obstetrics 1(50 and gynecology 160. 6. Pathology, 
470 hours, including general pathology 240, bacteriology 140 and clinical 
microscopy and postmortems, 90. 7. Physiology, ' 375 hours, Including gen- 
eral physiology 300 and hygiene, dietetics and public health, 75. 8. Medi- 
cine, 995 hours; including general practice, 540, nervous and mental diseases 
120, electrical therapeutics 60, physical diagnosis 100, pediatrics 100 and 
skin and venereal diseases, 75. 9. Surgery, 780 hours, including general 
surgery 540, orthopedic surgery 60, genito -urinary surgery 60, laryngology 
and rhinology 60 and ophthalmology and otology, 60. Total, 4,180 hours. 

A passing grade of 70 or its equivalent in any other system of marking 
shall be required in every branch. Such medical schools as are in good 
standing with the Board whose medical curriculum does not conform to the 
above standard will be given a reasonable time to perfect their course, pro- 
vided, however, their schedule of requirements after July 1, 1906, shall not 
be less than 90 per cent, of the total requirements, and not less than 80 per 
cent of the requirements in any one branch. 

Regular attendance of at least 80 per cent is to be required on all 
courses. Frequent examinations or quizzes shall be conducted by each 
lecturer or professor. There must be a sufficient and competent corps of 
instructors and necessary facilities for teaching. Colleges must not make 
misrepresentations in their catalogues. Bach student must have dissected 
one lateral half of a cadaver. Attendance upon at least two terms of clin- 
ical and hospital instruction and practical work in well equipped labora- 
tories shall be required. 

Exemptions— ^The exemptions are as follows: Medical students who 
have attended not less than two full courses of lectures in a reputable 
medical college may prescribe under the supervision of a preceptor; sur- 
geons of the United States Army, Navy and Marine Hospital Service; per- 
sons rendering gratuitous service in cases of emergency; physicians who 
have previously obtained certificates on length of practice without diploma 
or examination, registered pharmacists tilling prescriptions, advertising or 
selling patent or proprietary medicines or natural mineral water flowing 
from wells or springs. 

Reciprocity. — Iowa has established reciprocal relations, on the basis of 
an examination, with Colorado, Illinois, Minnesota, Nevada, South Dakota 
and Wyoming. On examination or on a diploma from a reputable medical 
college without examination where the certificate was issued prior to Jan. 
1, 1899, with Georgia, Indiana, Kansas, Kentucky, Maryland, Michigan, 
Missouri, Nebraska, Ohio, South Carolina and Wisconsin. 

Definition of Act. — Any one is regarded as a physician who publicly 
professes to be a physician, surgeon or obstetrician, and assumes the duties 
thereof, or who makes a practice of prescribing and furnishing medicine for 
the sick, or who publicly professes to cure or heal. Itinerant physicians are 
regarded as practicing medicine and must pay into the State treasury a 
license fee of $250 annually, in addition to procuring the physician's cer- 
tificate. 
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KANSAS. 

Boards.— The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
consisting of seven members, representing the different schools of practice, 
is appointed by the Governor and holds office for four years. President, 
Dr. O. F. Lewis, Hepler; Secretary, Dr. F. P. Hatfield, Grenola. 

Meetings. — The Board holds regular meetings on the second Tuesday in 
February, June and October, and one other meeting at such time and place 
as it may designate. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $15.00 ; certificate, $2.00 ; recording fee, $1.00 ; 
registration without examination, $10.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made in writing, ac- 
companied by the fee and satisfactory evidence that the applicant has de- 
voted not less than three periods of six months each, no two within the 
same twelve months, and after April 1, 1902, four periods of not less than 
six months each, no two in the same twelve months, to the study of medi- 
cine and surgery. Approval of the application by the Board entitles the 
applicant to an examination such as the Board may require. The examin- 
ation in materia medica and therapeutics and in the theory and practice of 
medicine must be conducted by those members of the Board who are of the 
same school of practice as the applicant. Temporary certificates to practice 
may be issued, and are effective until the next Board meeting. Certificates 
to license must be registered with a county clerk. Any person holding a 
diploma issued by an optical college, and who has studied the anatomy of 
the eye and contiguous parts, human physiology, and natural philosophy 
for at least six months under a competent teacher, and who passes a satis- 
factory examination, is eligible to register as an optician or doctor of optics. 

College Standard. — Four periods of not less than six months each, no 
two in the same twelve months. 

Exemptions. — This act does not apply to commissioned medical officers 
of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service in the dis- 
charge of their official duties; nor to legally qualified dentists engaged in 
the legitimate practice of their profession ; nor to consultants ; nor does it 
prohibit the administration of domestic remedies nor the rendering of 
gratuitous service. 

Reciprocity. — The Board may accept the certificate of the Board of 
Registration and Examination of any other State or territory or any foreign 
country whose standards of qualification for practice are equivalent to those 
of this State. 

Definition of Act. — "Any person shall be regarded as practicing medicine 
and surgery within the meaning of this act who shall prescribe, or who 
shall recommend for a fee for like use, any drug or medicine, or perform 
any surgical operation of whatever nature for the cure or relief of any 
wounds, fracture or bodily injury, infirmity or disease of any other person, 
or who shall use the words or letters 'Dr.,' 'Doctor/ 'M.D./ or any other 
title In connection with his name which in any way represents him as en- 
gaged in the practice of medicine and surgery ; but nothing in this act shall 
be construed as interfering with any religious beliefs in the treatment of 
disease; provided, that quarantine regulations relating to contagious dis- 
eases are not infringed on. All persons who practice osteopathy shall be 



registered and Ill-used as doctors of osteopathy na fierelnhefore provided, 
but they dull not administer drugs or medicines of any kind "or perform 
operations In surgery." 

KENTUCKY. 

Board.— 'the State Hoard or Health consists of eight member 
of whom are appointed by the Governor, and tlie eighth member, who Is the 
Secretary iind executive officer, In elected by the Board. One member Is a 
homeopath, one an eclectic, one an osteopath, and Ave are regulars. The 
members are selected by the Governor from lists furnished by the respective 
State societies. President, Joseph M. Mathews, Louisville; Secretary, J. N. 
McCormaek, Bowling Green. 

ilectinus. — Examinations are held beginning on the fourth Tuesday iu 
April and October of each year at Louisville. No special examinations are 
given under any circumstances. 

Fees.— Examination fee, $10.00; recording fee, $0.50. 

Application fiir fAraiaurc. — All applicants must be bona fide residents 
of the State ami graduafes of recognized colleges located within the United 
Stales and have a properly indorsed application on hie at least 10 days prior 
to date of examination. The application must be accompanied by a 
mounted photograph of tile applicant, on the reverse side of which must be 
his or her full signature duly attested before a notary. Examination is f 
quired of all who were not matriculants iu anil in actual attendance at one 
of the medical colleges located in Kentucky on Feb. 1, WW, who shall have 
graduated prior to Sept. 1. 11)07, from one of such schools, and who i! 
application prior to Jan. 1, 1808. A diploma Is a prerequisite for admission 
to the examination. Written examinations are required in the following 
subjects: Anatomy, including histology and embryology, physiology, pathol- 
ogy, chemistry, surgery, obstetrics, gynecology, bacteriology, hygiene, 
ophthalmology, olology, medical .jurisprudence, mental and nervous diseases, 
etiology and physical diagnosis. An average grade of 70 Is required, with a 
minimum of 00 In any one briiucb. The law makes no provision for tem- 
porary certificates. Licensed osteopaths are not permitted to administer 
drugs nor to perform surgical operations with the knife. 

College Standard. — A prescribed course of study embracing four ci 
of instruction of not less that] thirty continuous weeks, excluding holidays, 
iu four separate years: not more than one graduating course In any one 
year, no advanced standing for baccalaureate degrees, and no scholarship; 
or reduction in fees, except as provided for by State laws or the laws of 
endowed universities. 

Preliminary Education. — All colleges shall require every medical stu- 
dent applying for matriculation, on and after July 1, 1904, to present to It 
"A Medical Student's Certificate," issued to him by a Certified Examiner o 
the State Board of IJeaJth or State Board of Medical Examiners of t 
State In which such college is located, approved by such Hoard, and a C 
tificate of good moral character. 

The examiner shall require as a basis for his certificate: 

(a) A degree of A.B., B.S., or equivalent, from an approved university, 
college or academy of arts, science or philosophy. 

(b) A diploma or certificate of graduation from an approved high 
school or normal school. 
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(c) A State teacher's permanent or life certificate. 

(d) A medical student's certificate from any State Board of Health or 
Examiners demanding equal requirements. 

Or an examination m writing in the following branches : 
(a) English, submitting a composition in his own hand writing on some 
subject of general interest embracing not less than two hundred words, 
which shall be considered with reference to penmanship, spelling, pronunci- 
ation, thought and construction, 
(b; United States History. 

(c) Arithmetic, vulgar and decimal fractions, percentage and compound 
numbers. 

(d) Algebra, through equations. 

(e) Latin, through first year of ordinary course. 

(f ) Physics, the elements of mechanics, hydrostatics, hydraulics, heat, 
optics and acoustics. 

Applicants failing to obtain a general average of 75 per cent, in the en- 
trance examination and falling below 55 per cent, in but two branches may 
be conditioned by the Official Examiner on a different form of certificate. 
The Examiner shall make a separate list of such conditioned applicants in 
duplicate, one copy of which shall be sent to the State Board of Health or 
Examiners and the other retained in his office. 

Such conditions must be removed by the presentation of a certificate 
from the Examiner that such applicant hns passed a satisfactory examina- 
tion in the branches in which he was formerly found deficient before he 
can receive credit for the first or be permitted to enter on his second year 
of study, and the Examiner shall furnish a list of such applicants to the 
State Board of the jurisdiction. 

Medical Education, — On and after July 1, 1905, every medical college 
(1) shall exact the above requirements for matriculation; (2) shall literally 
observe its own published requirements regarding admission, tuition, time 
of attendance at the annual sessions and graduation, which must be defin- 
itely expressed; (3) shall have adequate equipment and an active and com- 
petent faculty for teaching the science and art of medicine, embracing an- 
atomy, physiology, chemistry, pathology, histology, bacteriology, surgery* 
obstetrics, gynecology, ophthalmology, otology, hygiene and State medicine, 
medical jurisprudence, physical diagnosis, and therapeutics and practice of 
medicine in accordance with the system to which the college belongs and a 
comprehensive course in medical economics, including medical bookkeeping 
and the other essentials in the business life of a physician and his duties 
to the poor; a course in practical ethics and medical organization ; (4) shall 
have clinical and hospital facilities based on a minimum municipal popu- 
lation at its place of location of not less than fifty thousand ; provided, that 
this requirement shall not apply to institutions under State control, which, 
by virtue of such control, receive patients gratuitously from all parts of 
such State; (5) shall require actual attendance on 80 per cent of each of 
four courses of instruction in a medical college of not less than thirty con- 
tinuous weeks, excluding holidays, In four separate years, and shall not hold 
more than one graduating course in any one year; and (6) shall not accept 
notes in payment of fees, or offer or accept scholarships, or any reduction in 
fees, or any form of rebates, except as provided for or required under State 
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laws or under the laws of endowed universities, and no student shall be 
given credit for attendance, or advanced, or graduated, until all fees have 
been paid. 

Colleges may allow advanced standing from other medical colleges hav- 
ing equal requirements on presentation of official credentials, excepting in 
the Subjects embraced in the last year of their own curriculum. No pro- 
vision is made for giving advanced standing for A.B., B.S., or other degrees. 

Exemptions. — The law provides for the usual exemptions — gratuitous 
services in case of emergency, midwives, commissioned surgeons of the 
United States Army, Navy, or Marine Hospital Service, and legally qualified 
consultants from other states. 

Reciprocity. — Kentucky reciprocates with District of Columbia, Geor- 
gia, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Maryland, Michigan, Nebraska, New Mexico, 
North Dakota, Ohio, South Carolina and Wisconsin, on condition that the 
applicant has been for at least one year a member of his county and State 
societies and the National Association of the system of medicine with which 
he affiliates. 

Definition of Act. — To open an office for the purpose of practicing 
medicine, or attempting to practice medicine in any of its branches, or to 
treat or attempt to treat any sick or afflicted person by any system or 
method whatsoever for reward or compensation, or to announce to the 
public in any way a readiness to treat the sick or afflicted, shall be deemed 
to engage in the practice of medicine within the meaning of this act. . 

LOUISIANA. 

Boards. — There are two Boards of Medical Examiners, consisting of 
five members each, appointed by the Governor from a list recommended by 
the Louisiana State Medical Society and the Hahnemann State Medical So- 
ciety. The term of office is six years. Regular Board : President, Dr. A. 
F. Barrow, St. Francis vi He ; Secretary, Dr. F. A. Larue, Room 502, Tulane- 
Newcomb Building, 211 Camp street, New Orleans; Secretary of Homeo- 
pathic Board, Dr. Gayle Aiken, New Orleans. 

Meetings. — Regular meetings are held at least twice a year in New Or- 
leans, In May and October. 

Fee. — Examination fee, $10.00; certificate fee, $1.00; recording fee, 
$1.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicant must present a diploma from a 
medical college in good standing, as determined by the Board, accompanied 
by the examination and certificate fees ($11.00). On approval of this evi- 
dence the applicant is required to pass a satisfactory examination in an- 
atomy, gynecology, physiology, chemistry, principles of medicine, obstet- 
rics, physical diagnosis, surgery, materia medica and hygiene. The exam- 
ination being satisfactory, the Board issues a certificate, which must be 
recorded with the clerk of the District Court in the district in which the 
applicant desires to practice. A temporary certificate may be granted by 
any member of the Board on payment of $5.00 and after a satisfactory ex- 
amination. 

College Standard. — Louisiana recognizes only such colleges as provide 
for and require a four years' course of study in branches satisfactory to 
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the Board; that present a written indorsement of a reasonable number of 
prominent medical practitioners in the locality in which they are located; 
that present the approval of the officers of the Board of Health of the 
State in which they are located and of the officers of the State Board of 
Health and State Board of Medical Examiners of such State, as well as of 
the officers of the State Medical Society. The college must also have been 
recognized by other State Boards of Medical Examiners establishing the 
same standard as the Louisiana Board. 

Exemptions. — The act does not apply to commissioned surgeons of the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, nor to legally quali- 
fied consulting physicians or surgeons from other states or territories. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine in 
any of its departments, who appends to his name the letters "M.D." or 
"M.B.," or who repeatedly prescribes or directs for the use of any person 
or persons any drug or medicine or other agency for the treatment, cure or 
relief of any bodily injury, infirmity or disease. 

MAI^E. 

Board. — The Board of Registration consists of six members, appointed 
by the Governor, and holds office for six years. Not more than two mem- 
bers of the Board can hold membership, at one time, in any one chartered 
State medical society. President, Dr. J. L. M. Willis, Eliot ; Secretary, Dr. 
Wm. J. Maybury, Saco. 

Meetings. — The Board holds regular meetings in March, July and No- 
vember on such days as it may designate. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00; registration fee, 12.00. In case of 
failure, one re-examination, without additional fee, will be granted at any 
regular meeting of the Board within two years. 

Application for Licensure. — On presenting satisfactory proof of being 21 
years of age, of having a good moral character, and of being a graduate of 
some reputable medical college having power to confer a degree in medicine 
and maintaining a standard of preliminary education and of medical in- 
struction approved by the Board, the applicant is entitled to an examination 
which embraces the general subjects of anatomy, physiology, pathology, 
materia medica and therapeutics, surgery, principles and practice of medi- 
cine, obstetrics, chemistry, hygiene and medical jurisprudence. 

College Standard. — All medical schools and colleges, legally chartered 
by the states in which they exist and having the power to confer the degree 
of Doctor of Medicine, and granting diplomas only after a proper time of 
study and an examination in all the branches, with a rating averaging, at 
least, 75 per cent~ are considered as reputable, and are In good standing 
with the Board. Prior to \'*f2 diplomas must represent three years of 
study ; after that time, four years of study. The minimum grade of pre- 
liminary education before admission to the study of medicine, which is ap- 
proved by the Board, is a good English education, evidenced by a knowledge 
of English, selling, cojupwition and mathematics, including algebra and 
plane geometry, geography, hiirtory. natural philosophy or physics and 
chemistry, with home laboratory work : and also the ability to read at sight 
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common Latin prose. A college degree, a diploma froni some normal school, 
high school or academy or a successful entrance examination to any recog- 
nized college will be accepted in lieu of an examination. 

Exemptions. — This act does not apply to commissioned officers of the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine-Hospital Service, nor to a physician o 
surgeon who is called from another State to treat a particular case, an 
who does not otherwise practice In this State, nor to midwives who lay no 
claim to the title of physician or doctor, nor to clairvoyants or to persons 
practicing hypnotism, magnetic healing, mind cure, massage, Christian 
Science, so-called, or any other method of healing. If no poisonous o 
gerous drugs are employed nor surgical operations performed; provided, 
such persons do not violate any of the provisions of this act in relation to 
the use of "M.D.." or the title of doctor or physician. The act does not pro- 
hibit gratuitous service or the rendering of assistance In emergency cases. 

Reciprocity.- — Any person who Is eligible for examination before this 
Board, and who has been examined and registered or licensed by the e 
Inlng Board of any other State which maintains a standard of education at 
least equal to that required in this State, may be registered ou complying 
with the requirements of the Board. 

Definition of Act. — "Whoever shall practice or shall advertise or hold 
himself out to the public as a physician or surgeon, or who appends to his 
name the letters 'M.D.,' or who uses the title of doctor or physician, mean- 
ing thereby a doctor of medicine, is considered sis practicing medicine within 
the meanlug of this act." 

MARYLAND. 

Boards. — There are two separate Boards of Medical Examiners — 
appointed by and representing the Medical and Chlrurgieal Faculty- 
other representing the State Homeopathic Medical Society. President of 
Hegular Board, Dr. Herbert Harlan, 5tti Cathedral street, Baltimore; Sec- 
retary, Dr. J. Mcl\ Scott, Hugerstowp. Secretary of Homeopathic Board, 
Dr. Jos. S. Garrison, 84S W. North avenue, Baltimore. 

Meetingx.~Tke meetings are held as determined by the Board. 

Fees.- — Examination and registration fee. $15.00. 

Application ft>r Licensure. — Applicants must be more than 21 years of 
age, of good moral character, possessed of a competent common school edu- 
cation and a diploma issued by a legally incorporated college requiring a 
four years standard of education as defined by the American Medical Col- 
lege Association or the Intercollegiate Committee of the American Institute 
of Homeopathy. On approval o! this evidence, the applicant Is examined 
in anatomy, surgery, pathology, obstetrics, practice, chemistry, materia 
medlca. therapeutics and physiology. Medical studeuts who have completed 
the studies of anatomy, physiology, medical chemistry, materia mediea, i 
entitled to an examination in such studies by the Examining Board, at the 
end of their second year of study, the result of said examination to be con- 
sidered a part of the final examination. The full fee must be paid at tl 
time. Diplomas of foreign countries are accepted by the Board, if a 
years' course of study has t>een required. 

College Standard. — The Board exacts the requirements of the America 
Medical College Association and the Intercollegiate Committee of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Homeopathy. 
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Exemptions. — The law exempts gratuitous services, hospital physicians 
in the discharge of their hospital or dispensary duties, legally qualified con- 
sultants from other states, commissioned surgeons of the United States 
Army, Navy or Marine-Hospitai Service, chiropodists, midwives, masseurs 
or other manual manipulators who use no other means ; physicians residing 
on the border of a neighboring State ; provided, that nothing in this act shall 
annul any of the acts of the present dental law of Maryland, nor shall it 
apply to any registered graduate of dental surgery now practicing in Mary- 
land with sign titles : Dentist, surgeon dentist, dental surgeon, or stomat- 
ologist. 

Reciprocity. — The Board is authorized to establish reciprocity with any 
State whose requirements are on the same plane as those of Maryland. The 
Maryland license is recognized in Delaware, District of Columbia, Georgia, 
Illinois, Iowa, Indiana, Kansas, Maine, Michigan, New Hampshire, Ne- 
braska, Ohio, Oregon, South Carolina, Texas, Vermont, Virginia, Wyoming 
and Wisconsin. 

Definition of Act. — Any person shall be regarded as practicing medicine 
within the meaning of this act who shall operate on or prescribe for any 
ailment of another, or who shall append to his or her name the letters 
"M.D.," or prefix the word Doctor or the abbreviation thereof, "Dr.," to his 
or her name, with the intent thereby to imply that he or she is a prac- 
titioner of medicine or surgery. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Board. — The Board of Registration in Medicine consists of seven mem- 
bers, not more than three of whom shall at one time be members of any 
one chartered State medical society. The appointments are made by the 
Governor, with the consent of the Council, the term of office being seven 
years. President, Dr. C. Edwin Miles, Boston ; Secretary, Dr. E. B. Harvey, 
State House, Boston. 

Meetings. — The Board holds regular meetings on the second Tuesday of 
March, July and November, and additional meetings at such times and 
places as it may determine, for the examination of applicants. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $20.00. 

Application f&r Licensure. — Each applicant for registration must fur- 
nish satisfactory proof of being over 21 years of age and of good moral 
character, whereupon he is examined in anatomy, surgery, physiology, 
pathology, obstetrics, gynecology, diagnosis, practice of medicine, hygiene, 
histology, bacteriology and toxicology. A diploma is not required. In case 
of failure, the applicant is entitled to re-examination within one year. 

College Standard. None. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit emergency service, nor the do- 
mestic administration of family remedies, nor does it apply to a commis- 
sioned medical officer of the United States Army, Navy or Marine-Hospital 
Service in the performance of his official duty, nor to a legally qualified 
consultant, nor to a physician residing in another State whose practice ex- 
tends into the border towns of this State, provided he does not open an of- 
fice nor designate a place where he may meet patients or receive calls, nor 
to a physician called as the family physician to attend a person temporarily

abiding in this commonwealth. Keglstered pharmacists prescribing gratu- 
itously, osteopaths, clairvoyants, or persons practicing hypnotism, magnetic 
healing, mind cure, massage. Christian Science, or cosmopathlc methods of 
healing are not permitted to hold themselves as practitioners of medicin 
or to practice or attempt to practice within the meaning of this act. 

Reciprocity, — None.

Board.— The State Board of Resist rati on in medicine consists of 
members — live regulars, two homeopaths, two electlcs and one physio- 
meilieist:- and is appointed hy the Governor, the names being selected from 
the latest lists filed in the office of the Secretary of State at Lansing by each 
of the four legally incorporated State medical societies of the schools of 
medicine mentioned. The term of office is four years. President, Dr. 0(

Detroit. 

Meetmgt.— The regular meetings of the Board for examination are held 
beginning on the second Tuesday of June al Ann Arbor and second Tues- 
day In October at Lansing. Preliminary examinations arc held simul 
taneonsly at Detroit, Bay City, Grand Hapids and Hillsdale, beginning 
the second Tuesday of September of each year. 

Fees. — Examination and registration fee, !f2o.(HJ; for Michigan gradi 
ates, $10,00. Preliminary examination fee is ?5.00. 

Application for Lice ns wet*. — Registration and certificate are granted to 
applicants who give satisfactory proof of being 21 years of age and of good 
moral character, who possess a diploma from a college recognised by the 
Board (sec College Standard I. and who had previous to beginning the 
cnurse hi nieilieine n diploma finin a reeiigiiiKi-d and reputable liinh s.-ln 
academy, college or university having n classical course, or who pass 
examination before a Board of preliminary examiner* established Ity 
Hoard, and who satisfactorily pass mi examination in anatomy, physloli 
chemistry and toxicology, histology ami embryology, bacteriology, pathi 
ogy, surgery, practice of medicine. Including mental and nervous disei 
diseases of children, and diseases of the eye. ear, nose and throat;

tcria niedlea and therapeutics, and such additional subjects made 
by advances in medical education as the Board may designate. An avert 
percentage of at least 78 is required for a passing grade. The examinat 
may, at election of applicants, be divided into a primary and a final 
urolntition. the former at the completion of course and ex tun I nations, 
to the end of second year, In a medical college. Graduates of reeognii 
medical colleges whose diplomas date prior to Sept. 17, 1903, are exemj 
from advanced requirements of preliminary and medical education. 

Cotlc'ic Ntuniiixnl. — Preliminary Education.— The following credeutlt 
are recognised by the Board as fulfilling the requirements for entrance 
an approved and designated medical college subsequent to June 13, It 
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provided such credentials are in harmony with and equal to the minimum 
standard of preliminary education as determined by the Board. The Secre- 
tary of the Board will, on request, issue and sign a certificate of indorse- 
ment of preliminary education, if the diploma or certificate fulfills and 
equals the requirements of this Board : 

(.1) A certificate of graduation from a recognized and reputable high 
school, academy, college or university, issued after four years of study of 
at least eight months in each separate year (or an equivalent recognized 
qualification), with the following minimum requirements: 

Group 1. — English Language: (a) English grammar; (b) rhetoric and 
composition. 

Group 11. — History: (a) History of the United States, as presented 
in McLaughlins History of the American Nation, Johnston's History of the 
United States, or equivalent text; (b) General History, as presented in 
Meyers' General History, or equivalent text. Greek and Roman History 
or English history will be accepted as a substitute for general history. 

Group 111. — Mathematics: (a) Algebra — fundamental rules, fractions, 
simple equations, involutions and evolution, the calculus of radicals and 
quadratic equations, as given in Olney's Complete School Algebra, or Beman 
and Smith's Elements of Algebra, or some equivalent text, (b) Geometry 
— plane geometry, as given in Beman and Smith's plane and solid geometry, 
or equivalent text, (c) Plane trigonometry, as given in Wentworth's 
Trigonometry, or equivalent text. 

Group IV. — Natural Sciences: (a) Physics, as presented in Carhart 
and Chute's Elements of Physics, or an equivalent text, (b) General bi- 
ology, botany and zoology, as presented in Sedwick and Wilson's Gen- 
eral Biology, or Spalding's Introduction to Botany and Kingsley's Compara- 
tive Zoology. These courses will be accepted only when accompanied by 
laboratory work, (c) Chemistry, as presented in Freer's Elementary 
Chemistry, or an equivalent amount of work in Remsen's Introduction to the 
Study of Chemistry, (d) Physiology and hygiene, as presented in Colton's 
Briefer Course, or an equivalent text, (e) Physical geography, as pre- 
sented in Tari^s First Book of Physical Geography, or equivalent text. 

Group V. — Modern Languages: (a) German, French or Spanish. The 
applicant must be able to read German. French or Spanish. 

Group VI. — Classics : Latin grammar ; Latin prose composition. Read- 
ing — four books of Caesar's Gallic War; Greek grammar; prose composi- 
tion; Xenophon or Homer. 

An applicant for endorsement of preliminary education presenting a 
recognized literary diploma or certificate for entrance to medical schools of 
a minimum standard of not less than 48 counts, in accordance with the 
minimum standard of preliminary education adopted by the Board, may be 
conditioned in 12 counts, and must remove such conditions before the Michi- 
gan Board of Preliminary Examiners, or other recognized authority (course 
and examination in an authorized literary college or attendance and exam- 
ination in a recognized secondary or high school) before beginning the sec- 
ond course in a recognized medical school, counting toward the degree, 
otherwise the applicant will be held as not having complied with the re- 
quirements of the Board relative to its standard of preliminary education : 
provided, that if at the time of seeking endorsement the applicant, in addi- 
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tiou to the 48 counts required in the recognized diploma or certificate as a 
qualification for conditions, presents a recognized supplemental certificate 
of course and examination in necessary studies not covered in the presented 
diploma or certificate, of a date prior to registration, or matriculation in a 
medical school, such supplemental certificate may be made a part of and in- 
cluded in the original diploma or certificate on which endorsement is sought 
in accordance with the method of standard adopted by the Board. 

(2) A certificate issued by the Board of Preliminary Examiners in 
Michigan of having passed the Board's minimum standard of preliminary 
education. 

The minimum standard of preliminary education adopted by the Board 
consists of CO counts as follows: (a) Required, English, 12 counts; mathe- 
matics (algebra and geometry), 12 counts; Latin, 8 counts; physics, 4 
counts; (b) optional (of which applicants must have had at least 24 
counts), Greek, 8 counts; French. 8 counts; German, 8 counts; English 
literature, 4 counts; history, 8 counts; chemistry, 4 counts; botany, 4 
counts : zoology, 4 counts : biology (half a year each of botany and zoology), 
4 counts; trigonometry, plaiie. 4 counts. A "count" is the measure of the 
work successfully completed in a secondary school pursued an entire school 
year in one weekly recitation period. 

Medical Education, — No medical college is approved by the Board sub- 
sequent to June 14, 1905, nor is a medical diploma recognized unless it ful- 
fills the minimum standard of medical education established by the Board. 
This standard is as shown by the accompanying table. 

Medical course must cover a four years' course of eight months in each 
calendar year, the aggregate of which amounts to at least 138 weeks of at 
least tfC hours each week and at least 44 months must have elapsed between 
the student's beginning his first course of lectures and the date of his gradu- 
ation. 

Further, no college Is approved which does not have (a) an adequate 
equipment for teaching medicine and surgery in all of its branches; (b) 
modern and up-to-date laboratories, microscopes and other necessary ap- 
paratus found in medical colleges of reputation and standing; (c) ample 
clinical and hospital facilities, and (d) an active and competent faculty, as 
may be determined by the Board. 
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Kach approved college must have a required ntlendaiice of 80 per cent. 
of all courses and must require an average grade of Tfi per cent, on exam- 
ination as a condition of graduation. 

Exemptions.- — This act does not apply to commissioned surgeons of the 
United States Army. Navy or Marine Hospital Service In the actual per- 
formance of their official duties, uor to regularly licensed physicians or 
surgeons from other State* In actual consultation with physicians of this 
State, nor to dentists in the legitimate practice of their profession, nor does 
it prohibit temporary assistance In cane of emergency, nor the domestic 
administration of family remedies. 

Rieiprtjcity. — -Michigan now reciprocates with Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kansas. Kentucky, Maine, Maryland. Minnesota, Missouri. Nebraska. 
Nevada, New Jersey. New York, North Dakota, Ohio. South Carolina. Vir- 
ginia, Wisconsin and Wyoming. 
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Definition of Act. — "When any person shall append the letters 'M.D.,' 
or M.B.,' or prefix the title 'Doctor,' 'Dr.,' or any other sign or appellation in 
a medical sense to his name, it shall be prima facie evidence of practicing 
medicine and surgery within the meaning of this act." 

MINNESOTA. 

- Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners is appointed by the 
Governor, and consists of nine members, three of whom are homeopaths. 
The term of office is three years. President. Dr. A. F. Groves, Brainard ; 
Secretary, Dr. W. S. Fullerton, St. Paul. 

Meetings. The Board holds meetings for examination in St. Paul on 
the first Tuesday of January, April, June and October, and at such other 
times and places as it may elect. • 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00; reciprocal registration fee, $50.00. 

Application for Licensure. — All applicants must submit to an exam- 
ination in the following branches : Anatomy, physiology, chemistry, histol- 
ogy, materia medica. therapeutics, preventive medicine, practice of medicine, 
surgery, obstetrics, diseases of women and children, diseases of the nervous 
system, diseases of the eye and ear, medical jurisprudence and such other 
branches as the Board may deem advisable, and present evidence of having 
attended four full courses of lectures in a medical college recognized by the 
Board, of at least twenty-six weeks each, no two courses being within the 
same year. Licenses to practice must be filed with the Clerk of the District 
Court of the county in which the applicant resides. 

College standard. — Four years of at least twenty-six weeks each, no 
two courses in the same year, is the standard set by the Board. Gradu- 
ates of medical colleges granting advanced standing for work done at non- 
medical institutions are not admitted to examination. The Board requires 
a strictly four-year course, extending over four years, at a recognized med- 
ical college which demands as a minimum entrance requirement a high- 
school education. 

Exemptions. — The act does not apply to commissioned surgeons of the 
United States Army or Navy, nor to physicians or surgeons in actual con- 
sultation from other States and territories; nor to actual medical students 
practicing medicine under the direct supervision of a preceptor; nor to 
dentists. 

Reciprocity. — Reciprocity has been established with the following 
States: District of Columbia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Maine. 
Maryland, Michigan, Missouri, Nebraska, Nevada, New Jersey, Ohio, South 
Carolina, South Dakota, Texas (regular), Wisconsin and Wyoming. Fee. 
$50.00. 

Definition of Act. — Any person shall be regarded as practicing within 
the meaning of this act who shall append the letters "M.D." or "M.B." to

his or her name, or for a fee prescribe, direct or recommend for the use of 
any person any drugs or medicine, or other agency for the treatment, care 
or relief of any wound, fracture or bodily injury, infirmity or disease. 
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MISSISSIPPI. 

Board. — The State Board of Health supervises the licensing of physi- 
cians. The Board is appointed by the Governor and holds office for four 
years. President, Dr. P.. F. Ward, Winona ; Secretary, Dr. John F. Hunter, 
Jackson. 

Meetings. — The Board meets at the Capitol, in Jackson, on the second 
Tuesday of May and October. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00 ; license fee, 25c. 

Application for Licensure. — All applicants must submit to an examina- 
tion. A diploma is not required. The application for license must state the 
applicant's name, residence, age, and nativity, time spent in medical studies, 
name and address of preceptor, course of medical lectures attended, name 
of medical school attended, if a graduate of a medical college, the name 
thereof, time spent in a hospital and the practice of medicine, if any, school 
or system of practice chosen and references as to personal character. Li- 
censes must be recorded in the otfice of the Clerk of the Circuit Court of 
the county in which the applicant resides. Temporary licenses may be 
granted by the Secretary, and are valid until the next meeting of the Board 
for examining applicants. The licensed physicians of other States whose 
practice extends into this State may obtain a license without examination. 

College Standard. — None. 

Exemptions. — The law makes no exemptions, except in the case of fe- 
males engaged in the practice of midwifery ; they are not required to have a 
license. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act. — Every person who desires to practice medicine must 
first obtain a license to do so. If any person shall practice as a physician 
or surgeon, without having first been examined and obtained a license as 
required by law, he shall, on conviction, be fined not less than twenty dol- 
lars nor more than two hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the county jail 
not exceeding thirty days.

Application for Livens lire. — Applicants must submit to an examination, 
in writing, in anatomy, chemistry, physiology, pathology, therapeutics, ob- 
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stetrics, gynecology, surgery, practice of medicine, medical jurisprudence, 
bacteriology, hygiene, and such other branches as the Board may direct 
The passing grade is 75 per cent, of all questions asked. In case of failure, 
the applicant is entitled to re-examiuation without extra charge within 
twelve months. Temporary permits are not granted. Licenses must be 
recorded in the office of the county clerk of the county in which the ap- 
plicant resides. 

Students having matriculated in a medical college on or prior to March 
12, 1901, and presenting a diploma from a medical school in Missouri are 
entitled to register on their diploma by paying a fee of $15.00; 

College Standard. — A college of medicine and surgery to be deemed 
reputable by the Board must require at least four courses of lectures, of not 
less than 7 months each, in different years, and must require for admission 
a preliminary education equivalent to graduation from an accredited high 
school of this State. 

Exemption .9. — The act does not prohibit gratuitous service nor does it 
apply to legally qualified consultants, nor to commissioned surgeons of the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service in the official dis- 
charge of their duties. 

Reciprocity. — The legislature passed a reciprocal clause granting the 
Board privilege to hold reciprocal relations with any states having a stand- 
ard of requirements equal to or higher than the requirements of this state.

Definition of Act. — None. 

MONTANA. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners consists of seven mem- 
bers, one of whom is appointed by the governor each year and who holds 
office for seven years.

Meetings. — The Board meets on the first Tuesday of April and October 
at Helena and at such other times and places as it may elect. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $15.00: re-examination within six months free. 

Application for Licensure. — The applicant must present a diploma is- 
sued by a medicai school legally organized and in good standing, and sub- 
mit to an examination in anatomy, physiology, materia medica, therapeutics, 
practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics, diseases of women and children, 
disease of the nervous system and diseases of the eye and ear. When de- 
sired, such examination may be conducted in the presence of the dean of 
any medical school or the president of any medical society in this state, 
i. e., such dean or president may be present. Certificates must be recorded 
with the county clerk of the county in which the applicant resides. 

Appeals from the action of the Board of Medical Examiners in refusing 
a license to practice, for failure to pass the required examination, under 
the 1!>o.'» amendment are to be tried by a jury of six physicians. 

College standard. — Four years of six months each. The Board accepts 
the diplomas from colleges recognized by the Illinois State Board of Health 
as admitting possessor to examination. 
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Exemptions — The act does not apply to inidwives of skill and experi- 
ence, commissioned surgeons of the United States Army or Navy in the 
discharge of their official duties, nor to legally qualified consultants. 

Reciprocity. — Although the law provides for reciprocal registration, the 
Board does not at present reciprocate with any other state. 

Definition of Act. — Any person shall be regarded as practicing within 
the meaning of this act who shall append the letters M.D. to his or her 
name, who shall profess publicly to be a physician or surgeon, or, who shall 
recommend, prescribe or direct, for the use of any person, any drug, medi- 
cine, appliance, apparatus, or other agency, whether material or not mate- 
rial, for the cure, relief or palliation of any ailment or disease of the mind 
or body or for the cure or relief of any wound, fracture or bodily injury or 
other deformity, after having received or with the intent of receiving there- 
for, either directly or indirectly, any bonus, gift or compensation. 



NEBRASKA. 

Board. — The State Board of Health consists of tne governor, attorney 
general and superintendent of public instruction. This Board appoints four 
secretaries, who hold office for a term of four years, two of whom shall 
be regulars, one a homeopath, and one an eclectic. The secretaries are in 
reality the Board of Health. The method adopted is to get around the 
constitution which forbids the creation of more Boards. Chairman. Dr.

Meetings. — By call. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $25.00. For graduates of Nebraska colleges, 
the fee is only $10.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicant must present a diploma granted 
by a medical school recognized by the Board, and on the payment of the 
fee pass an examination in all the branches, a knowledge of which is com- 
monly and generally required of candidates for the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine. Examinations on practice and therapeutics are conducted by the 
member or members of the Board of Secretaries who are of the same 
school of practice as the applicant. Certificates must be filed with the 
county clerk of the county in which the applicant resides. 

College Standard. — A medical college requiring high school diploma or 
equivalent preliminary examination for admission to its course of study 
in all the common branches and in Latin and the higher mathematics, which 
requirements shall be regularly published in all the advertisements and in

— The regent may admit to examination any 
candidate who pays the prescribed fee and submits satisfactory evidence 
of having graduated from a registered college, or of having satisfactorily 
completed a full course in a registered academy or high school or had an 
equivalent preliminary education, and of having graduated from a medical 
college conforming to the requirements of the Board.

College Standard. — The legal standard \k Umr yunrv. <ft at least nine 
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months each, in four different calendar years, the college to be registered 
with the regents as maintaining a satisfactory standard. 

Exemptions. — The act does not apply to commissioned medical officers 
serving in the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, or 
any one actually serving on the resident medical staff ot any legally in- 
corporated hospital, or any legally registered dentist, exclusively engaged 
in practicing dentistry; or any manufacturer of artificial eyes, limbs, or 
orthopedic instruments or trusses, in fitting such instruments on persons in 
need thereof, or lawfully qualified consultants, or physicians residing on 
the border of a neighboring state who do not open an office or appoint a 
place to meet patients or receive calls within the state of New Hampshire; 
or to the regular or family physicians of non-residents when called to 
attend them during a temporary stay in the state; to clairvoyants or to

Meetings. — Meetings are held at Trenton on the third Tuesday of June 
and October, and at such other times and places as the Board may deem 
expedient. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $25.00; reciprocal registration fee, $50.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Each applicant for examination must pre- 
sent satisfactory proof of beins more than 21 years of age, of possessing a 
good moral character, and of having obtained, at least, a certificate or 
diploma issued after four years of study either in a normal, manual train- 
ing or approved high school of the first grade in New Jersey, or its equiv- 
alent as determined by the State Superintendent of Public Instruction of 
this state, either from credentials submit tod or a certificate of examination 
from the State or County Board of Examiners for Teachers. He must 
have graduated from a medical college recognized by the board (see college 
standard) and pass an examination in writing before this board in nine 
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sections, embracing ninety questions on fourteen subjects, viz: Materia 
medica and therapeutics, obstetrics and gynecology, practice of medicine, 
including physical diagnosis and diseases of the skin, nose and throat; 
surgery, including surgical anatomy and diseases of the eye, ear and genito- 
urinary organs; anatomy, physiology, chemistry, histology, pathology and 
bacteriology, hygiene and medical jurisprudence. 

A general average of not less than 75 per cent, is required to obtain 
a license. 

College Standard. — The standard of requirements of New Jersey is as 
follows: Preliminary Education — A high school diploma issued after four 
years of study in an approved school of the first grade in this state, or its 
equivalent as determined by the State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
of New Jersey, either from credentials submitted or a certificate of exami- 
nation from the State or County Board of Examiners for Teachers. Med- 
ical Education — Four courses of lectures of at least seven months each, in 
four different calendar years prior to graduation from a medical college ap- 
proved by this board. Exemption is granted to experienced practitioners 
on the basis of five years of reputable and continuous practice as the equiv- 
alent of one course of lectures in the case of graduation prior to July 4, 
1903, and ten years of practice for two courses of lectures prior to July 4, 
1894. This exemption will be specified in the license. Certificate must be 
recorded in the office of the clerk of the county in which the holder intends 
to practice. 

Exemptions. — The act does not apply to commissioned medical officers 
of the United States Army, Navy and Marine Hospital Service, while so 
commissioned ; or to lawfully qualified consultants ; or to a legally qualified 
physician of another state taking charge of the practice of a physician of 
this state temporarily during the latter's absence therefrom, provided ap- 
plication for permission to do so has been filed with the Board and granted ; 
or to any legally qualified physician of another state, provided such prac- 
titioner shall not open an office or a place for the practice of his profession 
within New Jersey ; or to anyone serving as a member of the resident med- 
ical staff of a legally incorporated charitable or municipal hospital; or to 
any legally qualified or registered dentist, exclusively engaged in practicing 
the art of dentistry ; or to anyone who has been practicing in the state since 
before July 4, 1890, provided such right to practice was obtained on a duly 
registered diploma, issued by a legally chartered and recognized medical in- 
stitution, or to any resident of the state who has been continuously engaged 
in giving treatment by electricity during the past fourteen years, provided, 
such person graduated from a legally incorporated electro-therapeutic 
school in good standing; or to any legally licensed and registered pharma- 
cist of the state actually engaged in the practice of his profession, but who 
does not carry on the business of a dispensary unless it is in charge of a 
legally licensed physician of the state ; or to any legally licensed veterinary 
or dentist engaged in the practice of veterinary medicine or dentistry, or 
to any professional nurse, masseur, or electrician operating under the spe- 
cific direction of a regularly licensed physician, to any one giving aid in 
emergency or accident cases pending the arrival of a regularly licensed 
physician. 

Beciprocity. — With New York after January 1, 1906, New Jersey will 
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now endorse the medical license issued by any state, after examination, 
whose educational, examining and licensing requirements are substantially 
equal to, or higher than those of New Jersey, irrespective of reciprocity, pro- 
vided the applicant complies with the conditions of endorsement. The fee 
is $50.00. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine or 
surgery within the meaning of this act who uses the words or letters "Dr.," 
"Doctor," "Professor," "M.D." or "M.B." in connection with his name, or 
any other title intending to imply or designate him as a practitioner of 
medicine or surgery in any of its branches, and who, in connection with 
such title or titles, or without the use of such title or titles, prescribes, 
directs, recommends, advises, applies, gives or sells for the use of any per- 
son or persons any drug or medicine or other agency or application for the 
treatment, cure or relief of any bodily injury, infirmity or disease. The act 
applies to all persons professing and attempting to cure diseases by means 
of the so-called systems of "faith curiam," "mind healing," "laying-on-of- 
hands," and other similar systems. 

NEW MEXICO. 

Board. — The Board of Health is composed of seven members, appointed 
by the governor, and holds office for two years. President, Dr. G. W. Har- 
rison, Albuquerque, N. M. ; Secretary, Dr. B. D. Black, Las Vegas. 

Meetings. — The Board meets in the city of Santa Fe on the first Mon- 
day of June and December. 

Fees.— License fee, $25.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Any person presenting satisfactory evidence 
of graduation from a medical college in good standing is licensed without 
examination. The applicant must be a resident of the territory. Certifi- 
cates must be registered with the county clerk of the county in which the 
applicant resides. 

College Standard. — A medical college in good standing is declared to 
be one of at least ten years continuous existence, one which now requires 
a high school certificate or its equivalent for admission to it, and which 
now requires an attendance on. and gives four full courses, in four separate 
years, and one which has ample clinical facilities, such as are furnished in 
large cities. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit gratuitous services in case of 
emergency, or the domestic administration of family remedies, or women 
from practicing midwifery, and does not apply to surgeons of the United 
States services, in the discharge of their official duties. 

Reciprocity. — On payment of the regular fee, the Board may grant 
licenses to licentiates of other states and territories which have like re- 
quirements, and when said states and territories reciprocate in this matter. 

Definition of Act. — The words "practice of medicine" mean to open an 
office for such purpose or to announce to the public or to any individual 
in any way a desire or willingness or readiness to treat the sick or afflicted, 
or to investigate or diagnose, or offer to investigate or diagnose, any phys- 
ical or medical ailment or disease of any person, or to suggest, recommend, 
prescribe or direct, for the use of any person any drug, medicine, appliance 
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or other agency whether material or not material for the cure, relief or 
palliation of any ailment or disease of the mind or body, or for the cure 
or relief of any wound, fracture or bodily injury, or deformity, after hav- 
ing received or with the intent of receiving therefor, either directly or in- 
directly, any bonus, gift or compensation. 

NEW YOUK. 

Board. — New York has three separate State Boards of Medical Examin- 
ers, consisting of seven members each, representing the regular, homeo- 
pathic and eclectic medical societies of the state. The Boards are appoint- 
ed by the Regents of the University of the State of New York, from lists 
nominated by the three societies. The term of office is three years. Officers 
of Examining Boards representing the (1) State Medical Society, President, 
Dr. William Warren - Potter, Buffalo ; Secretary, Dr. Maurice J. Lewi, 
Broadway and 26th St., New York City. (2) Homeopathic, President, Dr. 
John M. Lee, Rochester ; Secretary, Dr. J. Willis Candee, 501 Fayette Park, 
Syracuse. (3) Eclectic, President, Dr. Lee H. Smith, Buffalo; Secretary. 
Dr. Arthur R. Tiel, Matteawan. 

All correspondence concerning medical laws and medical schools should 
be directed to the First Assistant Commissioner of Education, Dr. Howard 
J. Rogers, Albany. Correspondence relating to the details of examinations 
should be directed to the Chief of Examination Division, Dr. Charles F. 
Wheelock, Albany. 

Meetings: — Examinations are held in January, May, June and Septem- 
ber, in New York, Albany, Syracuse and Buffalo. The questions are sub- 
mitted by the State Boards, which also grade the answers, to the Regents 
who conduct the examinations. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $25.00: county clerk's certificate and registra- 
tion fee, $1.00. In case of failure applicants are not entitled to re-exami- 
nation without fee, within six months. 

Application for Licensure. — The Regents admit to examination any can- 
didate who pays the prescribed fee and submits satisfactory evidence, veri- 
fied by oath, that he is more than 21 years of age, is of good moral charac- 
ter ; has the general education required preliminary to receiving the degree 
of bachelor or doctor of medicine in the State of New York; has studied 
medicine not less than four full school years of at least nine months each, 
including four satisfactory courses of at least six months each in four dif- 
ferent calendar years in a medical school registered as maintaining at the 
time a satisfactory standard. The Regents may in their discretion accept 
as the equivalent for any part of the third and fourth requirements, evi- 
dence of five or more years reputable practice, provided that such institu- 
tion be specified in the license, and as the equivalent of the first yea* of the 
fourth requirement evidence of graduation from a registered college course, 
provided that such college course shall have included not less than the min- 
imum requirements prescribed by the Regents for such admission to ad- 
vanced standing [inoperative at present]. Licensing examinations are held 
in anatomy, physiology and hygiene, chemistry, surgery, obstetrics, pathol- 
ogy and diagnosis, and therapeutics including practice and materia medica. 
Questions in therapeutics, practice and materia medica may be chosen 
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by the candidate from those prepared by the Board selected by him 
as being in harmony with the tenets of his school of practice. The 
license obtained on this examination must be registered with a county clerk 
in the county in which the applicant desires to practice. The Regents 
may also admit conditionally to the examination in anatomy, physiology 
and hygiene and chemistry, applicants 19 years of age, certified as having 
studied medicine not less than two full years of at least nine months each, 
in two different calendar years in a medical school registered as maintain- 
ing at the time a satisfactory standard, provided that such applicant meets 
the second and third requirements. Licenses must be registered with the 
county clerk of the county in which the applicant intends to practice. 

College Standard, — New Yor^ medical schools and New York medical 
students shall not be discriminated against by the registration of any med- 
ical school out of the state whose minimum graduation standard is less 
than that iixed by statute tor New York medical schools. 

, Preliminary Education. — The degree of bachelor or doctor of medicine 
shall not be conferred in this state before the candidate has filed with the 
institution conferring it the certificate of the Regents that before beginning 
the first annual medical course counted toward the degree, unless matricu- 
lated conditionally as hereinafter specified, he had either graduated from a 
registered college or satisfactorily completed a full course in a registered 
academy or nigh school ; or had a preliminary education considered and 
accepted by the Regents as fully equivalent; or had passed Regents' exami- 
nation as hereinafter provided. A medical school may matriculate condi- 
tionally a student deficient in not more than one year's academic work or 
15 counts of the preliminary education requirement, provided the name 
and deficiency of each student so matriculated be filed at the Regent's 
office within three months after matriculation, and that the deficiency be 
made up before the student begins the second annual medical course 
counted toward the degree. 

All matriculants after January 1, 1897, must secure 60 (48 old) aca- 
demic counts, or their full equivalent, before beginning the first annual 
medical course counted toward the degree, unless admitted conditionally, as 
hereinafter specified, when the deficiency must be made up before the stu- 
dent begins the second annual medical course counted toward the degree. 

The Regents will accept as fully equivalent to the required academic 
course any one of the following: (a) certificate of having successfully 
completed at least a full year's course of study in the collegiate department 
of any college or university, registered by the Regents as maintaining a 
satisfactory standard; (b) a certificate of having passed in a registered in- 
stitution examinations equivalent to the full collegiate course of the fresh- 
man year or to a completed academic course; (c) Regents' passcards for 
any 60 academic counts or any Regents' diploma ; (d) a certificate of gradu- 
ation from any registered gymnasium in Germany, Austria, or Russia; (e) 
a certificate of the successful completion of a course of five years in a reg- 
istered Italian ginnasio and three years in a liceo; (f) the bachelor's de- 
gree in arts or science or substantial equivalents from any registered insti- 
tution in France or Spain; (g) any credential from a registered institu- 
tion or from the government in any state or country which represents the 
completion of a course of study equivalent to graduation from a registered 
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New York high school or academy, or from a registered Prussian gymna- 
sium. 

After June 1, 1906, matriculates may obtain the medical student certifi- 
cate by passing Regent's examinations in the following set subjects : Alge- 
bra, 5; geometry, 5; English, 10; Latin grammar, 2; Latin composition, 2; 
Caesar, 6; physics, 5; chemistry, 5; American history and civics, 5; or in 
lieu thereof by passing in subjects aggregating 60 academic counts. 

(The term "count" is the measure of work successfully completed in a 
secondary school, pursued an entire school year of at least 38 weeks in one 
weekly period of not less than 45 minutes.) 

A medical school may matriculate conditionally a student deficient in 
not more than one year's academic work or twelve counts of the preliminary 
education requirement, the deficiency to be made up before the student 
begins the second annual medical course toward the degree. The full num- 
ber of counts required is 48 on the old basis, 60 on the new. The Regents 
do not recognize medical schools granting time credits for a degree in dent- 
istry, pharmacy or veterinary surgery. 

Medical Education. — The registration of medical schools has reference 
to both the general preliminary educational and the professional educa- 
tion requirement and not to the general preliminary education, which must 
be met by the candidates for admission to New York medical schools and 
New York medical students are not discriminated against by the registra- 
tion of any medical schools out of the state. Schools are registered in full 
or accredited in three classes as they afford opportunity to study medicine 
with suitable facilities for four full years (registered), three full years 
(class 1), two full years (class 2), or one full year (class 3). The medical 
schools of the United States registered or accredited by the department fall 
into two groups: (1) Those registered or accredited for admission to the 
licensing examination after formal application authenticated by seal or 
affidavit and the signature of the executive officer; (2) those registered or 
accredited for admission to registered medical schools. 

Exemptions. — The act does not affect commissioned medical officers 
serving in the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, while 
so commissioned ; or any one while actually serving on the resident medical 
staff of any legally incorporated hospital ; or any legally registered dentists, 
exclusively engaged in practicing dentistry; or any manufacturer of artifi- 
cial limbs, eyes or orthopedic instruments, or trusses, in fitting such instru- 
ments on persons in need thereof. Legally qualified consultants ; physicians 
residing on the border of a neighboring state and legally qualified to prac- 
tice medicine who do not open an office or appoint a place to meet patient* 
or receive calls within the state. 

Reciprocity. — New York reciprocates with New Jersey and Michigan 
and Ohio under the following provision of the statute: Applicants exam- 
ined and licensed by other State Examining Boards registered by the Re- 
gents as maintaining standards not lower than those provided by this ar- 
ticle may, without further examination, on the payment of $10 to the Re- 
gents, and on- submitting such evidence as they may require, revive from 
them an endorsement of their licenses or diplomas conferring all rights and 
privileges of a Regent's licence issued after exarni nation. 

Definition of Act. — Any person who appends the letters **M.D." to hi*

Application i'» Liccnsurv. — The Hoard examines all applicants possess- 
ing a dlplomn or furnishing satisfactory proof of graduation from a 
medical college in good standing in anatomy, physiology, surgery, pa- 
thology, medical hygiene, chemistry, pharmacy, materia medico, thera- 
peutics, obstetrics, gynecology and iiediatrics and the practice of medi- 
cine. Certificates must he registered with a county clerk. Two members 
of the Board may graut a temporary, license to applicants complying with 
the requirements. An average of SO per cent, is required, with not less than 
35 per cent. In any one branch. 

Oolletie Slaitilartl. — The requirements for recognition are not less than 
four years of medical work, and such facilities for clinical instruction as 
may be prescribed by the Board.

NORTH DAKOTA. 

Board.— The Examining Board consists of nine members, two of whom 
must be homeopaths and one a lawyer, and is appointed by tbe governor 
to serve for four years. President, Dr. J. P. Aylen, Sheldon ; Secretary. 
Dr. H. M. Wheeler, Grand Forks. 

Meeting*.— 'I' he Board meets In Grand forks the first Tuesday in 
January, April, July and October. 

Pee*.— Examination fee, J20.00. 

Application tor Licensure— Tbe Board requires for licensure a diplo- 
ma and passing a satisfactory examination in anatomy, physiology, chein- 
istrj, pathology, therapeutics, diseases of women and children, nervous 
diseases, diseases of the eye and ear, medical jurisprudence, surgery, ob- 
stetrics, preventive medicine, histology, and such other subjects as tbe 
Board deems advisable. A general average of not less than 75 per cent is 
required, and the applicant must not fall below 05 per cent, in any c 
branch. Temporary licenses are not granted. 
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College Standard. — Graduation from a reputable college giving four 
courses of lectures of at least eight months each is the adopted standard. 
For all graduates of 1005 and thereafter the board insists on the minimum 
entrance and curriculum adopted by the American Confederation of Recip- 
rocating, Examining and Licensing Boards, and no college faiMng to con- 
form to the same will be regarded as "reputable" within the meaning of 
the law. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit gratuitous assistance in cases 
of emergency, nor does it apply to surgeons in the United States Army, or 
Navy, or legally qualified consultants. 

Reciprocity. — The Board, in its discretion, may grant a license for the 
same fee, without examination, to applicants examined and licensed by 
other State Examining Boards maintaining standards not lower than those 
provided for in this article. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine who 
appends the letters "M.D." or "M.B." to his name, or who, for a fee, pre- 
scribes, directs or recommends for the use of any person, any drug or medi- 
cine or other agency for the treatment, care or relief of any wound, frac- 
ture, or bodily injury, infirmity or disease. 

OHIO. 

Board. — The governor, by and with the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate, appoints the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
consisting of seven members, to serve for seven years, representation being 
given to schools of practice in the state as nearly as possible in proportion 
to their numerical strength in the state, but no one school to have a major- 
ity of the whole Board. President, Dr. H. H. Baxter, Cleveland ; Secretary, 
Dr. George H. Matson, Columbus. 

Meetings. — The Board meets in Columbus on the first Tuesday of Jan- 
uary, April, July and October. 

Fees. — Examination, $25.00; recording fee, $0.50; reciprocal fee is 
equal to that exacted by state from which the applicant comes. Preliminary 
examination fee, $2.00. In case of failure applicant is entitled to reexam- 
ination within twelve mouths. 

Application for Licensure. — The applicant must file with the secretary 
a written application on a form prescribed by the Board, verified by oath f 
and furnish satisfactory proof that he is more than 21 years old and is of 
good moral character. In the application, as a condition of admission to 
the examination, he must produce acceptable credentials of preliminary 
education (see college standard) and must present either a diploma from 
some legally chartered medical institution in the United States in good 
standing at the time of issuing such diploma, as defined by the Board ; or 
a diploma or license approved by the Board, which has conferred the full 
right to practice all branches of medicine or surgery in some foreign coon- 
try. The diploma or license, legally certified, must be presented with 
the application, together with such other data bearing on the applicant's 
medical education, as the Board may require. If the evidence submitted la 
satisfactory to the Board, the applicant Is admitted to an examination in 
anatomy, physiology, chemistry* physical diagnosis, materia medics and 
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therapeutics, the principles and practice of medicine and pathology, surgery, 
obstetrics, diseases of women and children, and such other subjects as the 
Board may require. Examinations in materia medica, therapeutics and 
practice are conducted by the member or members of the Board represent- 
ing the applicant's school of practice. Certificates must be recorded with 
the probate judge of the county in which the applicant resides. On change 
of residence the certificate must be recorded 4t$ew by the probate judge of 
the county into which the holder removes. 

College Standard. — Preliminary Requirements — In accordance with the 
law of April 14, 1900, the Board appointed and certified four persons to 
act as preliminary examiners, one each at Cincinnati, Columbus, Cleveland, 
and Toledo. These examiners are empowered to issue certificates to pros- 
pective matriculants in Ohio medical colleges which guarantee proper pre- 
liminary education, and which are upon (1) acceptable credentials or (2) 
upon examination. 

The credentials which may be accepted are as follows: (a) A diploma 
from a reputable college granting the degree of A.B., B.S. or equivalent 
degree; (b) a diploma from a high school of the first grade, normal school 
or seminary, legally constituted, issued after four years of study; (c) a 
teacher's permanent or life certificate; (d) a medical student's certificate 
of examination for admission to the freshman class of a reputable literary 
or scientific college. 

The following standard for examination for entrance to medical col- 
leges was adopted, to take effect after July 1, 1903: Latin, two years; 
English literature, composition and rhetoric; history'of the United States; 
civics, algebra, through equations; plane geometry, physics, physiography 
(or chemistry), botany (or zoology). 

A general average of 75 per cent, is required. Conditions are allowed 
in two branches to be removed by examination before the beginning of the 
sophomore year in medical college. 

Medical Education. — Four full courses of not less than thirty weeks 
each in four separate years. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit service in case of emergency, 
or the domestic administration of family remedies ; nor does it apply to any 
commissioned medical officer of the government services in the discharge 
of his professional duties; nor to any legally qualified dentist when en- 
gaged exclusively in the practice of dentistry ; nor to legally qualified con- 
sultants ; nor to legally qualified physicians or surgeons residing - on the 
border of a neighboring state, whose practice extends into the limits of 
this state; nor to any osteopath who passes an examination before the 
Board in anatomy, physiology, obstetrics and physical diagnosis, and who 
is licensed to practice osteopathy in the state, but not permitted to admin- 
ister drugs nor to perform major surgery. 

Reciprocity. — Ohio reciprocates on the basis either of an examination or 
a diploma from a recognized medical college with Colorado, District of 
Columbia, Indiana, Iowa, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska 
and Wisconsin, and on the basis of an examination only with Illinois, New 
Jersey and New York. 

Definition of Act .- ~" Any person shall be regarded as practicing medi- 
cine or surgery or midwifery, within the meaning of this, act, who shall use 
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the words or letters 4 Dr„' 'Doctor/ 'Professor/ *M.D./ % M.B./ or any other 
title, in connection with his name, which in any way represents him as 
engaged in the practice of medicine or surgery, or midwifery, in any of its 
branches, or who shall prescribe or who shall recommend, for a fee. for like 
use any drug or medicine, appliance, application, operation or treatment 
of whatever nature, for the cure or relief of any wouud. fracture or bodily 
injury, infirmity or disease. The use of any of the above mentioned 
words or letters, or titles in such connection, and under such circumstances 
as to induce the belief that the person who uses them is engaged in the 
practice of medicine or surgery or midwifery in any of its branches, shall 
be deemed and accepted as prima facie proof of an intent on the part of 
such person to represent himself as engaged in the practice of medicine or 
surgery or midwifery." 

OKLAHOMA. 

Board. — The Territorial Board of Health consists of three members 
appointed by the governor to hold office for two years. President, Dr. B. 
F. Hamilton, Shawnee; Secretary, Dr*. J. W. Baker, Enid. 

Meetings. — Meetings are held in March, June. September and Decern-, 
ber, in Guthrie. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $5.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made in writing, ac- 
companied by the fee, and proof of ten years' continuous practice, or proof 
of graduation from a reputable medical college. Acceptance by the Board 
of the evidence presented entitles the applicant to an examination in anat- 
omy, chemistry, physiology, materia medica and therapeutics, medical Juris- 
prudence, surgery, obstetrics, physical diagnosis and the general practice 
of medicine. Certificates must be registered in the office of the register of 
deeds. Osteopaths are not required to pass an examination in muteria 
medica or therapeutics. 

College Standard. — The only standard set by the Board is n four years' 
course of study. 

Exemptions. — The application of domestic remedies by one member of 
a family to another thereof; the administration of remedies in cases of 
emergency, without compensation are not prohibited. Commissioned med- 
ical officers of the United States Army, Navy, or Murine Hospital Service, 
in the discharge of their official duties, legally qualified dentists engaged 
exclusively in the practice of dentistry ; legally qualified consultants ; prac- 
titioners residing on the border of a neighboring state and who do not open 
an office or appoint a place to meet patients or receive calls within the lim- 
its of this territory, and any osteopath who passes the examinations in anat- 
omy, physiology, obstetrics and physical diagnosis, are not affected by the 
act. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act. — None. 

OREGON. 

Board. — The State Board of Examiners consists of five members, three 
regulars, one homeopath and one eclectic, upi>oiiited by the governor to hold 
office for four years. President, Dr. A. B. Gillis, Kaleni ; Hecrctary, Dr. 
Byron E. Miller, "The Dekum," Portland. 



Meetings.—- The Board meetings are held on the first Tuesday of Jan- 
uary and July, in Portland. Special meetings may he called, if necessary. 

Pees.— Examination fee, $10.00. 

Application for Means tire.— Application must be made In writing, set- 
ting forth the actual time spent by the applicant In the study of medicine 
and surgery, when and where graduated and length of time engaged In 
actual practice. On approval of such evidence by the Board, the applicant 
is examined in anatomy, physiology, c-licriiislry. materia medica, therapeu- 
tics, practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics, diseases of women, medical 
Jurisprudence, diagnosis, pathology, diseases of children, disease* of the 
nervous system, histology, diseases of the eye and ear. and such other 
branches as the Hoard may deem advisable. Licenses must bo filed with the 
county clerk of the county In which the applicant intends to practice.

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Board. — The Medical Council, a body composed of the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, the attorney general, the secretary of Internal affairs, the superin. 
tendent of publfc instruction, the president of the State Board of Health, 
and the presidents of three State Boards of Medical Examiners, has th* 
supervision of the examination of candidates to practice medicine in the 
state. The governor appoints the three Boards of Medical Examiners, con- 
sisting of seven members each, representing the regular, homeopathic and 
eclectic medical societies of the state, these societies furnishing a list of 
names from which selection can be made. The Boards submit to the 
Medical Council a list or questions, from which the Council makes up the 
questions for each examination. The examinations are conducted by the 
respective boards and the results transmitted to the Council, which Issues 
the licenses to those who have passed the examination. Secretary of Med- 
ical Council, Hon. Nathan C. Schaeffer, Harrtsburg. President of Regular 
Board of Examiners, Dr. Henry Bates. Jr., Philadelphia; Secretary. Dr. 

Pittsburg; Secretary of the 
Homeopathic Board, Dr. C. S. Mlddleton. Philadelphia; Secretary of the 
Eclectic Board, Dr. W. H. Blake. Philadelphia. 

Meetityifi. — The Board holds two meetings each year at such time and 
place os it may select. 

Fees.— Examination fee, 525.00; registration fee, 91.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicants are required to furnish satis- 
factory evidence of being more than 21 years of age, of good moral char- 
acter, and Of having obtained a competent school education, and of having 
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received a diploma conferring the degree of medicine from some legally 
incorporated medical college of the United States, or a diploma or license 
conferring the full right to practice all the branches of medicine and sur- 
gery in some foreign country. On paying the prescribed examination fee. 
the Medical Council, if satisfied with the evidence presented by the ap- 
plicant, issues an order for examination before such one of the State Boards 
of Medical Examiners as the applicant may select. In case of failure at 
any such examination, the candidate, after the expiration of six months 
and within two years, shall have the privilege of a second examination by 
the same Board to which application was first made, without the payment 
of an additional fee. 

Examinations are held in the following branches: Anatomy, physi- 
ology, hygiene, chemistry, surgery, obstetrics, pathology, diagnosis, thera- 
peutics, practice of medicine and materia medica. Licenses must be regis- 
tered with the prothonotary of the Court of Common Pleas in the county in 
which the applicant resides. 

College Standard. — The Medical Council has prescribed a minimum 
preliminary education requirement for matriculation in the medical colleges 
of Pennsylvania as follows: (a) A diploma of a literary or scientific col- 
lege, a State normal school, a high school having a course of not less than 
three years, or an academy having an approved high school standing, (b) 
A teacher's permanent certificate issued by the school department of Penn- 
sylvania, (c) The certificate of a legally authorized State Examining 
Board covering required subjects, (d) A certificate showing three years* 
completed work in an approved high school, officially signed and sealed by 
the principal or other authorized officer, (e) In lieu of any of the above, 
an equivalent examination. Two entrance examinations are held annually, 
in Philadelphia and Pittsburg, one in June and one in September or Oc- 
tober. The Board requires that the college course must comprise four regu- 
lar courses of lectures in four different years. 

Exemptions. — The law exempts commissioned officers of the United 
States Army, Navy and Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service in the 
performance of their official duties, legally qualified outside consultants, 
and border practice. 

Reciprocity. — The law contains a reciprocity Hause. but it is not ef- 
fective. • 

Definition of Act. — None given. 

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

Board. — The Commissioner of Public Health for the Philippine Islands 
appoints the Board of Medical Examiners, consisting of three physicians. 
The term of office is three years. The Board appertains to the department 
of the interior so far as executive action may be required in connection 
with it Dr. Edw. C. Carter, U. S. A., Manila, is the Commissioner of 
Health. Secretary Board of Medical Examiners, Dr. It. E. L. Newberne. 
Manila. 

Meetings. — The Board meets in Manila for the purpose of examining 
candidates on the second Tuesday of January. April. July and October. 

Fee*.— Certificate of registration. $15.00. 
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Application for Licensure. — The Board issues a certificate of registra- 
tion to any person who furnishes satisfactory proof of having received a 
diploma as Doctor of Medicine from a chartered medical school or college 
In good standing, or a degree as licentiate of medicine and surgery from the 
St. Thomas University in the city of Manila, or who has received permis- 
sion to appear before a Medical Board for examination with a view of ob- 
taining a license to practice medicine, and who passes a successful ex- 
amination before the Board in anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia 
medica and therapeutics, pathology and bacteriology, hygiene, surgery, prac- 
tice of medicine, obstetrics, diseases of women and children, diseases of 
the nervous system, diseases of the eye and ear, and medical jurisprudence. 
Examinations may be written or oral, or both. In case of failure, the ap- 
plicant is not permitted again to present himself for examination until the 
period of six months has elapsed. 

The Board issues four forms of certificates of registration: one for 
persons holding the degree of Doctor of Medicine; another for persons 
holding the degree of Licentiate of Medicine; a third for undergraduates 
in medicine, and a fourth for midwives. Certificates must be recorded in 
the office of the registrar of deeds in the province or provinces in which the 
applicant may desire to practice. r l he usual fees are charged for recording 
such certificates. 

Any person who has passed the requisite examination before a Board 
of Examiners convened pursuant to Special Orders No. 5, office of the 
United States Military Government in the Philippine Islands, dated Feb. 
25, 1900, and Circular No. G, same authority, dated April 1, 1900, is not re- 
quired to undergo another examination. The fee for such certificate is 
$10.00. 

Any person who lias studied medicine in the St Thomas University of 
the city of Manila for a period or' not less than two years, and who has re- 
ceived the title of "cirujano ministrante" from said University, may be 
registered to practice medicine in remote towns of a province, where no 
civilian doctor of medicine or licentiate of medicine is available, on passing 
a satisfactory examination before the provincial Board of Health for the 
province in which he desires to practice. The fee for such certificate 
is $5.00. 

College Standard. — No information at hand. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit the rendering of services in 
cases of emergency or the administration of family remedies; nor does it 
apply to medical officers of the United States Army, Navy or Marine-Hos- 
pital Service, nor to physicians or surgeons from other countries, provinces 
or cities, called in consultation, nor to actual medical students practicing 
medicine under the direct supervision of a preceptor who is a registered 
doctor of medicine. 

Reciprocity. — No information at hand. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine with- 
in the meaning of this act who shall treat, operate on, prescribe or advise 
for any physical ailment of another for a fee, or who shall represent him- 
self by means of signs, cards, advertisements, or otherwise as a physician 
or surgeon. 
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PORTO RICO. 

Board. — The Board of Examiners is appointed by the Governor, with 
the advice and consent of the Executive Council, and consists of five mem- 
bers, who hold office for five years. Secretary, Dr. Quevedo Baex, San 
Juan; Secretary Superior Board of Health. Dr. William Fawcett Smith, 
San Juan. 

Meetings. — The Board holds meetings for examinations in San Juan on 
the first Tuesday of April and October, and at such other times and places 
as it may determine. 

Fee*. — Examination fee. $10.00; certificate fee, $5.00; reciprocal regis- 
tration fee, $25.00. 

Application fw Licensure, — Application must be made in writing, ac- 
companied by proof that the applicant is a graduate of a medical school or 
institution in good standing and legally organized, and duly approved by 
the Board. The evidence proving satisfactory, the applicant is required to 
take an examination embracing those general subjects and topics, a knowl- 
edge of which is commonly and generally required of candidates for the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine by respectable medical colleges in the United 
States. Certificates must be recorded within sixty days from the date 
thereof, in the office of the Secretary of Porto Rico, and in the office of the 
Superior Board of Health. The usual fees are charged for making such 
record. Any one failing to pass the required examination is entitled to a 
second examination within six months, without fee. 

College Standard. — Applicant must be a graduate of a reputable medi- 
cal college legally organized and which is approved by the Board. 

Exemptions. — Medical officers serving in the Army or Navy of the 
United States, or in the United States Marine-Hospital Service, are ex- 
empted from examination, but are required to be registered by the Superior 
Board of Health and to pay a fee of $5.00. 

Reciprocity. — Applicants who possess diplomas from reputable medical 
colleges, and who have been licensed by State boards, may, on the payment 
of a fee of $25.00, be licensed without examination. 

Definition of Act. — Any person shall be regarded as practicing within 
the meaning of this act who shall append the letters M.I), (for medical 
doctor) to his or .her name, who shall profess publicly to be a physician or 
surgeon, or who shall recommend, prescribe or direct for the use of any per- 
son any drug, medicine, appliance, apparatus or other agency, whether ma- 
terial or not material, for the cure, relief or palliation of any ailment, or 
disease of the mind or body, or for the cure or relief of any wound, frac- 
ture or bodily injury or other deformity, after having received, or with the 
intent of receiving tlierefor. either directly or Indirectly, any bonus, gift or 
compensation. 

RHODE ISLAND. 

Board. — The State Board of Health, which is appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, each member successively holding office for 5 years, has charge of the 
registration and licensing of physicians. The Board consists of seven 
members, three regulars, two homeopaths and two laymen (one a clergy- 
man and the other a civil engineer). President, Dr. Albert (J. Hpriigiic, 
Riverpoint; Secretary. Dr. Gardner T. Swarfs, Providence. 
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Meetings. — The Board meets on the first Thursday and Friday of Janu- 
ary, April, July and October in Providence. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00; certificate fee, $2.00. 

Application for Licensure.—- Applicants must pass a satisfactory ex- 
amination in anatomy and physiology, materia medica and chemistry, pa- 
thology, surgery, theory and practice of medicine, obstetrics and gynecology, 
medical jurisprudence and hygiene. Certificates must be registered with 
the town or city clerk of the applicant's place of residence. 

College Standard. — A diploma is not required. 

Exemptions. — The law does not discriminate against any particular 
school or system of medicine; it does not prohibit gratuitous services in 
cases of emergency; nor does it apply to commissioned surgeons of the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine-Hospital Service, nor to legally 
qualified consultants from another State called in consultation with a physi- 
cian registered in this State, providing they do not open an office or appoint 
a place at which they may meet patients or receive calls. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act. — Any person who shall practice medicine or surgery 
or attempt to practice medicine or surgery, or any of the branches of medi- 
cine or surgery, after having received therefor or with the Intent of receiv- 
ing therefor, either directly or Indirectly, any bonus, fee or compensation, 
or who shall open an office with intent to practice medicine, or shall hold 
himself out to the public as a practitioner of medicine, whether by append- 
ing to his name the title of Doctor or any abbreviation thereof, or "M.D.," 
or any other title or designation implying a practitioner of medicine, or in 
any other way, shall be deemed practicing medicine within the meaning of 
the act. 

SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Board — The State Board of Medical Examiners is composed of eight 
members, one from each of the seven congressional districts and one from 
the State at large, is nominated by the State Medical Association, and is 
appointed and commissioned by the Governor. The term of office is two 
years. The Governor also appoints a State Board of Homeopathic Medical 
Examiners, consisting of three members. Regular Board, President, Dr.

Meetings. — The Board meets once a year, on the second Tuesday in

Application for Licensure. — All persons holding diplomas from repu- 
table medical schools, given prior to the passage of the act, and who give 
evidence of sufficient preliminary education (equivalent to a teacher's first- 
grade certificate) are eligible for examination, irrespective of time of at- 
tendance on medical lectures. Ail persons graduating after the passage of 
this act (February, 1904), must present evidence of sufficient preliminary 
education and of having attended four full courses of lectures of at least 
twenty-six weeks each, no two courses being in the same year. The ex- 
aminations of the Board are divided into two sections, known as the junior 
and the senior curriculum. The junior curriculum comprises examination 
in general anatomy, physiology and histology, materia medica and medical 
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botany, chemistry, organic and inorganic, and medical physics ; bacteriology 
and pathology. The senior curriculum comprises regional or surgical an- 
atomy, practical hygiene and sanitary science, state medicine, practical 
urinalysis and urinary microscopy, theraputics and toxicology, general and 
special surgery, surgical procedure, practical medicine and diseases of chil- 
dren, practical obstetrics and gynecology and medical jurisprudence. Ap- 
plicants possessing a diploma, and who have pursued study In four sep 
arate courses, attaining a mark of not less than 75 per cent, on each indi- 
vidual branch of the curriculum, are exempted from examination in the 
junior curriculum. Those applicants who hold a diploma, but whose term 
of attendance was less than four years, must pass on both the junior and 
senior curriculum, as must also those attending a four years course who 
can not produce a certificate showing that they attained a mark of 75 per 
cent, on all branches of their college curriculum. 

College Standard. — Four years of at least twenty -six weeks each, no 
two courses to be given in the same calendar year. 

A recognized medical college having a regular four year course may 
allow advanced standing of one year to graduates of colleges of liberal arte. 

Exemptions. — The act does not apply to commissioned medical officer** 
of the United States Army, Navy or Marine-Hospital Service, nor to legally 
qualified consultants. 

Reciprocity. — The Board is empowered to endorse, without exainl na- 
tion, on receipt of the regular fee ($10.00), the licenses Issued by other 
State Boards having an equal standing. The Board no* reciprocate* with 
Illinois, Kansas, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Nevada, Texan, 
Virginia, Wisconsin and Wyoming. No applicant who has failed to pa** 
the Board's examination will be granted a license under the reciprocity 
clause. 

Definition of Act. — Any ]>er$<on shall be regarded as practicing medi- 
cine, within the meaning of this act, who shall treat, operate on, or pre- 
scribe for any physical ailment of another, except those engaged solely In 
the practice of osteopathy. 

SOUTH DAKOTA. 

Board. — The Board of Medical Examiner* consist* of seven members, 
and is appointed by the « Governor to hold office for three years, V<tnr Mem- 
bers of the Board are regular*, two are homeopaths, and one is an eeJeetS'r, 
President, Dr. S. Oloey. Sioux Falls; tetrvtary. In, \\. V,. MeN'utt, Aber-

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visable. An average of at least 75 per cent, of correct answers is required 
from the applicant. Licences must be recorded with a county register of 
deeds. 

College Standard. — High school diploma for admission and four years 
of twenty-six weeks each, no two courses to be given in any one calendar 
year, is the standard adopted by the Board. 

Exemptions. — This act does not apply to commissioned surgeons of the 
United States Array, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, in the actual per- 
formance of their duties, nor to legally qualified consultants, nor to dentists 
or osteopaths in the legitimate practice of their profession, nor to Christian 
Scientists as such, who do not practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics, by 
the use of any material, remedies or agents. • 

Reciprocity — The Board is empowered to accept and license on the 
payment of the regular fee ($20.00), without examination, the holder of a 
license issued by the Examining Board of any other State or territory hav- 
ing requirements equal to those of the State of South Dakota, at the time 
when such license is presented for registration, and who grant reciprocal 
privileges. 

Definition of Act. — "When a person shall append or prefix the letters 
*M.B.,* or 'M.D./ or the title 'Dr.* or Doctor or any other sign or appella- 
tion in a medical sense to his or her name, or shall profess publicly to be a 
physician or surgeon, or who shall recommend, prescribe or direct for the 
use of any person any drug, medicine, apparatus or other agency for the 
cure, relief or palftation of any ailment or disease of the mind or body, or 
for the cure or relief of any wound, fracture or bodily injury, or deformity 
after having received or with the intent of receiving therefor, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, any bonus, gift or compensation, shall be regarded as 
practicing within the meaning of this act." 

TENNESSEE. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners consists of six mem- 
bers — four regulars, one eclectic and one homeopath — and is appointed by 
the Governor to hold office for four years. President, Dr. E. E. Hunter, 
Elizabethtown ; Secretary, Dr. T. J. Happel, Trenton. 

Meetings.— The Board meets aunually, in May, in Nashville. 

Fees. — Examination fee for temporary license, $5.00; for permanent 
license, $10.00 ; for the issuance of a certificate of temporary license, $1.00 ; 
for permanent license, $5.00. County recording fee, $0.50. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made in writing, ac- 
companied by examination fee, and satisfactory proof that the applicant is 
of good moral character. A diploma is not required. All applicants are 
examined in anatomy, physiology, chemistry, pathology, surgery, obstetrics, 
materia medica. and practice, and the branches peculiar to the teachings 
of the school attended by the applicant. Certificates of license must be re- 
corded with the County Clerk of the county in which the applicant proposes 
to practice within three months from date of issuance. Practitioners who 
have registered in the county in which they reside may go from one county 
to another on professional duties without being required to register. Tem- 
porary licenses are granted upon examination w T hich are good until the 
next meeting of the Board.

— The act does not prohibit the administration of domestic 
or family remedies in cases of emergency, nor does it apply to the practice 
of dentistry, to surgeons of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hos- 
pital Service, nor to any registered physician or surgeon of other states 
called in actual consultation, nor to midwives, nor to veterinary surgeons, 
nor osteopaths, not giving or using medicine in their practice, nor to op- 
ticians, nor to Christian Scientists. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing who treats or 
professes to treat, operates on, or prescribes for any physical ailment or any 
physical injury to, or deformity of another. 

TEXAS. 

Boards. — Texas has three Boards of Medical Examiners, regular, home- 
opathic and eclectic, each consisting of nine members, who hold office for 
two years. The boards are appointed by the Governor from a list of 
names furnished by the Texas State Medical Association, the Eclectic 
Medical Society of Texas, and the Homeopathic Medical Society of Texas. 
President of Regular Board, Dr. S. R. Burroughs, Buffalo; Secretary, Dr.

Meetings. — The regular Board meets at least twice a year; the places 
to be determined by the Board from time to time. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $15.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Applications must be made in writing and 
presented to the President or Secretary of the Board before which the ap- 
plicant desires to appear, and must l>e accompanied by the examination fee. 
The applicant is examined in anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia 
inedica. therapeutics, histology, patholegy, practice of medicine, surgery, in- 
cluding diseases of the eye, ear, nose and throat; obstetrics, gynecology, 
hygiene and medical jurisprudence. Failure to pass the examination pro- 
hibits further examination before any of the three Boards before the ex- 
piration of one year. Failure to pass one Board prohibits application to 
any other Board at any time. Certificates must be recorded with the dis- 
trict clerk. 

Cutleye Standard. — All applicants for examination must have attended 
at least two full terms of medic.*' 1 lectures, in two separate years, in some 
reputable medical college. 

Exemption*. — Commissioned officers or contract surgeons of the United 
States Army. Navy, or Marine Hospital Service, in the performance of 
their duties as such, registered dentist;*, and lawfully qualified consultants 
are exempted. 

Reciprocity. — Texas now recognizes licenses from Minnesota, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey. New York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, South 
Carolina, Vermont and Virginia on the basis of an examination only. The 
Board is empowered to accept tl»e certificate of any State whose require- 
ments are equal to those of Texas. 
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Dcfinitit/n of Act. — ,\ny person is regarded as practicing medicine 
surgery within the meaning of this act who professes publicly to be : 
physician or surgeon, and who offers to practice, as such, for those needing 
medical or surgical aid, and who charges therefor, or receives 
Hon. The act includes persons not pretending to he physicians who offer 
for sale, publicly on the streets, or other public places, remedies not manu- 
factured, aud compounded within the State which they recommend for the 
cure of disease.

Board.— The Mali, i'oard of Medical Uxamtners consists ul seven inein- 
bers, representatives of the various recognised schools of niediclue, aud is 
apiHiirited by the Governor at each regular session of the legislature.

Meetinys.— Meetings are held on the tlrst Monday in January, April, 
July and October, in Salt Lake City. 

fees.— Examination fee, $10.00. 

Application for Lii-eiisuie. — Certificates are Issued to persona furnishing 
satisfactory proof of having received a degree or diploma from a chartered 
medical college In good standing, and who [kiss an examination with an av- 
erage of To per cent, in bacteriology, histology, medical jurisprudence, prac- 
Ice, pathology, pediatrics, chemistry, materia uiedici, therapeutics, ob- 
stetrics, gynecology, diseases of the Skin, anatomy, surgery, eye, ear. nose 
and throat, hygiene aud physiology. Certificates must be recorded with the 
County Clerk in the county in which applicant resides, within three months 
from its date and the date of record must be endorsed thereon.

Definition of Act.— Any person is regarded as practicing medicine who 
treats, operates on, or prescribes, for any physical ailment of another for 
a fee, or who holds himself out by means of signs, cards, advertisements or 
otherwise, as a physician or surgeon. 

VERMONT. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Registration consists of s 
members — three regulars, two homeopaths and two eclectics— three of 
whom serve for two years, two for four years and two for six years. The 
appointments are made by the Governor from a list furnished by the regu- 
lar, homeopathic and eclectic societies of the State. President, Dr. Henry 
Janes, Waterbnry ; Secretary, Dr. W. Scott Nay. Underbill. 

Meetings. — The Board meets iu Montpeller ou the second Tuesday In 
January, and at Burlington on the second Tuesday in July, and at such 
other times and places as It may determine. 
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Fee*. — Examination fee, $15.00 ; recording fee, $0.26 ; reciprocity regis- 
tration fee, $10.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicants shall present qualifications as 
to moral character and professional standing from two reputable physicians 
in the county in which he resides, and from the city or town clerk of his 
place of residence, and is then entitled to an examination in writing which 
embraces twelve subjects of ninety questions, viz. : Anatomy, bacteriology, 
practice of medicine and pathology, surgery, legal medicine, obstetrics, 
gynecology, physiology, hygiene, chemistry, materia medica and therapeu- 
tics. The general average must be at least 75 per cent, in order to obtain a 
license. Failing at the examination, applicant may be re-examined within 
one year without further fee. Certificates must be registered with the Sec- 
retary of State within thirty days after Issuance. 

College Standard. — The standard of requirements of the Vermont Board 
is as follows: Preliminary. — A four-year high school education or its 
equivalent, such as would admit the student to a recognized university. 
Medical. — Four courses of lectures of 900 hours each, in four different cal- 
endar years prior to graduation from a medical college approved by the 
.Board. Practitioners graduated prior to 1901 are exempt from this re- 
quirement. 

Exemptions. — This act does not apply to persons licensed under the 
provisions of former acts, nor to persons who resided and practiced med- 
icine in the State previous to Nov. 28, 1876, nor to commissioned officers of 
the United States Army, Navy, or Marine Hospital Service, nor to legally 
qualified consultants, nor to midwives. 

Reciprocity. — Vermont now reciprocates with Illinois, Maine, Mary- 
land, Michigan, New Jersey, North Dakota, Texas, Wisconsin and Wyo- 
ming, on certificates Issued subsequent to July 1, 1905, and with the District 
of Columbia in special cases. The Board will endorse the certificate or 
license of any State medical examining .and licensing board in accordance 
with the following section of the Public Acts of 1904: The Board shall 
issue licenses without examination to reputable physicians and surgeons 
who shall personally appear and present a certified copy of certificate of

President, Dr. R. W. Martin, Lynchburg; Secretary, Dr. R. S. Martin, 
Stuart. 

Meetings. — The Board meets twice a year at such time and place as it 
may determine. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00; recording fee, as for a deed. Annual 
State license fee, $10 to $25; county license fee, $10.00; city license fee, 
$10.00 to $75.00. 

Application for Licensure. — The Board requires for /licensure a diploma 
and passing a satisfactory written examination consisting of 100 questions 
in the following subjects: Anatomy and embryology 10, chemistry 6, toxi- 
cology 2, medical jurisprudence 3, histology 2, physiology 6, hygiene 3, ma- 
teria medica 6, therapeutics 6, pathology 6, bacteriology 3, neurology 3, 
laryngology, rhinology, ophthalmology, otology, 10, practice, diagnosis and 
etiology 12, obstetrics 5, gynecology 5, pediatrics 2, surgery 10. On receiv- 
ing a grade of 75 per cent, a license is granted. Undergraduates taking a 
graded course in any regularly chartered medical school are entitled to ex- 
amination on such branch or branches in which they have passed a satis- 
factory examination in the college, and if they pass the Board examina- 
tion, no further examination is required in such branches. If the applicant 
fails to pass the examination, he is not permitted to be re-examined until 
he presents a diploma of graduation. Any applicant professing a system 
of medicine which does not require the use of drugs in the treatment of 
disease is exempt from the examination in materia medica and practice.. 
The President of the Board is empowered to grant a special permit, for 
cause, entitling the holder to practice until the next meeting of the Board. 
A certificate to practice is issued to all candidates receiving 75 per cent, on 
the examination. The certificate must be registered with the County Clerk 
of the county in which the applicant intends to practice. 

College Standard. — Applicants holding diplomas from any college legal- 
ly chartered by the State wherein it is located, are admitted to examina- 
tion. 

Exemptions. — Dentists, inidwivcs, commissioned otticers or contract 
surgeons of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service in 
the performance of their duties as such, duly qualified outside consultants, 
are exempted. 

Reciprocity. — Virginia reciprocates with Delaware, Georgia, Indiana, 
Michigan, Maryland, Nebraska, South Carolina, Texas and Wisconsin. 

Definition of Act. — To open an office for such purpose or to announce 
to the public in any way a readiness to practice medicine in any county 
or city of the State, or prescribe for or give surgical assistance to, or to 
heal, cure or relieve, or attempt to heal, cure or relieve, those suffering from 
injury or deformity, or disease of mind or body, or to advertise, or to an- 
nounce to the public in any manner a readiness or ability to heal, cure or 
relieve, those who may be suffering from injury or deformity or disease of 
mind or body, is considered to be engaged in the practice of medicine with- 
in the meaning of the act. The act also applies to those who use in connec- 
tion with their name the words or letters, "Dr.," Doctor, Professor, "M.D.," 
or "Healer,*' or any other title, word, letter or designation, intending to im- 
ply or designate liim or her as a practitioner of medicine, or surgery in any 
of its branches.

WASHINGTON. 

Board. — The Examining Board consists of nine members, and is ap- 
pointed by the Governor, to hold office for three years. President Dr. J. 
B. Eagleson. Seattle ; Secretary, Dr. C. W. Sharpies, Seattle. 

Meetings. — The Board meets alternately in Eastern and Western 
Washington, at such places as it may designate, on the first Tuesday of 
January and July. Special meetings may be held when necessary. 

Fees. — Examination fee. $25.00; registration fee. $1.00. 

Application for Licensure. — On presentation of satisfactory evidence as 
to age, moral character, and graduation, from a duly authorized medical 
college, the applicant is examined in anatomy, physiology, chemistry, tox- 
icology, pathology, bacteriology, histology, materia, medica. therapeutics, 
preventive medicine, practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics, diseases of 
women and children, diseases of the nervous system, eye and ear, medical 
jurisprudence, and such other branches as the Board shall deem advisable 
to test the scientific and practical knowledge of the applicant and his fit- 
ness to practice medicine and surgery. One hundred questions are to be 
answered, distributed through the various subjects. Certificates must be 
registered with the County Clerk of the county in which the applicant in- 
tends to practice. 

College Standard. — Four years" graded course. (If the college be now 
in existence,) 

Exemptions. — The act makes no exemptions, except in the case of 
dentists confining themselves strictly to the practice of dentistry. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act.— Any person shall be deemed as practicing within 
the meaning of this act who shall have and maintain an office, or place of 
business with his or her name and the words physician or surgeon. 
"Doctor," "M.D." or "M.B." in public view, or shall assume or advertise the 
title of Doctor or any title which shall show or shall tend to show that the 
person assuming or advertising the same is a lawful practitioner of any 
of the branches of medicine or surgery in such a manner as to convey the 
impression that he or she is a practitioner of medicine or surgery under 
the laws of this State; or any person who shall practice medicine or sur- 
gery under a false or assumed name, or under cover of the name of some 
legal practitioner, or personate any legal practitioner, or for a fee. prescribe 
or direct, or recommend for the use of any person any drug or medicine 
for the treatment, care or relief of any wound, fracture or bodily injury, 
infirmity or disease. 

WEST VIRGINIA. . 

Board. — The State Board of Health consists of ten members, two from 
each congressional district and is appointed by the Governor to hold office 
for four years. President, Dr. D. P. Morgan. Clarksburg; Secretary, Dr. 
H. A. Barbee, Point Pleasant. 

Meetings. — The Board meets three times a year at such place and time 
as it may designate. 

Fees. — Examination fee. *HMji». with permission to take another ex- 
amination in case of failure, within one year, without the payment of an 
additional fee. 

7-Med. ?«. 
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Application for Licensure. — Applicants are examined in anatomy, 
physiology, chemistry, materia medica, pathology, pathologic anatomy, 
medicine, surgery and obstetrics. A medical college diploma is not re- 
quired. 

College Standard. — None. 

Exemptions. — Commissioned officers of the United States Army, Navy 
and Marine Hospital Service, and qualified consultants are exempt. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine who 
professes publicly to be a physician and prescribes for the* sick or who ap- 
pends to his name the letters "M.D." The act also applies to apothecaries 
and pharmacists who prescribe for the sick. 

WISCONSIN. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners, consisting of eight 
members, is appointed by the Governor, from lists of ten names each pre- 
sented by the Wisconsin State Medical Society, Homeopathic Medical So- 
ciety, and Eclectic Medical Society, and five names presented by the Wis- 
consin State Osteopathic Association. The term of service is four years. 
Three members of the Board are allopaths, 2 are homeopaths, 2 eclectics 
and 1 is an osteopath. President, Dr. W. T. Sarles, Sparta ; Secretary, Dr. 
J. V. Stevens, Jefferson. 

Meetings. — Regular meetings are held on the second Tuesday in Janu- 
ary at Milwaukee, and on the second Tuesday in July at Madison. 

Fees. — Examination, $15.00; license fee, $5.00; county recording fee, 
$0.50. 

Application for Licensure. — On presentation and approval of a diploma 
from a reputable college, the applicant is entitled to an examination In an- 
atomy, histology, physiology, obstetrics, gynecology, pathology, urinalysis, 
chemistry, toxicology, dietetics, physical and general diagnosis, and hy- 
giene. The examination in materia medica, therapeutics and practice is 
conducted by members of the Board representing the school of practice 
which the applicant claims or intends to follow. Licenses must be recorded 
with the County Clerk of the county in which the applicant desires to 
practice. 

College Standard. — Four courses of not less than seven months each, 
no two courses to be taken within any one twelve months, and a preliminary 
education requirement equivalent to graduation from an accredited high 
school of Wisconsin. Matriculants must pass their entrance examinations 
and remove any conditions before the principal of one of the normal schools 
of the State. 

Exemptions. — Commissioned surgeons of the United States Army, 
Public Health and Marine Hospital Service, and legally qualified consult- 
ants are exempt. 

Reciprocity. — Any practitioner holding a certificate from any other 
State Board imposing requirements equal to those established by the Wis- 
consin Board, may, at the discretion of the Board, be admitted to practice 
without sin examination on the payment of the fee of $25.00. Wisconsin 
reciprocates with District of Columbia, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa. 
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Kansas, Kentucky, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, New Hampshire, New Jersey, North Dakota, Ohio, South Carolina, 
South Dakota, Texas, Vermont, Virginia and Wyoming. 

Definition of Act. — Every person is regarded as practicing medicine or 
osteopathy, within the meaning of this act who appends to his name the 
letters "M.D.," "M.B.," or "D.O.," "Dr.," Doctor, or any other letters of 
designation with intent to represent that he is a physician, surgeon or 
osteopathist ; or who for a fee, prescribes drugs or other medical or surgical 
treatment for the cure or relief of any wound, fracture, bodily injury, in- 
firmity or disease. 

WYOMING. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners consists of three mem- 
bers, and is appointed by the Governor to hold office for four years. Presi- 
dent, Dr. E. P. Rohrbaugh, Casper ; Secretary, Dr. S. B. Miller, Laramie. 

Meetings. — Regular meetings of the Board for the purpose of examin- 
ations will be held on the first Wednesday in June, September and Decem- 
ber, at such places as the Board may select. 

Examination Fee. — Fee, $25.00. Failing to pass the examination, the 
applicant may present himself for re-examination within one year, without 
payment of additional fee. 

Application for Licensure. — The applicant must present to the Board, 
for verification, a diploma issued by a regularly chartered college, recog- 
nized by the State Board of Health or the State Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers of the State in which it is located. On approval of the diploma, 
he is required to take an examination in the following subjects: An- 
atomy, physiology, chemistry and toxicology, pathology, physical diagnosis, 
gynecology, principles of surgery, obstetrics, hygiene and bacteriology, and 
such other branches as are necessary to complete the system of which he is 
a practitioner. An average grade of 75 per cent, in all branches is required, 
and not less than 60 per cent, in any one branch. Certificates issued to 
persons who successfully pass these examinations must be recorded in the 
office of the County Clerk of the county in which such persons desire to 
practice. 

College Standard. — Recognition by examining boards of the State in 
which college is located. 

Exemptions, — The act does not prohibit gratuitous service in case of 
emergency ; nor does it apply to commissioned surgeons of the United States 
Army or Navy, nor to medical examiners of relief departments of railroad 
companies w T hile so employed, nor to legally qualified consultants, nor to 
physicians and surgeons residing on the border of a neighboring State. 

Reciprocity. — The Board may, in its discretion, grant certificates on 
licenses issued by the Medical Examining Board of the District of Colum- 
bia, or of -any State or territory of the United States, provided, they have 
been granted on requirements no less than those of Wyoming, and pro- 
vided, further, that the Board of the state or territory issuing the license 
reciprocates on the same terms with Wyoming. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine who 
in any manner holds himself out to the public as being engaged in the 
diagnosis and treatment of diseases or injuries or deformities of human 
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beings, or who suggests, recommends, or prescribes, aiiy form of treatment 
for the intended palliation, relief or cure of any physical or mental ailment 
of any person, with the intention of receiving therefor, either directly or 
indirectly, any fee, gift, or compensation ; or who maintains an office for 
the reception, examination and treatment of any person suffering from dis- 
ease or injury of body or mind ; or who attaches the title of "M.D.," sur- 
geon, doctor, or any other word or abbreviation to his name indicating that 
he is engaged in the practice of medicine. 

CUBA. 

Graduates of foreign institutions must present their degree to the De- 
partment in Charge of Public Instruction, and this degree must be regis- 
tered by the University of Havana, providing it has been issued by an auth- 
orized institution, one which fully authorizes professional practice in the 
country, stale or territory wherein the degree was issued; that the signa- 
tures thereto are duly legalized; each of these requirements to be proven 
by a certificate properly attested. 

After having furnished such proofs, the department grants permission 
for an examination, the petitioner to be properly identified, on receipt of 
$35.00 in United States money or its equivalent. The examination is 
theoretical, and consists of a clinical examination of one patient, descrip- 
tion of the method of performing a prescribed operation, and a thesis, five 
hours being allowed for the writing of this thesis. All examinations, both 
written and oral, are held in Spanish, or through an interpreter; the in- 
terpreter to be chosen by the department, the applicant to pay $15.00 for 
his services. Ke-examination after six months without extra charge is 
permitted. 

MEXICO. 

All persons who desire to practice medicine in Mexico must pass an 
examination, irrespective of any degrees which they may hold. The ex- 
aminations vary in the different states, but all are conducted in Spanish and 
are very severe. 

PANAMA. 

Registration to practice medicine is under the control of the National 
Hoard of Health. Each applicant must have a diploma acceptable to the 
Hoard. A required fee of $200, payable in the currency of the country, is 
at the present time worth nearly $100 gold. The country will probably go 
on a gold basis, and if it does the fee, of course, will be payable In gold. 
It is understood that the examination will be oral and in either Spanish, 
Freuch or English, as all three of these languages are in general use on the 
isthmus. The law, however, says that the examination shall be in the form 
and according to the program established by the Board in each case, and 
under that sort of a rule they have a right to do anything they please. The 
President of the National Hoard of Health is Dr. C. L. Urriola, Panama. 
This law does not apply to the zone controlled by the United States Govern- 
ment. Laws for this zone will probably be passed by the Canal Commis- 
sion. 
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SOUTH AMERICA. 

South American republics require any one who seeks permission to 
practice to pass an examination irrespective of any degrees which he may 
hold, and the examinations are conducted, as a rule, in Spanish. 

DOMINION OF CANADA. 

British Columbia. — The Council admits on the register any person who 
produces from any college or school of medicine and surgery, requiring at 
least four years of study, a diploma of qualification ; provided that where 
the college or school of medicine did not require a course of study of at least 
four years, but a postgraduate course has been taken, which in point of 
time, added to the college or school of medicine course, completes a period 
of four years, it will be deemed sufficient. The applicant must also fur- 
nish evidence of identification, and pass a satisfactory examination, orally 
and in writing, in anatomy, chemistry, physiology, pathology, materia 
medica and medical jurisprudence, theory and practice of medicine, theory 
and practice of surgery* clinical medicine., clinical surgery, obstetrics and 
diseases of women and children. 

The examination fee is $100.00. fifty of which is returned to the candi- 
date in case of his failure to pass the ex:imiuatiou. Two examinations are 
held each year, beginning on the first Monday of May and the last Mon- 
day of October at the college rooms, in the New Parliament Buildings, Vic- 
toria. 

For further information apply to the registrar. Dr. C. J. Fagan, Vic- 
toria, B. C. 

Manitoba. — The Licensing Board is known as the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, which is composed of all the medical practitioners whose 
names are duly entered on the Manitoba Medical Register. This Board 
does not teach medicine nor does it conduct examinations. Examinations 
are conducted by the University of Manitoba beginning at 9 o'clock a. m.. 
on the third Monday of April of each year. 

Only graduates in medicine of the University of Manitoba are admitted 
without further examination. A graduate of any other Canadian or foreign 
medical school must send his diploma before March 1, to the Registrar of 
the Board, and. if. the credential is found satisfactory, will be reported to 
the University of Manitoba as eligible to write at the examination. 

A graduate, of any medical college in the United States or other foreign 
country is required to send to Dr. G. J. Laird, Registrar of the University 
of Manitoba, Winnipeg, in addition to his diploma, detail information re- 
garding his medical training. If the credentials furnished show that the 
applicant has had a training at least the equivalent of the medical course 
offered by the University of Manitoba (a course of five years, the first of 
which is devoted to physics, chemistry, botany, histology and anatomy) the 
applicant is declared eligible to take the written examination in the usual 
branches of the medical curriculum. 

The fee for license is $75.00. The Registrar of the Board is Dr. J. S. 
Gray, 358 Hargrave street, Winnipeg. 

yeto Brunswick. — The Medical Council of Physicians and Surgeons of 
this province is composed of nine legally qualified practitioners, four of 
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whom are unpointed by the Governor and five by the New Brunswick 
Medical Society. 

Applicants for licensure must have passed the preliminary examlnatl 
prescrii>ed by the Council ; must have studied medicine during four 
and must have passed the professional examination, irrespective ( 
diploma tbey may possess. '1 he examination is held beginning the 
Wednesday in June, at St. John. 

The registrar Is Dr. Stewart Skinner, St. John. 

Alberta and Saskatchewan.- — The Council of the College of Physlei 
and Surgeons consists of live elective members. 

The Council admits on the register: 1. Any person possessing a dlpl< 
ma from any mi'di'-ul wlniol in Great Britain and Ireland having power 
grant such diploma, and who produces such diploma and furnishes sat 
factory evidence of identification. 2. Any member of an incorporated col- 
lege of physicians and surgeons of any province of the Dominion of Canada. 
3. Any person producing a diploma from any recognized medical college 
requiring a four years' course; provided, the applicant passes a satisfactory 
examination before the Council. 

The examination fee Is $50.00; registration, $50.00, and the annual 
assessment is $2.00 

These territories have recently been divided into 1 
berta and Saskatchewan. The legislatures for these t 
doubtless enact new medical laws In the near future. 

The registrar is Dr. J. D, Lnfferty, Calgary, Alberta. 

Nova Scotia.— The Provincial Medical Board consists of 13 practition- 
ers, 7 of whom are appointed by tbe Governor, and are elected by 
Medical Society. 

Examinations are held twice a year, beginning the first Thursday In 
May and the last Thursday in August, 

Applicants for licensure must have complied with the following condi- 
tions: 1. The matriculation requirements of the Board. 2. They must 
have studied medicine for four collogiate sessions of at least eight months 
each; and they must have passed professional examinations as follows 
First professional, at the end of the second year of medical study ; fee, 
$15.00 ; second professional, at the end of the third year of study ; fee, 
$10.00; third professional, at the end of the fourth year of study 
$25.00. 

The Secretary of the Board is Dr. A. W. H. Lindsay, 241 Plea: 
street, Halifax. 

Ontario.— The Council of the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
Ontario (.the name adopted by the medical profession of the province in 
corporate capacity) Is empowered to enact laws for the regulation of all 
matters connected with medical education, and to fix the terms on which 
practitioners of medicine, duly qualified in other countries, may be admit- 
ted as members of the college, this being the only mode in which they cau 
become legally entitled to practice medicine In the province. 

Graduates iu medicine from recognized colleges 
of Canada, who desire to qualify themselves for registration, must pass the 
matriculation required by the Council ; must attend one or more full winter 
courses of lectures In one of the Ontario medical schools ; must 
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folly the practical and clinical curriculum required by the Council after the 
fourth year, and must pass the examinations prescribed by the Council. 

Professional examinations are held in Toronto beginning the third 
Tuesday in November and the third Tuesday in May. These examinations 
are divided into three parts : Primary, taken after the second session ; in- 
termediate, and final. The fees are: For registration of matriculation, 
$20.00; for primary examination, $30.00; for intermediate and final exam- 
ination, $50.00; registration and membership, $25.00; registration of addi- 
tional degrees, $2.00 ; annual assessment, $2.00. 

The registrar is Dr. R. A. Pyne, Department of Education, S. E. cor. 
Bay and Richmond, Toronto. 

Prince Edward Island. — The Council of the Medical Society is com- 
posed of seven members elected by the society. Every applicant for regis- 
tration must satisfy the Council that he has passed a preliminary or 
matriculation examination on the subjects specified in the by-laws of the 
Council, and had his name placed on the medical students' register ; that he 
has studied medicine four years in a university or medical college of good 
standing, and that he has satisfactorily passed a professional examination 
before the Council. 

The fee for registration in the medical register is $20.00 ; for the pro- 
fessional examination, $25.00; for the matriculation examination, $10.00; 
and for registration in the medical students' register, $2.00. 

There is reciprocity between Prince Edward Island. New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia. 

The registrar is Dr. Richard Johnson, Charlottetown. 

Quebec. — Licenses are granted only at the regular meetings of the Med- 
ical Board, the College of Physicians and Surgeons. Meetings are held twice 
a year ; the first Wednesday of July in Montreal and the last Wednesday of 
September in Quebec. 

The fees are: For preliminary examination (required of graduates of 
all foreign colleges), $20.00 and for the professional examination, $40.00. 

Every candidate for a license to practice medicine, surgery and mid- 
wifery, in this province, desiring to be registered, and who has not obtained 
a degree or diploma from any of the institutions specified by the law, must 
pass an examination before the Board and submit satisfactory evidence of 
having complied with all the other requirements of the Board. 

All persons coming from any recognized college outside of Great Britain 
and her provinces must pass the preliminary examination or show that 
they have already passed an equivalent examination. The subjects for this 
examination are arithmetic, algebra, geometry, chemistry, physics, phil- 
osophy, botany, Latin, literature, history, geography and English or French. 
They must also follow in one of the schools of medicine in the province a 
complete course (for six months) of lectures, and such other course or 
courses as are necessary to complete the curriculum required by the Board, 
and pass the professional examination.

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AUSTRIA. 

Before the study of medicine can be undertaken an entrance examina- 
tion must be passed, comprising a knowledge of Greek and Latin, besides 
arithmetic, geometry and geography, and an especially severe examination 
in physics and chemistry. Since all medical schools are attached to public 
hospitals and are owned and governed by the state, teaching is practically 
on a uniform scale. Five and one-half years (eleven semesters) is the min- 
imum period of study in the laboratories and hospital wards.. Final ex- 
aminations are then passed and diploma granted. 

Foreign diplomas are recognized only after all examinations are passed. 
Women are admitted to the profession. Naturalization as an Austrian sub- 
ject is necessary before right to practice is given. 



BELGIUM. 

Before matriculation as a medical student the candidate must have 
followed the courses of the Faculty of Science for at least one year and 
must pass an examination in (1) logic; (2) experimental physics; (3) ele- 
mentary zoology; (4) general chemistry; (5) elementary botany; (6) 
elementary notions of mineralogy, geology and (7) physical geography, be- 
sides passing a practical test in chemistry and making a microscopic demon- 
stration. Having thus secured the diploma of candidate of science, the 
student is required to pursue medical study in the following courses: (1) 
Embryology; (2) human anatomy, systemic and topographic ; (3) histology, 
general and special; (4) elementary comparative anatomy; (5) psychology 
and (6) physiology. 

He must also pass practice tests in macroscopic and microscopic demon- 
strations. To complete the above subjects requires two years, or three 
years if coupled with the work for the candidate of science. Three years 
more are necessary in the study of (1 ) general pathology and therapeutics; 
(2) elementary pharmacology and pharmaco-dynamics ; (3) morbid an- 
atomy; (4) medical pathology and special therapeutics of internal and 
mental diseases; (S3) surgical, general and special pathology; (6) theoreti- 
cal midwifery; (7) hygiene, public and private; (8) forensic medicine; 
(9) clinical medicine; (10) clinical surgery; (11) theory and practice of 
surgical operations; (12) ophthalmology, didactic and clinical, and (13) 
clinical obstetrics. Candidate must also pass practical tests in macroscopic 
and microscopic demonstrations of pathologic anatomy and demonstrations 
of regional anatomy. Diplomas may be granted by a state university, a 
free university, or by juries appointed by the government. Four universi- 
ties grant medical degree, two of which, at Li6ge and Ghent, are state in- 
stitutions, the so-called free universities being at Brussels and Louvain. A 
diploma is required for authority to practice. Doctors from foreign coun- 
tries must pass an examination before a special jury, which must be first 
ratified by a special commission at Brussels. 

Foreign practitioners must obtain permission to practice through a duly 
appointed medical board whose requirements are so stringent as to Ve prac- 
tically prohibitive. 
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BULGARIA. 

Practice of medicine is restricted to legally qualified medical meu and 
is under the control and supervision of the Minister of the Interior, assisted 
by a Medical Council, which meets at Sofia and consists of six medical men 
selected by the government. 

Every person who desires to practice medicine must show that he ob- 
tained his medical degree after a regular course of study and that he has 
previously passed an examination in arts, after which he must pass an ex- 
amination in medicine and surgery, conducted in the Bulgarian language, 
for which he must pay an examination fee of 100 francs (about $10.00). 
Subsequent registration of the certificate by the medical council costs an- 
other 100 francs. 

DENMARK. 

Anybody wishing to pass the medical graduation examination must be 
a B.A., and, besides having taken the philosophic degree at the University 
of Copenhagen, have gone through the prescribed educational course for 
medical students, which embraces not only lectures and training in the sub- 
jects for examination, but also courses in (1) dissection; (2) physiologic 
chemistry; (3) practical physics, and clinical courses of (4) medicine; (5) 
surgery; (6) dermatology and venereal diseases; (7) ophthalmology; (&) 
otolaryngology ; (9) epidemic diseases; (10) psychiatrics; (11) obstetrics 
and pediatrics, and further courses in (12) topographic anatomy and (13) 
vaccination. The medical examination is divided into two parts, which 
must be absolved within a space of time not exceeding six years. The first 
part embraces oral examination in (1) anatomy; (2) physiology; (3) 
physics: (4) chemistry, and practical trials of (5) dissection and (G) in- 
organic qualitative analysis. The character for physiology is reckoned 
double, and for the trials of chemistry and physics is given one common 
character, thus making the aggregate number of characters for this part of 
the examination five. The second part embraces written theses in (1) 
general pathology; (2) surgery, and (3) medicine; practical trial in (4) 
clinical medicine; (5) clinical surgery and (0) surgical operation; oral 
trial in (7) general pathology ; (8) pathologic anatomy; (9) forensic med- 
icine; (10) surgery; (11) medicine; (12) obstetrics, and (13) pharmacol- 
ogy. Medical graduation examination is the only legal title to practice ex- 
cepting in obstetrics, for which a supplementary course must be passed at 
the Royal Lying-in Hospital. Women physicians are on an equality with 
men. Foreign graduates must pass the examination. 

EGYPT. 

Only those having qualifications which would allow them to practice 
medicine in the Uuited Kingdom are eligible to practice. 

FRANCE. 

The only legal qualification to practice medicine Is the degree of 
Doctor in Medicine granted by the state after an examination by a recog- 
nized faculty of medicine. The same regulation applies to Algiern. 
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Before commencing the study of medicine the candidate must produce a 
diploma of bachelor of secondary classical education in letters or phil- 
osophy and a certificate of study of physics, chemistry and natural science ; 
or four certificates of higher studies obtained from a faculty of science in 
physics, chemistry, botany, zoftlogy or general physiology or embryology. 
The examinations for the degree of doctor in medicine are as follows : The 
first examination to be takeu between the sixth and eighth inscriptions 
(quarters), consisting of a practical test in dissection and oral examin- 
ation in anatomy, excluding regional anatomy; the second examination to 
be taken between the eighth and tenth inscriptions, covering histology, 
physiology, including biologic physiology and biologic chemistry; the third 
examination between the thirteenth and sixteenth inscriptions consists of 

(1) a practical test in operative surgery and regional anatomy and an oral 
examination in regional anatomy, external pathology and midwifery; and 

(2) a practical test in pathologic anatomy and oral examination in general 
pathology, animal and vegetable parasites, microbes and internal pathology ; 
the fourth examination, to be taken after the sixteenth inscription, consists 
of oral examinations in therapeutics, hygiene, forensic medicine, materia 
inedica, pharmacology, with illustrations of physical and natural science, 
and the fifth examination covering clinical courses in surgery, midwifery 
and medicine. Practically the period of medical study extends over six 
years. 

The French laws have been revised during the past fifteen years and 
are comprised within three general statutes enacted Nov. 30, 1892, July 25, 
1893, and a governmental decree dated Feb. 4, 1894. 

Graduates of foreign schools can practice only by obtaining the diploma 
of Doctor of Medicine in Frauce and conform to the ordinances which ap- 
ply to French students. Advanced standing will not be allowed under any 
circumstances for more tban the first three examinations. Application 
must be made to the Minister of Public Instruction, to whom must be 
submitted all degrees and qualifications. Diplomas must be registered 
at the prefecture or a subprefecture and at the office of the clerk of the 
civil tribunal of the district in which holder resides before he is legally 
entitled to practice. 

GERMANY. 

Preliminary to the study of medicine the candidate must produce a 
certificate of admission to a state university from a German public school. 
He must then spend at least nine half-yearly terms in medical study at a 
German university. In exceptional cases credit is allowed for work done 
at schools or universities outside the German Empire, but a previous ex- 
amination must be passed, to be immediately followed by at least four half- 
years' study at the university. He must also have had at least two half- 
years in medical, surgical and midwifery clinics; must have personally at- 
tended two labor cases ; must have had a half-year's practice in an ophthal- 
mologic clinic, and must have been instructed in vaccination and acquired 
dexterity in its practice. 

The examination comprises anatomy, physiology, general pathology, 
pathologic anatomy, surgery, medicine, obstetrics, gynecology, ophthalmol- 
ogy and hygiene. In the clinical part of the examination the candidate on 
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two succeeding days has to examine a patient in the presence of the ex- 
aminer, giving the etiology, diagnosis, prognosis and treatment, immediate- 
ly after which he draws up a report of the result, which is countersigned 
by the examiner. On the same day he prepares a critical report at home, 
which is presented to the examiner next morning, with the date and the 
candidate's signature affixed. For the next week he has to visit both pa- 
tients once or twice daily. He must keep an accurate account of the prog- 
ress and treatment of the disease, and in case the patient dies within the 
seven days he must give a written opinion of the cause of death. Similar 
clinical examinations are required in ophthalmology, obstetrics, pediatrics 
and medical disease. Passing in these qualifies the candidate to practice 
medicine. No candidate can enter for an examination after two rejections 
except in very special cases. Graduation from a German university giving 
the degree of doctor is not essential to practice, but is a prerequisite to the 
examination in state medicine and also gives a higher professional standing. 
In order to graduate applicant must present certificates of preliminary edu- 
cation, of matriculation and of four years* university study, as well as hav- 
ing passed the qualifying medical examination. The graduation examina- 
tion may be taken either before or after qualification, but the candidate 
must apply for admission previous to qualification. Those wishing to ob- 
tain appointments as health officers or forensic physicians are also required 
to pass an examination in state medicine and psychology, which is very 
stringent. This examination can not be taken until two years after quali- 
fication and is limited to those having the doctor's degree, who, in the 
qualifying examination, obtained a marking of "good" or "very good," 
and who have had at least three months' experience as attendant in an 
asylum of not less than 150 beds and not less than 150 yearly admissions. 
The examination is limited entirely to state medicine. Foreign gradu- 
ates must pass the qualifying examination. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

The regulations as to registration as a medical student, preliminary ex- 
amination and medical education are as follows: 

Every medical student must be registered as such by the Goneral Med- 
ical Council at 'the beginning of his medical course. In order to register 
each must show satisfactory proof of being at least 16 years of age and 
must have passed a preliminary examination which includes the following : 
(a) English grammar, paraphrasing, composition, questions on English his- 
tory and geography; (b) Latin (grammar, translation into English from 
unprescribed Latin books, translation into Latin of a continuous English 
passage and of short idiomatic English sentences) ; (c) mathematics (arith- 
metic, algebra, including easy quadratic equations ; geometry, including the 
subject matter of Euclid i, ii, iii, and simple deductions) ; (d) one of the 
following subjects: (1) Greek (grammar, translation into English from 
unprescribed Greek books; translation into Greek of short idiomatic Eng- 
lish sentences) ; or (2) a modern language (grammar, translation into 
English from unprescribed books; translation of a continuous English 
passage and of short idiomatic English sentences). A degree of any 
university recognized by the council will be accepted as a sufficient 
testimonial of proficiency. The period of professional study between 
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the date of registration as a medical student arid the date of final 
examination must be not less than five years. (The majority of 
students spend more than six years, many as much as seven, owing 
largely to the severity of examinations.) The course of medical study 
and examinations must include the following subjects: (1) physics, 
including the elementary mechanics of solids and fluids and the rudi- 
ments of heat, light and electricity: (2) chemistry, including the 
principles of the science and the, details which bear on the 
study of medicine: (3) elementary biology ; (4) anatomy; (5) physiology; 
(6) materia medica and pharmacy (7) pathology (8) therapeutics; (9) 
medicine, including medical anatomy and clinical medicine; (10) surgery, 
including surgical anatomy and clinical surgery; (11) midwifery, including 
diseases peculiar to women and new-born children; (12) theory and practice 
of vaccination ; (13) forensic medicine ; (14) hygiene; (15) mental disease. 
The first year may have been taken in a university acceptable to the Gen- 
eral Medical Council which offers satisfactory courses in physics, chemistry 
and biology. The next three years must be spent in recognized schools of 
medicine, but the fifth year is devoted to clinical work in public hospitals 
or dispensaries, although half of this year may be spent as a pupil to a reg- 
istered practitioner who is satisfactory to the Medical Council. 

The laws permit one to practice without registration, although such are 
forbidden to take the title of a licensed physician, cannot use the courts for 
the recovery of his charges and cannot give valid certificates of death. 

To obtain a license a graduate of a foreign medical college which is 
recognized by the General Medical Council must pass the qualifying ex- 
aminations. 

GREECE. 

Graduates of foreign medical schools must pass the state examination, 
which may be taken in Greek, French or German. 

HOLLAND. 

After passing an examination in practical medicine, surgery and mid- 
wifery, at the end of his studies gives the medical student the title of 
"Arts" and the right to practice, but not the title of doctor, which is a 
purely scientific one and is obtained only by writing a scientific thesis and 
defending it before the medical faculty of the university. Only those may 
try for the title of doctor who have a thorough knowledge in classical schol- 
arship and have graduated from the "gymnasium" or passed an equivalent 
examination. The diploma of "Arts" must be recorded in the office of the 
chief inspector of .public health mid shown to the burgomaster of the com- 
mune before holder may practice. Foreign graduates are required to pass 
the examination. 

HUNGARY. 

Each student must pass an examination in Latin, Greek, mathematics, 
geography, physics and history before matriculation as a medical student. 
He must then devote five years to the study of medicine and surgery and 
pass three examinations, which are quite severe, in order to obtain the de- 
gree of "Universal Medicinal Doctor," otherwise he conforms with the same 
laws ns in Austria, (q. v.) Citizenship is required of all practitioners. 
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ITALY. 

* 

The degree of doctor granted by one of the 17 royal universities or the 
Royal Institute of Florence is prerequisite to practice. The course covers 
six academic years; there are 22 subjects, and the student must pass the 
examination in each subject before he is admitted to the final examination 
for the "Laurea in Medicina e Chirurgia" (the M. D.). The preliminary 
medical subjects, taken in any order as desired by the student, are zoftlogy, 
comparative anatomy and physiology, botany, physics, general chemistry, 
histology, human anatomy, human physiology, materia medica, general 
pathology, pathological anatomy, special medical pathology, special surgical 
pathology (the two latter subjects include the clinical teaching of physical 
examination and also clinical history of disease, the technical term for 
which in Italy is "Propedeutics"), surgical anatomy and practical opera- 
tions, clinical courses in medicine, surgery, obstetrics, diseases of theVye, 
and mental diseases; also dermatology, syphilis, and legal medicine. The 
college year lasts from middle of October to end of July. The first fort- 
night and last six weeks are devoted to examination, and there are vaca- 
tions at Christmas and Easter, leaving for the actual teaching year about 
27 weeks. The required courses are mostly annual ; pathological anatomy 
and physiology are always biennial ; human anatomy and clinical medicine 
and surgery are always triennial. Besides the official or required courses 
there are some elective, supplementary or optional, no more than three of 
which may be -taken each year, and must not interfere with any required 
courses. The value of the courses varies much in the universities, depend- 
ing on laboratories, teachers, hospitals, and limited clinical material. The 
professors are chosen by the "Superior Council of Public Instruction," and 
are irremovable except for grave misconduct, or at their own volition. The 
final examination consists of one written and two oral theses, all selected 
by the student. Failure is very rare. The M. D. must be registered at the 
"Prefettura" of the district in which applicant resides. In change of resi- 
dence the process is repeated. A foreigner must obtain an authorization 
from one of the royal universities unless he intends to practice only among 
foreigners, which he is at liberty to do. 

JAPAN. 

No one is allowed to practice medicine unless he holds the government 
license. Only residents of Japan can secure licenses. Application must be 
accompanied by a diploma from a respectable medical college or by a license 
from another country, together with applicant's personal history. Investi- 
gation of credentials usually requires about six months. If these are 
found satisfactory a license is granted. The natives invariably prefer their 
own physicians, and the foreign community — less than 3,000 people — is 
amply provided with both American and European doctors. 

MONACO. 

In the Principality of Monaco qualifications equal to the French Di- 
ploma of Medicine are required. Application, enclosing certified creden- 
tials, must be made to the Consul of the Principality or to the Mayor of 
Monaco. 
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NORWAY. 

The state examination, which is quite severe, must be passed by anyone 
wishing to practice medicine. The government may, however, in individual 
cases, grant permission to practice to persons who present satisfactory evi- 
dence of requisite knowledge. 

PORTUGAL. 

There is one university faculty of medicine, that of Coimbra, and two 
medico-chirurgical schools at Lisbon and Oporto. The medical course covers 
a period of five years, extending each year from October to July. Matricu- 
lates must have had seven years of preliminary education, including Latin, 
French and German, and in addition must have studied physics, chemistry, 
zoology, and botany, and in one of the three medical schools, mathe- 
matics. Foreigners must pass the state examination before they can 
practice. 

ROUMANIA. 

To become qualified to practice medicine the candidate, who, having 
first passed his baccalaureate or examination in arts, must study medicine 
for five years in a medical faculty. Having passed the various examina- 
tions he is admitted to the examination for the degree of doctor. This, if 
obtained, gives him authority to practice. Graduates of foreign schools 
must present full credentials and pass the state examination. 

RUSSIA. 

A comprehensive examination by the Medical Academy of St. Peters- 
burg, or one of the universities of Russia, is necessary before the student 
can practice. Unless he holds the degree of B.A. from a recognized uni- 
versity he must pass a preliminary examination, including Latin and Greek. 

SERVIA. 

There being hitherto no university in Servia, students desiring to study 
medicine have been obliged to study abroad. Servia recognizes only medical 
diplomas acquired at the universities of Paris, Vienna and Berlin. Degrees 
from universities of other countries are recognized only after an examina- 
tion has been passed before a commission. Only Servian subjects may 
practice. 

SPAIN. 

The prospective medical student must have had six years in general 
studies constituting the curriculum of secondary education, and are com- 
prised in the so-called Degree of Bachelor (usually taken between ages 9 
and 15). Then comes one year of "preliminary study," taking up four 
courses: Physics, general chemistry, mineralogy and botany, and zoo'logy. 
The medical course covers six years of study for the degree of licentiate, 
and one year more for the degree of Doctor of Medicine. The official cur- 
riculum for the degree of licentiate includes the following courses: De- 
scriptive anatomy, normal histology and histo-chemistry, anatomical tech- 
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nique, embryology, physiology, general pathology with clinical attend- 
ance, materia medica and therapeutics, morbid anatomy, medical and 
surgical pathology, obstetrics and gynecology, pediatrics, clinical medi- 
cine and surgery, diseases of the nose, ear and larynx; regional . 
anatomy and operations, hygiene, with statistics and sanitary 
legislation; forensic medicine, dermatology and syphilography. For 
the degree of doctor the course includes also the following courses: 
Critical history of medicine, chemical analysis, biological chemistry, an- 
thropology, experimental psychology. Students may pursue their study 
when and where they choose so long as they can pass the ex- 
amination. The government, on advice of the Council on Public Instruction, 
may recognize medical work done abroad or may grant the temporary 
right to practice. At the present time, foreign medical men must qualify 
in the same way as Spaniards. 

SWEDEN. 

Graduates of foreign medical schools must pass a severe state examina- 
tion, although some reduction in curriculum may be granted. 

SWITZERLAND. 

A qualified foreign practitioner, even if he desires to practice only 
among his own countrymen, is required to pass the federal examination, 
which may be passed at Basle, Ztirich, or Berlin in German, and at Geneva 
or Lausanne in French. The applicant is advised to obtain from one of his 
teachers at home an introduction to a professor at the university at which 
he proposes to pass the examination. His proper course would be to call 
upon the rector of the university. We are informed that every informa- 
tion would be afforded, and that no difficulties are placed in the way of can- 
didates. Three examinations are required. At the University, of Ztirich, as 
a rule, these are held as follows : The first and second at the latter part 
of January or the middle of September, and the third, early in January or 
October, or the latter part of May. At Geneva the examinations are held 
in the third week in October and in the second week in July. At Lausanne 
the first and second examinations are held in April and October ; the third 
in February, March, June and July. 

TURKEY. 

No one is allowed to practice medicine unless he holds a diploma from 
the Imperial Faculty of Medicine at Constantinople, or from some recog- 
nized foreign medical college. All medical students wear military uniform. 
The course covers six years, the first being preparatory. Examinations are 
held at the end of each year, and after the sixth year four different ex- 
aminations for the degree of Doctor of Medicine. Two theses have to be 
presented at the fourth examination. There are two foreign provincial 
schools, the French and the American medical schools at Beirut, which now 
have the privilege of granting degrees and the consequent right to practice. 
The examinations are conducted by a commission from the Constantinople 
School of Medicine, so that their decrees arc equivalent to the latter. For- 
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elgners must have their diplomas examined by the Constantinople School of 
Medicine, must show their passport, which must have been countersigned 
by their consular authority, and must then pass an oral examination, after 
which, on payment of 500 piastres ($20.00), they are given permission to 
practice. The examinations, which are said to be fairly conducted, are held 
in French or Turkish, and the candidate may have an interpreter if neces- 
sary. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 

Cape Colony. — Medical Practice is under the control of the Colonial 
Medical Council. Admission to the register is given on any diploma cover- 
ing five years' study, if the diploma entitles the holder to practice in the 
country wherein it was granted. The working of the law, however, prac- 
tically excludes ali but British diplomas. If the diploma is satisfactory the 
council recommends the holder to the Colonial Secretary, who in due course 
records the applicant and forwards his license. Fee for registration, 5 
pounds. 

'Natal. — Only such diplomas as are registerable in the United Kingdom 
are acceptable for registration to practice, but laws are not so effectively 
administered as in Cape Colony. Medical affairs in charge of a Medical 
Council. 

Grange River Colony. — Diplomas from such Medical colleges as are sat- 
isfactory to the Colonial Medical Council are acceptable for registration. A 
new law is in operation and fairly well enforced. An annual license fee 
of 15 pounds must be paid by every practitioner. 

Rhodesia. — Registration has only been tentatively introduced and is 
in a very undeveloped condition. Such degrees as would be acceptable for 
license in Great Britain are recognized. 

Transvaal. — The Colonial Secretary has medical matters in charge, but 
they are in a rather chaotic condition at present. 

AUSTRALIA. 

New South Wales. — All physicians must be registered as legally quali- 
fied practitioners. Applicants must hold credentials of medical training ac- 
ceptable by the Medical Board. The same holds with Victoria and South 
Australia. In Queensland and West Australia applicant must prove that he 
has passed through a regular course of study and has received, after exam- 
ination, a degree or qualification to practice. In Tasmania the laws are 
more stringent, providing for registration and licensing of medical practi- 
tioners by a Court of Examiners, and such registration is strictly required. 

NEW ZEALAND. 

Registration is required to practice. Only those holding qualifications 
of the New Zealand University or who are admissable to the United King- 
dom Register are eligible to register. Graduates of foreign universities 
must give satisfactory evidence that their qualifications are equal to those 
of the New Zealand University to submit to the University final examina- 
tion. The course of professional study must have extended over at least 
five years.

MINOR BRITISH COLONIES. 

Africa, East and West Coasts of. — No regulations. Government efforts 
exerted toward stopping dangerous practices of native medicine men and 
witeh doctors. 

British Honduras. — Registration is required of all practitioners. Med- 
ical affairs are in charge of a medical committee. 

British Guiana. — Has a thorough medical organization. Only medical 
men who are already registered in the United Kingdom are admitted to the 
register. 

British New Guinea. — Has no medical acts. 

Ceylon. — Under an ordinance approved July, 1905, registration is re- 
quired to practice and % anyone not so qualified who proposes to practice or 
hold himself as ready and willing to treat patients is liable to prosecution. 
The register is in charge of Ceylon Medical College and no foreign degrees 
or qualifications are acceptable unless the foreign state or country recog- 
nizes the certificate of Ceylon. 

Cyprus. — Registration is required and any person may secure it who 
holds qualifications which permit him to practice where such qualifications 
were obtained. 

Falkland Islands. — Medical Act of the United Kingdom considered to 
be in force, but there is no special local Medical Act. 

Fiji Islands. — Now provides medical education for natives. Medical 
practice now controlled by government and registration is required. Anyone 
entitled to practice in the United Kingdom or British Colonies may claim 
admission. 

Gibraltar. — Registration is required, and there are moderately strin- 
gent regulations. 

Hongkong. — Medical practice Is controlled by a Medical Board. A 
register has been established, to which any duly qualified practitioner, upon 
proof of such qualification, may obtain admission. 

Leeward Islands. — Has an act regulating medical practice, passed in 
1903, limiting practice to persons who would be entitled to practice in 
the United Kingdom. 

Malta. — Registration is required. There is a schedule of qualifications 
and a Medical Board controlling medical education. There is a medical 
school located there. 

Mauritius and *S7. Helena. — Uegistration is required and a heavy tine 
for unregistered practice, but there Is no Medical Act. 

Seychelles Island. — Those holding qualifications acceptable to the chief 
medical olficer are admitted to the register. 

Straits Settlements. — Registration is required to practice and anyone 
not so qualified who professes to practice or who holds himself ready and 
willing to treat patients Is liable to prosecution. 

West Indian Islands, Bahama, Bermuda Islands, Etc. — There is no 
register and anyone may practice, but only those having qualifications reg- 
istrable in the United Kingdom may recover fees at law.

Windward Islands. — There is a Medical Act in for** and registration 
is required.

Tbe Ideal standard to be aimed at from the present viewpoint should 
consist of: (A) Preliminary education sufficient to enable the candidate to 
enter our recognized universities, the passing upon such qualifications t 
the state authorities. (B) A five-year medical course, the first year of 
which should be devoted to physics, chemistry and biology, and such ar- 
rangements should he made that this year could be taken either in a school 
of liberal arts or in the medical school. Of the four years in pure medical 
work, the first two should he spent in laboratories of anatomy, physiology, 
pathology, pharmacology, etc.. and the last two in_ close contact with pa- 
tients in dispensaries and hospitals in the study of medicine, surgery, ob- 
stetrics and the specialties. {<.',) A sixth year as an interne in a hospital 
or dispensary should then complete tbe medical course. 

Under such a scheme the majority of men would begin the study of 
medicine between 38 and 19 years of age. and would graduate from the 
hospital iuterneship at from 24 to 25. A college education is recognized as 
a desirable preparation for it limited number of men, but it is thought that 
it is not and never will be desirable to make such college education a re- 
quirement to the study of medicine, as it would make the age of gradua- 
tion from 27 to 28 years, which is regarded as too old a period at which the 
young medical man should begin ids life's work. It is obvious that this very 
desirable scheme of requirements can not he at once demanded or rec 
mended. 




The minimum xtandarri nm\ nx-iuimirmdcd prerequisite to the practice 
of medicine is as follows : 

1. (a) The preliminary requirement to he a four-year high school 
education or its equivalent, such as would admit the student to one of our 
recognized universities; |h> and In addition he attains a grade of at least 
70 per cent, or Its equivalent, In any other marking system. And no s 
dent shall be graduated unless he shall have attained a passing grade in 
each and all subjects of tbe required curriculum. 

The entire course of four years shall consiBt of at least 4,000 hours, 
divided Into tbe subjects as shown in the following table, and no college 
shall be recognized that falls below this standard over 20 per cent in any 
one branch, or over JO per cent, in tbe total. Laboratory or clinical hours 
may be substituted for didactic hours. 



RECIPROCITY. 

The Ideal basis for reciprocity would, of course, be uuiform— and there- 
fore equally high — standards enforced In all the states, but uniformity is 
looked upon as being too remote for present consideration. As conditions 
now exist a number of states having comparatively equal standards, have 
arranged for reciprocity on one or both of the two following bases: (1) On 
the basis of a written examination by a State Examining Board, and (2) 
on the basis of a diploma from a recognized medical college without exami- 
nation. 
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1. On the Basis of an Examination. — This basis is acceptable to a 
larger number of states than the second. Applicant must have passed a 
written examination before another examining board and received his 
license to practice medicine. 

2. On the Basis of a Diploma. — This basis is mostly for old practi- 
tioners and applies only where the applicant was registered in another state 
prior to the date when the state receiving him through reciprocity required 
an examination. For example, a physician of good repute was registered 
to practice medicine in Nebraska in 1880. For good reasons he desires to 
change residence to Minnesota. Taking for granted his credentials are oth- 
erwise acceptable, he is eligible to registration in that state through reci- 
procity, since Minnesota did not require examination of all applicants until 
January 1, 18S7. Those who registered in Nebraska since January 1, 1887, 
would not be eligible to register in Minnesota through reciprocity unless 
they could register on Basis No. 1. 

While the various states reciprocate, most of them have other 
requirements. All of them require that the applicant must be of good 
moral character and that he shall hold credentials from a recog- 
nized medical college. Many require one or two years of reputable prac- 
tice, and some require that he must have been a member of a county, state 
or national medical society for at least a year. Regarding these special 
requirements one should correspond with the secretary of the examining 
board of the state wherein he wishes to locate. 

No Reciprocity. — The following states have made no statement in re- 
gard to, or no arrangements for reciprocity : Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, 
Florida, Idaho, Indian Territory, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Mississippi, 
Montana, North Carolina, Oklahoma, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
Washington.
